thaving been H ende, |

L8H E. Sie which. one receives 92 a per- | 
ſon one loves, are always of an ineſtimable Value; 
Iſnael, who was often afraid of abuſing his Friend's 
Complaiſance, felt ſuch a perſect Joy at finding 
himſelf prevented by him on all Occaſians, * 
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he was never weary of teſtifying his Gratitude'to 
him ; wherefore he gave him a numerous Convoy, 
with which Tor ſet out, loaded with magnificent 
Preſents. 'He began by Georgia, where having 
found their Inclinations pretty well diſpos'd to fa- 
vour ' 1/mael, he gain'd them entirely oyer to his 
Intereſt by that Prince's unbounded Liberaliry;; 
after this he went to the others, who having like- 
' wiſe participated of his Generoſity, enter'd into a 
Treaty, and offer'd to lend their Forces; which 
being concluded, ny Join'd the Prince of Perſiu 
with fixreen thouſand of the beſt Troops in Aſia, 
two thirds whereof were the fineſt Horſe imagina- 
ble. I/mael being charm'd with ſuch a powerful 
Reinforcement, careſs' d the Commanders a thou- 
fand times, and gave them part of the Spoils of

but rewarded with ſuch Profuſion, that ſmael ac-

pos d of the braveſt Troops in the Eaſt. 
reylew'd them, and harangued them with ſo Rar 
Wit, Eloquence, and Grace, that he fill'd them 
with Courage and a noble Confidence; inſomuch 
that the Princes who were come to his Aſſiſtance, 
were ſeiz d with Admiration, on ſeeing a Prince 
indued at once with ſo many great ualities, who 
was then but Nineteen, Years old. Part of his 
Treaſures he ſent to Mauſiulaga, with Orders to 
build Veſſels to cruize along the Coaſts, of f 75 
8 pian Sea, that he might make himſelf | 
the Maritime Provinces, Which are eſteem d. pa |

THE Two Armies OY met upon the Banks

immediately return'd back, and Tor haſten dito 
give an Accouut thereof to Jſnael; who reſol vd 
without Heſitation to turn it to his on Advan- 
tage. Accordingly, at the Cloſe of the next Even. 
ing, having caus'd his Army to decamp, he made 
them paſs the River without Noiſe or Confuſton, 
and by Degrees drew them up in Battle-Array, 
ordering the- firſt Ranks to obſerve: a profound 
Silence. In this Manner they'arriv*da little before 
Day at Alumul's Camp, where all were bury*dvin 
ſuch a deep Sleep, that the Out-Guards were 
ſeiz d before the Perſians percew*d the leaſt Mot 
tion z and [/nael cauſing his Troops ſtill to keep 
Silence, .enter*d the Camp on all Sides, ſo that 
half Alumui's Men were cut off, before the others 
můgmeN, dd EDITED? To 2 butt 
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BUT the Alarm being given at laſt, the 84+ 
pbians redoubled their Efforts, and gave Quarter 
to none, inſomuch that the Perſians could never 
form any Body of Troops, capable of giving a 
Check to them, ſo great was the Order and Vigi- 
lance of Iſmael's Army. Alumut ſeeing every 
Thing in ſo much Confuſion, betook himſelf to 
Flight, and abandoning his Camp, with the Neſt 
of his Army, to the Enemies Fury, retir'd to 
Tauris, with a ſmall Number of his Friends. In 
the mean while the So hians put all to the Sword, 
and found in Alumul's Camp vaſt Plenty of Pro- 
viſions of all Sorts, beſides immenſe Riches. 
Hereupon 1/mae! having oblig'd the Soldiers to 
bring all the Spoils into one Place, appointed 
Commiſſioners to make an equal Diſtribution of 
them, inſomuch that both the Officers and Soldiers 
were inrich'd, and the ve Army was ſatisfy d. 
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This done, the Prince of Per/ia gave his Troops 
ſome Repoſe in the Camp, where they had Pro- 
viſlons deliver d to them in Abundance, and the 
Soldiers celebrated Night and Day, the Praiſes of 
Tſmael and the Prince of Ormus, to whom he 
would have them aſcribe all the Glory of the 
Advantages he had juſt gain d. e eg. 


"AFTER: the Troops had reſted and refreſti d 


themſelves for four Days, Iſmael” decamp'd, and 
march*d ſtrait to Tauris, where he enter'd with- 


out Reſiſtance; that City not being tenable againſt 


a victorious Army, having no Walls, and its In- 
habitants being unfit for War, applying them- 
ſelves only to Trade, and Manufactures, which 
make to the Admiration of all Countries. 
This is one of the principal Periods in the Hiſtory 
of Iſmael, which ſhews that one muſt never form 
a Judgment of Mankind, till they have attain'd 
to that Pitch of Grandeur to which their Ambi- 
tion makes them aſpi re.. K 


FOR, no ſooner did Iinae] fee himſekf Ma- 
ſter of this large and fine Capital of the Empire. 


but this Prince, who was reckon'd ſo wiſe, i 
- prudent, and generous, became cruel; barbarous, 


and inhuman, even. negleCting the Advice of the 
Man who was moſt dear to him; that is, the 
Prince of Ormus, who indeavour'd to + inſpire 
him with more compaſſionate Sentiments, but no- 
thing could reſtrain him. For giving Ear only to 


the Dictates of his Cruelty, he had ſtri& Search 


made after all, who were, or pretended to be de- 
ſcended from Uſſum-Caſſan, and Jacub, whom he 
order'd to be maſſacred, without ſhowing Favour 
to any one, carrying his Barbariry ſo far, as 
to cauſe the Bellies ot the Ladies who were with 
. We n Child 
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Child to be ript open, that he might deſtroy 
their Offspring, which he had caſt into the Flames. 
Four hundred of Alumut's Officers: or Relations 
were likewiſe butcher'd without Pity z and having 
ſtrict Search made in all ſuſpicious Places, he 
ſeiz?d on three hundred Women, who had been 
either accuſed or convicted of Incontinence, and 
cauſing them to be conducted into a great Square, 


had them all put to death, u e to 
acquire a Reputation for Chaſtity. a 


NOT being contented with exerciling his 
Cruelty over the living, he even extended. if.to 
the dead, cauſing the Body of Jacub to be dug 
up, with thoſe of the 2 who had follow'd 
Alumut to the Battle of Derbent, when his Father 
Sacheidar was kill'd; and having their Bodies tranſ- 

ported to a publick Place, where they were 
2 with Ignominy. But what rais'd his Bar- 
barity to the higheſt Pitch, and ſurpaſs d the In- 
humanity of the greateſt Tyrants, was his ſeizing 
on hisown Mother, the Davghterof 7 un- Caſſan, 
and cauſing her to be brought to a Trial, impu- 
ting it ro heras a Crime that ſhe had been married. 
again after-Sacheidar*s Death to Somegoglychaſin, 
one of the greateſt Lords in Perſia, who happen'd 
to be at the Battle of Derbent. He infer'd from 
thence, that ſhe had never lov'd Sacheidar nor his 
Children, and that ſhe had only made this Al- 

- liance, being yet young and handſome, to ad- 
vance her Offspring by the ſecond Bed to the 
Throne, and exclude thoſe by the firſt Huſband. 
This unfortunate Princeſs having been convicted 
of theſe Facts, was condemn'd to loſe her Head 
in the ublick Market- Place, whither her own 
Son had her conducted, and executed in the 
View of all his Subjects, being deaf to all the 
Prayers, Tears, or E of the Prince 
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Religion, took the red Tuft, which is a Lock of 
Silk of that Colour, which they wear on the „ 
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of Ormus, as well as to the Dictates of Nature; 
neither of which, no more than the pretended 
Purity of his reform*d Religion, could make any 
Impreſſion upon his Soul, altho' he was defirous 


of being thought the moſt exact and preciſe Ob- 
ſerver of the Mabometan Law.

AFTER thefe terrible Executions, he bent 
all his Thoughts upon purſuing Alumut, Who 
had eſcap'd from Tauris before 1/mael enter'd that 
City,andwas ufing his utmoſt Efforts to levy Troops 


on all ſides. | But the Prince of Ormus, with un- 


_—_ Diligence, having again ſurpriz d him in 
the Plain of Sultaria, cut in pieces what Troops 
he had been able to draw together, and forced 
him to ſave himſelf amongſt the Mountains, where 
during Winter he tamper'd with ſeveral Noble- 


men, who promis'd him Aſſiſtance againſt the 


Spring. The Provinces likewiſe under his Juriſ- 
diction ſent him conſiderable Succours ; but he 
had two Princes to deal with, who had vow'd 
his Deſtruction, and were continually upon the 
Watch, either to ſurprize, or prevent him „5 di 
Deſigns. Iſnael was then at Tauris, where the 
Entertainments and Diverſions he made for the 


Officers of his Army, did not prevent his imploy- 


ing all his Care in raiſing freſh Recruits. Moſt of 


_ the Perſian Nobles dreading his Power, and fear- 
ing his Cruelty, made their Peace with him; and 


feigning to embrace his Opinions in Matters of 
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| bf their Turban, whence the Tur call them 


Caſſelbas. 


HAVING ſubdued all the Coaſt of Derbent, 
he gave Orders to increaſe his Fleet in thoſe 
Parts; that he might be able to attack the Pro- 
vince of Kilan, both by Sea and Land; where all 
Alumut's Poſſeſſions were, and where he had 


moſt Friends. The Prince of Ormus march'd 
in Perſon to Derbent, where partly 3 
eſt of the 


8 by Force, he ſubdu'd the R 
Province of Ladirbeitzan, with all Schirvan, and 
part of Erivan. He did yet more, for as the 


Perſi aus are wretched Sailors, he ingaged a con- 


ſiderable Number from the Northern Coaſts, who 
were Subjects to the King of Aftracar, with whom 
he made an Alliance in 1/nae!'s Name. He alſo 
caus'd Derbent to be bort . it being one of the 
Keys of Perſia, and a proper Place of Retreat in 
Caſe of any Misfortune. As its Harbour was one 
of the in the Caſpian Sea, he ſecur'd it by 


cauſing a Fort to be built on the Summit of the 


Mountain, which Commands the City and the 
Streights, call'd the Caſpian, or the Iron Gates. 


I HIS done, having drawn together the 


- . , Troops, which he had rad in theſe Provinces, he 


came” to rejoin {/mael, who receiv'd him with'a 
thouſand Careſſes, calling him the Primum Mo- 
bile of his Grandeur, and the Support of the Em- 
pire, and loading him with Favours and Honours. 
Tor receiv'd theſe illuſtrious Marks of 7/mazPs 
Friendſhip, with a Prudence and Modeſty that won 
him the Hearts of all; *tis certain alſo that never 
any Prince of his Time, was more indued with 
the Qualities proper to attract Love. He was tall, 
of a ſine and majeſtick Shape, and a charming 
Phy ſiognomy; he had regular and maſculine 
ela) * Features, 
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Features, an inſinuating Air, a great Soul, and

exalted Sentiments; to theſe Perfections were 


Join'd, all the Accompliſhments, which Learning 


and other Embelliſnments could add to a well- 
diſpos'd Mind; with all this he was valiant, en- 
-terprizing, and bold in his Deſigns, and full of 
Prudence. 1/mazel, who was himſelf . indued with 


good Part of theſe fame Qualities, tho? he greatly 


-obſcur'd their Luſtre by his Cruelty, admir'd ne- 
vertheleſs thoſe which Prince Tor poſſeſs'd in a 


more eminent Degree than himſelf z and his Soul 


being free from all Jealouſy, never felt greater 
Satisfaction, then when they beſtow'd on this 


Companion of his Fortune the Praiſes he deſerv'd, 


or when he could give him freſh Proofs of the 
Force of his Friendſhip by conferring on him ſome

fectly ſatisfy'd till he ſaw him entirely ſettl

Reign, the Yenetians had at divers Times ſent 
him ſeveral Pieces of Cannon, , which had not 
been of great Service to him, either for Want of 
Engineers to play the Artillery, or becauſe the 

were not able to recruit them as they decay'd, 


and knowing that theſe Cannon were laid up in 


the Arſenal, amongſt the Things that were of no 
Uſe, he caus'd ſome of them to be drawn out, in 
which he found irreparable Faults. As he was a 


good Mathematician, he judg'd that by melting 


them down, he might have them new caſt, but 


wanting the practical Part of Foundery, his 


Theory and his Imagination prov'd defective. Ne- 
vertheleis he was not diſhearten'd, but making 


Inquiry amongſt a Number of 1:alians, who had

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- ſettled at Tawris, he found Two able F ounders» 


and ſeveral Gunners, who ſoon caſt him Six little 
Pieces, which were the firſt that had been made in 
Perſia. Se ee : WM 


As the Powder which the Venetiaus had ſentwas | 


in good Barrels, and had been well kept, he alſocaus'd 
Balls to be caſt proportionable to the Bore of the 
Cannon; and being charm'd with the Succeſs of 
his Deſign, promis'd within himſelf that he would 
make uſe of them to diſlodge Alumut, who was 
poſted amongſt the Mountains, Accordingly 25 
mael having given him Part of his Troops, he ſet 
out from Tauris with theſe Six Pieces of Cannon, 
and arriv*dat the Place where Aumut was waiting 


for the Succours that had been promis'd him; be- 
lieying that with what few Forces he had, he could 
. put a Stop to the Enemy, having made himſelf 


aſter of the Paſſes in the Mountains, where he 
wanted for nothing. 2 
BU the Prince of Ormas having recounoitred 
the Poſts, and obſerv'd a riſing Ground, which 


commanded one of the principal Paſſes that muſt 
conduct him to Aumut, he attack'd it. The Per- 


fians making no great Reſiſtance, Tor mounted 


himſelf upon this riſing Ground, and judging that 
with his Cannon he could intirely diſlodge the E- 
nemy from this Paſs, he caug'd it to be drawn up, 
tho* with great Difficulty, by Mens Hands; and 
having levePd it, his /talians fir'd it fo exactly, that 
it made a terrible Havock. But what aſtoniſh'd 
Alumut*s Troops the moſt, was the dreadful Noiſe 
of the Cannon, which echoing from Mountain to 
Mountain, made them believe that they were aſ- 
ſaulted on all Sides. Hereupon their Diſorder was 
ſo great, at their not knowing which way to make 


their Eſcape, that neither Prayers, Threats, nor 
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7 could reſtrain them, infomuch that 
Alumut was born away in ſpite of himſelf. The 
Prince of Ormus taking Advantage of this Confu- 
ſion, caus'd his Troops to advance, who were not 
put to the Trouble of Fighting, the Perſians hav- 
ing abandon'd all the Poſts, where they found a 


- 


confiderable Booty. 


NEVERTHELESS: they purſued the E- 
nemy, driving them' from one Mountain to ano- 
ther, without being able to come up with them; 
and Prince Tor having been inform'd by ſome Moun- 
tameers, that Alumut muſt neceſfarily paſs thro' a 
\ Defile, where it would be eaſy to l and 
even to get there before him, by Ways which they 
dd ew him, and to which they offer*d to be 
is Guides; he rewarded them magnificently, and 
march'd Part of his Troops that Way, leaving the 
Reft to purſue Alumut in the Rear. His Guides 
ſerv*d him ſo well, that he arriv*d at the Valley 
thro? which the * muſt paſs, long before 
them, and placed his Troops in Ambufſh, into 
which Alumu!'s Men eaſily fell, coming without 

rder or Precaution, and being intent only on 
ger. their Eſcape. But this was but the Van- 


uy 


uard of this little Army, under the Command 

t Amubey his Favourite, in whom he repos'd an 
infire Confidence. The Perſians finding them- 
felves ſurpriz d, hardly made any Refiſtance, but 
were all kill'd, or taken Captives. As for Amubey, 

e was taken with three of his Sons, and carry'd 
to the Prince of Ormus, who order'd all the Pri- 
foners to be put to the Sword, reſerving only. 
Amubey, with his Sons, and ſome Lords of the 
greateſt Diſtinction, whom he was willing to n 
over by Lenity. Alumut, who follow'd his Van- 
guard, being inform'd of the Misfortune that had 
befallen them, and deſpairing of Safety any other 

1 . way 
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way than by Flight, abandon'd the reft of his 
Troops, and intruſted himſelf to ſome Guides of 
the Country, who 1 him from Precipice to 
Precipice, conducted him into the Province of 
Kilan. £ | 


THE Perſtans ſeeing themſelves without a 
Leader, berook themſelves alſo to Flight; but 
they all periſ'd either by the Arms of the Sophians, 
or by Want in theſe diſmal Places. The Prince 
of Ormus not knowing what Courſe Alumut might 
have fteer'd, and not doubting but Amubey was 
acquainted with his Intentions, caus'd him to be 
brought before him, and having inform'd him of 
his Maſter's Flight, with the intire Defeat of his 
Troops, told him that he would purſue him with- 
our Reſpite till he had cut him off; that an Uſurper, 
ſuch as he was, would find no Refuge am 1 
Strangers; that nothing could ſhelter him from 
Iinael's Vengeance; and that whoever ſhould ad- 
here to him for the future, would run infallibly 
upon their own Ruin, and that of their Familys. 
He added, that as for him, who was wiſe and pru- 
dent, he ought to think of gaining Jmnael's Favour, 
and that to deſerve it he muſt do him ſome impor- 
tant Service; that he both cou'd, and ought to do 
it, before he ſhould be carry*d to Tauris, when per- 
haps it would be too late. * 


T HIS Diſcourſe ſo effectually terrified this 
Wretch, in whom Fear was more prevalent” than 
Fidelity, at the fame Time that it gave him ſome 
Hopes of ſaving himſelf by Treachery, that the 
perfidious Amubey made no Scruple of ranfoming 
his own Life with his Maſter's, and promis'd the 


Prince to deliver Alumut up alive into his Hands if + 


he would give him Leave. He added, that he-was 
aſſured that Monarch had directed his Flight to

Condition to give Hopes to his own Army, and

They inveſted then the Province of Kilan both by 
Sea and Land; the Prince of Ormus marching by 
Ladirbeitæan, and IſmaePs Admiral, Pome-Sayam- 

Cham, following with his Fleet by Sea. As for 
- Iſmael himſelf, he incamp'd with the Reſt of his 
Troops at ſuch a Diſtance, as tobe near enough to 
ſend them Succours, and at the ſame time keep the 
Provinces bordering upon the Eupbrates in Sub- 
jection.

Alumut believing him, gallop'd that Way with 
ten Attendants, but on his Arrival there, was 
ſurrounded and ſciz'd by his Enemies, who con- 
ducted. him to the Prince of Ormus. Being 
brought -before him, -he told him, with Haughti- 
neſs enough, that *rwas not his Courage nor Valour 
that had made him a Captive, but the Treachery 
of Amubey, of whoſe baſe Perfidy he was now 
ſenſible, tho* too late. The Prince of Ormus 


gave him no Anſwer, not being willing to enter 


ingo a Particulars with him, but order d him to 
be put under a good ſtrong Guard. This done, 
having defeated, at every Encounter, all the 
Troops that offer'd to oppoſe his Paſſage, he 
march'd to the City of Reſchet, where Alumnt had 
a ſtrong Garriſon, which refus'd to ſurrender, 
altho* they were inform'd of that King's Confine- 
ment. But Amubey was again ſerviceable to Tor, 
m procuring the Delivery of this important Place, 
which open'd its Gates on Condition that the

ſtrong Garriſons, .in the principal Towns, and 
prepat'd to rejoin that Monarch. But before he 
quitted this fine Country, he caus'd a prodigious 
Quantity of Riches, which had been found in di- 
vers Palaces of King Alumut in Kilan, eſpecially 
in that at Reſcbet, to be tranſported on board ſe- 
veral Veſſels in the Caſpian Sea. The Gold, Silver, 
and Jewels which that Prince had amaſs'd during 
his Government, and after he had aſcended the 
Perſian Throne, amounted to immenſe Sums, 
without reckoning the magnificent Furniture, 
where with his Houſes were adorned. =» Rk 


ALL theſe Treaſures being put on board, 
were ſent to the Caſtle of Maumutaga, as being 
a ſecure Place. But one of the Veſſels, which 
was laden with the moſt valuable Furniture, being 
forced by the Wind, and rapid Currents into 
a Gulph, form'd by the Sea on the South, over 
againft the Province of Kilan, was ſuck'd in by 
one of the Whirlpools, whereby this Sea diſ- 
charges Part of its Waters, without either the In- 
deavours of the Sailors, or the Skill of the Pilots, 
being able to get her clear of the Abyſs, into 
which the Currents precipitated her. All her 
Maſts were broken, and the Veſſel having whirl'd 
about in this Eddy, with an incredible Rapidity, 
was at laſt ſwal low d up, without the People's be- 
ing able to afford her any Aſſiſtance, tho? they 
ſtood upon the Shore and ſaw her fink. 


THE ſame Accident happen'd in our Days, 
to the great Czar of Muſcovy, lately deceas' d, 
who being at Derbent, and having ſent ſeveral 
Veſſels along the Coaſts of the Caſpian Sea, to 
draw a Plan thereof, one of them met the ſame 
Fate with this before mention'd. | | 


THIS 
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THIS great Lake, or rather this little Sea, 
is at moſt but eight hundred Leagues in Circum- 


ference; above a hundred Rivers, not to mention 
an infinite Number of little Rivulets, diſcharge 


their Waters therein, and the Volga, that famous 
River, diſembogues it ſelf likewiſe into it, by 
ſeventy five different Mouths; yet does not this 
prodigious Abundance ever fwell it perceptibly. 
Far out in this Sea are found Springs of freſh Wa- 
ter, which break thro? its Boſom with ſuch Vio- 
lence, that they diſperſe the ſalt Water, and the 
Sailors prefer them to thoſe by the Sea - ſide, having 
found them to be both ſofter and lighter, as they 


have experienc*d by one fix Leagues off at Sea, 
over againſt Derbent, which abounds with ſeveral 
Kinds of the moſt exquiſite-talted Fiſh. . ' 


THE Geographers, and ſeveral Travellers 
who have written of this Sea, have long been at 
a Loſs about the Communication which it ought 
naturally to have with the Ocean, by the Gulph 
of Perla: or the Black- Sea. But neither the 
Conjectures of the one or the other, ſeeming pro- 
bable to me, I believe we muſt have Recourſe for 
a. Solution to three Proofs, which I think have 
moſt an Air of Truth. The firſt is, that in the 
Gulph before mention'd, there are two Whirl- 

s, Which the Perſian Veſſels carefully avoid 
as much as poſſible, and whereof they have no- 
tice by the dreadful Noiſe of the Waters, which 
diſcharge themſelves therein, and which in calm 
Weather may be heard very far off at Sea. The 


ſecond is, the Currents which ſet at a great Diſtance 


into the two Whirlpools, wherein the Per ian and 
Mu ſcovite Veſſels were ſwallow'd up; and the 
third, which is founded upon annual Experience, 


is, that the Inhabitants on the Coaſts of the Gulph

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of Perſia obſerve, that at the End of every Au- 
tumn, the Surface of the Ocean is cover d with 
the Leaves of Willows; and as this Tree is en- 
tirely unknown on thoſe Coaſts, and there are 
almoſt whole Foreſts of them on the Northern 
Borders of the Caſpian Sea, it ſeems probable to 

me that theſe Leaves mult neceſſarily be brought

IE likewiſe chang'dthe Form of Prayer which

HAVING chus regulated all Affairs, that 
related to Religion, and flatter'd his ſecret Vanity, 
he bent all his Thoughts upon the Means to ex- 
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tirpate en en Sultan of Bagdat, or lon, 
er ſtill diſputed the Crown wink him. Wie 
fore he aſſembled all his Forces, and form'd a eon- 
ſiderable Army, wherewith he march'd towards 
the City, the Prince of Ormus commanding the 
Van, and himſelf bringing up the Rear. His 
Enemy, Muratebam, had put himſelf ina Poſture 
to expect him undauntedly; but altho* his Army 
was very formidable, he perceiv'd at the Ap- 

roach of Inael's Troops, that his Men remem- 
ber'd after what Manner they had been treated by 

3 Sopbians, their Fear inducing them to deſert 

y. Inſomuch that finding his Soldiers fo 
Hale aiſpos'd to ſerve him, he deſpair'd of the 
Victory, and not knowing what Courſe to take, 
reſolvꝰ to ſend Eimbaſſadors to —— to beg him 
to receive him as his Vaſſal, offering at the ſame 
time to pay him a conſiderable Tribute, and re- 
nounce all his Pretenſions to the Per an Crown. 


TH ESE Enbaſſadorsbeirg arriv'dthe ab 
Camp, were introduced into his Pavillion, Where 
he gave them Audience: As ſoon as they had 
communicated their Propoſals, he auer them 
that Muraicham was a rebellious Subject, and that 
if he had deſigu d ſincerely to acknowledge him 
for his Lord and Sovereign, he would have come 
in Perſon, not having any Right to ſend an Em- 
baſſy to him; and that therefore, he look'd upon 
theth but as Spies: This ſaid, he commanded 
them to be put to death, which was inſtantly done 
at the Door of his Pavillion. Muratcbam being 
inform'd of this terrible Reply, was long in Suf- 
pence whether he ſhould run the Riſque of going 
to meet him; but being afraid of incurring the 

Fate of Alumuit, and many others, he eſcap'd ſe- 
cretly from his Camp, with three thouſand ſelect 

n in whom he could beſt confide. 
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IS MAE L was foon appriz'd of this Flight, 
and ſent his beſt Cavalry in purſuit of him; bur 
the Sultan having the Advantage of a whole 
Night, and Part of a Day, paſs'd the Euphrates 
without Oppoſition, cauſing the Bridges to be 
broke. behind him, which Precaution was not un- 
ſerviceable ; for he had no ſooner paſsd the River, 
but he diſcover'd the Sophy*'s Troops, which were 
in Queſt of him, and twice as ſtrohg as his. Thus 
this fugitive Prince abandon'd his Dominions, and 
retired ro Aleppo, where he found the Prince Ali- 
duly, who had alſo taken refuge there, where they 
were both receiv*d and entertain'd at the Soldan of 
Egypt's Expence. | 


IN the mean while = Succeſs 1 2 
Arms, beginning to give Umbrage to his Neigh- 
bours, Wh of the Soft powerful, refolv'd to 
put a Stop to his Career: The firſt and moſt for- 
midable was the Emperor of the Turks ; the ſecond 
the Great Cham of Tartary ; and the third the 
Soldan of Egypt. But none of them was ſo eager 
to oppoſe his Conqueſts as the great Cham, who 
had long been preparing a formidable Army, with 
defign to invade Perſia, and ſubdue that King- 
dom. This Monarch follow'd the ſame Courſe as 
Tamerlane had taken, when he made himſelf Ma- 
ſter of that Empire; for entring it by the Country 
of Coraſan, and marching along the Coaſts of the 
Caſpian Sea, he reduced Cre and Aravy, two 
Cities very conſiderable for their great Traffick in 
Silks. He alſo took Amixandaran, and the ſtrong 
Fortreſs of Sare, before the Saphy could arrive with 
ſufficient Forces to repel him; however, he uſed 
ſo much Expedition, that he arriv'd ſoon enough 
to prevent his continuing his Conqueſts, He put 
a Stop then to his farther Progreſs, and offer'd him 
44 22 ; 3 Battl e, 
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Battle, which was very bloody ; but at laſt the 


Victory deelar*d for {/mael, thro' the Bravery of 


the Prince of Ormus, who had follow'd the Sophy's 
Army by Sea, with a great Number of Tranſ- 


Ports full of Soldiers, and the fix Pieces of Can- 


non, which had been fo ſerviceable to him, in 
defeating Alumut, and contributed very much to- 
wards 2.3 gaining of this Battle. For the Tartars 
having drawn up their right Wing near the Sea- 
fide, Tor in the Heat of the Battle, advanced 
with his ſix Pieces of Cannon, loaden with Caſe- 
ſhot, cloſe to the Shore, which being frequently 
diſcharged, made ſuch a dreadful Noiſe and Ha- 
vock, that the Tartars, who were utterly ignorant 
of the Uſe of Guns, were ſo terrify'd, that in 
ſtriving to haſten from the Sea-ſide, they put their 
whole Army into Confuſion. 4 


THEN the Prince of Ormus having order'd 


all- his Soldiers aſhore, as well as the Cannon, 
caus'd them to be levell'd afreſh, to fire upon the 
Tartars; who finding themſelyes purſued by this 
Thunder, broke their Ranks, and betook them- 
ſelves to Flight. Hereupon the Perſians following 
them, without giving them any Reſpite, the Cham 
was oblig' d to abandon his Conqueſts, and retreat 
into his own Country, upon which a Peace was 
foon concluded between. thoſe two formidable 
Powers. 


BUT all the petty. Princes who had taken Part 
with the Tartars, were chaſtiz d, and their States 
reduc'd into ſingle Provinces, over which 1/mael ap- 
pointed Governours; and that he might ſecure 
himſelf a Barrier on that Side, built ſeveral 
Forts, and fortified divers Cities along the Caſpian 


Sea. This done, he ſent the Prince of Ormus to 


make War upon the King of Serviant, call'd Ser- 
PF

mendoly, whoſe Kingdom he conquer'd intirely; 
after which, he march'd againſt the Caſtle of Ca- 
laſtan, which he had kept block*d up a very long 
"Fime, and which he at laſt, reduced under 1/mae!”'s 
Juriſdiction. He march'd likewiſe againſt ſeveral 
petty Princes, who had taken Advantage of the 
Perſian Troubles, and had ſet themſelves up for 
Tyrants over the People of theſe Countries; where- 
fore he attack'd their Towns, and reduced them all 
either by Force, or Compoſition: It was a ſort of 
Chain of Forts and Towns, which extended from 
Mount Taurus to the Caſpian Sea. Several of theſe 
he demoliſh'd, and put ſtrong Garriſons into o- 
thers, over which he appointed Governours, whoſe 
- Bravery and Fidelity were well known to him; 
then having ſent Notice to the Sophy of the good 
Succeſs of his Enterprizes, he march'd to join him 
at Tauris, Hereupon Iſmael, whoſe Heart over- 
_ flow'd with Gratitude, would have erected his own 
Conqueſts into a Kingdom for him, and preſs d 
him tenderly to receive this Teſtimony of his 
Friendſhip ; but the Prince of Ormus, who was as 
generous as 1/mael, refus'd itz being, as he ſaid, 
but too well ſatisfied in having an e to 
aſſiſt him in his Exploits, and to augment his Glo- 
» the Joy he felt in being able to give him 
cere Proofs of his Affection, being in itſelf a fue 
ficient Reward to him. Thus did theſe two Prin- 
ces inceſſantly diſpute, the one to ſhew his Grati- 
tude, and the other his diſintereſted Mind, with- 
out being ever able to overcome each other. 


IN the mean while Bajazet, being inform'd of 
Iſnael's Fortune and Exploits, ſent Orders to his 
Son Acbmet, Governour of Amaſia, and to the Beg- 
_ Haidar Baſſa, together with the Sangiack ' 
Lindy, to obſerve the Motions of the Perſiant, 
and take Care of being ſurpriz d; which bien 
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them to afſemble their Troops, and i ior upon 
the F rontiers. 


| I SMAEL having been inform'd hereaf 
march' d thither with a conſiderable Army, and ad- 
vancing pretty near to them, the Perſians finding 
themſelves the ſtrongeſt, inſulted the Turks on all 
Opportunities; who not being able to bear it, re- 
ſolv'd to ſurprize them in the Night But Prince 
Tor's Vigilance having diſcover'd their Deſign, he 
Notice thereof to //mae!, who concerted proper 
Meafures with him tomake the Enemies Project fall 
upon their own Heads. To this End they placed 
Part of their Troops in Ambuſcade, — the 
Reſt in the Camp, being reſolvꝰd to let the Turks 
advance even to their Lines, and, on the Sopby's 
making a Signal to the Prince of Ormus, to attack 
em both in Front and Rear. | 22 


| THIS v was ; punCtually put in Execution; for 
on the Evening when they knew the Turks would 
come to ſurprize them, the Prince of Ormus 
march'd out of the Camp, and poſted himſelf at 


the Place agreed on between him and the Sophy. 
The Ni — being very dark, and ſeeming favoura- 
ble to the Turks Deſign, they left their Camp, and 


march*d-up to the Lines of the Perſians, without 
hearing the leaſt Alarm. This making them be- 
lieve they had ſurpriz d them, they were prepa- 

ring to force their Camp; but Iſmael; who waited 
for them, having given the Signal, all the Perfaxsgot 


up, and pour'd a Shower of Arrows upon the Turks, 


who without loſing Courage made new Efforts to 
penetrate into the Camp by main Force. They aſ- 
ſaulted it Soymiter in Hand, and were defending 
themſelves bravely againſt the Perſians, when they 
were inform d that their Army was attack*d in the 
unh Then they began to fall into Diſorder, 12

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Angel cauſing his Troops to ſally out, charg*d 
them 6 furiouſly, that all betook themſelves to 
Flight. But the Prince of Ormus 8 
his Men fo that the Runaways muſt neceſſarily fall 
into their Hands, no Quarter was given to any 
one. They purſued them even till Break of Day, 
when Iſmael diſcovering all the Advantage he had 

ined, and ſeeing the Turks diſpers d, and only 
ntent on faving themſelves, march'd his Troops 


up to their Camp, which they found forſaken, with . 


the Tents, and Pavillions ſtanding, and their Hor- 
faſted to the Pin.

ACH ME, —_ eldeſt Son, who com- 
manded this Army in Perſon,” made his Retreat, 
— into Caramania, with much difficulty 
wing long been purſued by the Cavalry whi 
he Prince of Ormus had detach'd after him. Sidin, 
Caja, and ſeveral other Perſons of Diſtinction, 


Were either kilPd or taken Captives, and ſent by 


Iſmael into Perſia; and great Booty being found 
in the Turkiſh Camp, the Sophy, according to 
Cuſtom, divided it among the Soſdieis. 


THE News of this Victory being carry'd to 
"Conſtantinople, very much afflicted  Bajazet, who 
was then at War with theChriftian Princes; where- 
fore he ſent Orders to his Son Achmot to manage 
Matters ſo as to conclude a Peace, or at leaſt a 
Truce, with the Sopby. Hereupon Achmer, to com- 
ly with his Father's Deſires, ſent to Iſmael che 
'Sangiac Mymech, a Man of exquiſite Addreſs, un- 
der Pretence of making an Exchange; or treating 
of a Ranſom for Halybey his Favourite, who had 
been taken Captive by the Perſians. . The San- 
Lac acquitred himſelf of this Negociation ſo well, 
that the Truce was agreed to by 1/mae!, and con- 
cluded for nine Years. ile Its _ 
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IF the Turks were overjoy'd hereat, the Sophy 
was no leſs ſo; as he had not as yet had time to 
eſtabliſh that Order and Diſcipline in his Empire, 
- which he intended ſhould be obſerv'd there; he was 
always apprehenſive, when he was oblig'd to be di- 
ſtant from it. At laſt the Truce having been 

ſign' d and ratify' d, and Preſents ſent reciprocally, 

Jas return'd to Tauris, where he apply'd him- 

elf intirely to have his Father Sacheidar's Syſtem 

of Religion received. He alſo put his Treaſury in 
exact Order, and created a great many Offices 
and Employments, wherewith he rewarded his 
-braveſt Commanders ; ſo that by his Magnificence 
he reviy*d/in the Court of Perſia the Majeſty, of 

its former Kings. His next Care was to build a 

Palace at Tauris, wherein he imploy d the moſt 
expert Artiſts in all Aſia; he even ſent as far as 

Rome, to procure Workmen in all Profeſſions, to 

"which End he ſpared neither Money, Care, nor 
Pains, his Vigilance not ſuffering him to take an 
Reſt, till he had effected his Deſign ; by whicl 
means he at laſt render'd his Palace the moſt mag- 
nificent and ſtately Structure in the Eaſt. 


HE likewiſe induced all the Grandees of his 
Court to follow his Example, and build them- 
ſelves Houſes for their Abode; and that they 
might conſent thereto the more readily, made 
them conſiderable Preſents of Marble, N , 
Gold and Silver. He alſo erected Market-Houſes 
and other Publick Places, for the Conveniency of 
the People ; and by incouraging Commerce, and 
protecting foreign Merchants, who came thither 
to traffick, render'd the City of Tauris, as rich as 
it was glorious. Neither was his Magnificence 
confin'd to this Capital; he likewiſe embelliſh'd 
ſeveral other Cities in his Empire with — 


. 
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and Conveniencies, which gain'd him both the 
Love and Veneration of his Subjects. 
A'S. he could not attend ſo many things at 
once, he divided his. Cares with his illuſtrious 
Friend the Prince of Ormus, to whom he gave in 
Charge to inſpect the Affairs of the Army, with 
the Garriſons, Fortifications, and all military Em- 
ploy ments in general. He next created a Pontiff, 
or High Prieſt, to whom he gave an abſolute Pow- 
er over all the Empire, and ſubmitted the Spiri- 
tuals, and the Mabometan Clergy, appointing De- 
in under him in all the Capital Cities in the 
ingdom, ho were to have the inſpection of 25 
rituals and the Adminiſtration of Juſtice; the Go- 
vernours not having Power to inflict any Pains or 
Penalties without their Deciſions. To this Pon- 
tiff he gave a Coadjutor, to take Care of Religion 
in all the reſt of the Kingdom; this was an Aſſiſtant 
to the Superintendant of Juſtice, to oblige him t 
adminiſter it according to the Alcoran, having 
Lieutenants in every Juriſdiction. He created a third 
Pontiff, to overſee the Affairs of Minors, Widows, 
Contracts, 1 and other Civil Matters; 
OP alſo Head of all the Schools of the Civil

H E created likewiſe a fourth, who is as it were 
the Official; and a Lord Almoner: which laſt has 
the Inſpection of the Prayers, Circumciſions and 
Burials within the Royal Palrce. Theſe five Pon- 
tiffs have the Privilege to aſſiſt the King in Coun- 
cil; but they are never at his Entertainments, be 
cauſe Wine is drank there. | 


HE Deputics to theſe Pantiffs habe like- 
wiſe other ſubordinate Officers in the- Provinces, 
who are, as it were, Deans ; theſe have alſo = 
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der them, ſeyeral who are like our Pariſh-Prieſts, 
Beſides theſe, 7/macleftabliſh'd in all the great Ci- 
ties Schools to teach Aſtronomy, Geometry, Phi- 
loſophy, Phyſick, and the Civil Law; ordering 
that in Philoſophy they ſhould follow Ariſtotle, 
and in Phyſick Avicenna. This is the Regulation 
he made, both in Religion, and in ſtudying the 
Sciences, which is ſtill follow'd throughout Perſia, 


© T-HIS done, he created fix Miniſters of State. 
The firſt, who is the Grand Vizier, or Etmadoulet, 
that is to ſay, the Support of the Regal. Power, is 

igh Chancellor, Superintendant of the Treaſury, 
and Preſident of the Council; he has the Inſpec- 
tion of Foreign Affairs, and thoſe of Trade. 


IHE Second called the Kortchis, Bachy, has 
the head Command of the Troops term'd, Korichis, 
which are to guard the Provinces 3 but when he 
8 to the Army, he is under the Command of the 
eneral. . . 
THE Third is the Koiler Agviſy, who com- 
mands a Body of Troops, compos'd only of Men 
_ - 9 8 The Fourth, called the Tee

nance, who has under him a Body of four Thouſand 
Men, commanded by four Colonels, richly dreſs'd, 
who keep guard at the King's Tent when he is in 
the Army, and on Days of Ceremony attend in the 
firſt Court of the Palace.

HE likewiſe created a Great Maſter of che 
Houſhold ; and a Great Aſtrologer, whoſe Pre- 
dictions are held as Oracles by this credulous Peo- 

le ; with a Firſt Phyſician, who preſcribes to the 

ing what Diet he muſt uſe. This is a fine and 
honourable.Employment, and gives great Credit 
to the Perſon who enjo ys it; but when the King 
dies, he muſt be bury'd with him, although he 
ſhould be in never ſo 20 Health. There is alſo 
2 Keeper of the Seals, which he always carries 
with him, faſtned to a gold Chain, inrich'd with 
cious Stones, which hangs over his Shoulders, 
his Officer has under him five Lieutenants, { 
whoſe Buſineſs it is to preſent all Petitions and 
Requeſts to the King, and deliver them back 
ſealld to the Petitioners. Beſides theſe, there is 
a Great Huntſman, a Maſter of the Horſe, a Great 
Maſter of the Wardrobe, a Paymaſter of his pri- 
vate Gifts and pious Legacies, a Paymaſter of 
his Houſhold, with divers other profitable and 
- honourable Employment, the Particulars whereof 
would be too long to recite. All theſe Officers 
have a Right to attend at the Royal Feſtivals.

BUT what is moſt worthy Admiration, and 
fit to be tranſmitted to future Ages, was, that he 
appointed conſiderable Salaries for all the Officers 
of Juſtice, which he 'order'd to be paid exactly; 
which done, he-pybliſh'd an Edict throughout the 
Kingdom, forbidding the Judges to take any Pre- 
ſents or Money from thoſe. who ſhoùld have any 
Cauſes to try before them, on Pain of Death; be- 
ing reſolv'd that Juſtice ſhould be adminiſtred gra- 
tis, and with Expedition 
"HAPPY Regulation, dictated by Juſtice 
itſelf! Twere to be wiſh'd that the ſame was put 
in Practice in Europe, where the Coſts of the Suit 
often amount to more than 4s gain'd by the Cauſe, 
and every Day ruin ſo many illuſtrious Families. 


+. WHEN he hadeftabliſh'd this Order in his Em- 
pire, and ſaw it ſo ſecured as never to be chang'd, 
he went to viſit his Frontiers, accompanied by the 
Prince of Ormus, who always was the Partner of 
his Labeurs, 1/mael never deciding any Affair of 
Conſequence, before that Prince had examin'd it, 
and given his Opinion thereupon. He had reapꝰd ſo 
much Benefit from his Council, that he at all Times 
obſerved this Maxim, and ſent to him for his Ad- 
vice, even when he was abſent in diſtant Provinces. 


BU T whilſt 1[/mael thus reduced the Empire of 


Perſia under his Command, and Prince. Toy ſo ef- 


fectually contributed to the Augmentation of his 
Glory, the Kingdom of Ormus, whereof Zaifadin, 
Tor's eldeſt Brother, was become Sovereign, by 
- their Father's Deceaſe, was in ſuch Trouble and 
Confuſion, that it was on the Brink of Ruin. Zai- 
fadin was left ſo young at his Father's Death, that 
not being able to govern that Monarchy, the Re- 
gency was entruſted to the Care of an old Eunuch 
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named Atar, who had been the late King's favou- 
fite Slave. Atar was an able, craſty, artful Po- 
litician, and very faithful to the Family of his So- 
vereign; but as his good Qualities were inter- 
mingled with à violent Ambition, and an excef- 
five Love of Riches, he had in educating Zaifſa 
din inſt ill'd into him ſuch an Effeminacy, and Love 
of Pleaſure, as intitely deprived him of that Care 
 Whicha Monarch ought to have for his Sùbjects: 
And this Love of Pleaſure growing up with his 
Years, Zaifadin had atrain'd to the Age to take 
the Reins of Government upon himſelf, without 
having any Inclination ſa to do. Aar poſſeſsd 
the ſupreme Authority, leaving only the Title of 
King to his Maſter, who for his part, loving Eaſe 
and Lyxury, and being contented with the Diver- 
fions, Entertainments, and Rejoicings that were 
procured for him every Day, never troubled his 
Head whether hitnſelf or Atar had the moſt Pow- 
er. Hereupon the Court of Ormus, following their 
Monarch's Steps and Example, diſplay'd nothing 
to the Eyes of Strangers, but one continued Scene 
of Profuſion, Luxury, and Debaucher . 


EVER Thing ſeem'd to contribute to this 
Depravity; the Opulence of the Country, the 
Magnificence of the Men, the Splendour of the 
Court, which was filld with a fhining Train of 
young Nobility, as voluptuous as their Prince, 
the Beauty of the Ladies, and the Number of 
Princeſſes of the Blood Royal, at the Head wllere- 
of was Axara, Runt to Zaifadin and Tor, and Mo- 
ther to Noradin, and a young Princeſs, whoſe 
Charms eclipsd the greateſt Beauties of the Court 
of Ormus : All this, 1 ſay, incited the Courtiers, 
who were loſt in Eaſe, to apply themſelves only to 
freſts Pleafures, when this criminal Slothfulneſs 
was diſturb'd by all the Horrors of Wa. 
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7 ONG-had che Pongs 3 into 
the iudies, where they had attack d ſeveral Eaſtern 
Princes, and gain'd great Adyantages by Sea, 
when a Tempeſt having driven the Fleet of Alpbon- 

fo Albuquerque, the Portuguese General, to the 
Mouth of the Per/ian Gulph, he took a Reſolu- 
tion to reduce the Kingdom of Or mus, under the 
Juriſdiction of Emanuel King of Portugal. And 
altho* he had very few Forces, he declared his 
Deſign'to the Officers of his Navy, and filled them 
with ſuch Hopes, by repreſenting to them the Opu- 
| lence of the Country, with the little Difficulty they 
would meet with in making the Conqueſt, the Peo- 
pe being — — inur'd to War, nor having any 

arning of their Arrival, that they were all of 
his Opinion. | | | 


H E ſet ſail then with a fait Wind, doubled the 
Cape of Siagra or Barulgut, and landed at Cala- 
a, à celebrated City of the Kingdom of Ormus. 
The Inhabitants being terrify'd at ſeeing ſuch a 
Fleet, ſent Deputies to the Portugueze General, to 
know what he demanded of them. To which Al- 
_ buquerque anſwer'd, that he only. deſir'd Refreſh- 
ments for his Navy, to eſtabliſn a firm Alliance 
with them, for the Benefit of Traffick, and to 
ſecure them from their Enemies, under the Banners 
of che great Emanuel, King of Portagal. 7 


THE Deputies being charm'd with the Ge- 
neral's Reception, and the Preſents he made them, 
return'd into the City, which they filled with Joy. 
The Governour an the Magiſtrates. fent 1mme- 

diately all forts of Refreſhments 'to Albuquerque, 
ſwore Alliance and Friendſhip to the King of Por- 
' #ugal, and made him magnificent Preſents at his 
Departure. Wan chence that General av 
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the Curiats, whom he attack'd and vanquiſh'ds 
plundering and 2 their City to intimidate the 
Reſt of the Coaſt. After this, he went to Maſea+ 
ta, a very ſtrong, rich, and well-peopled Town, 
provided with all Things neceſſary to make a good 
Defence. Albuquerque ſummon'd the Town, of- 
fering the ſame itions, as to thoſe of Calaja- 
ra; whereupon the Governour, who was a wiſe 
Man, - finding he could come off ſo cheap, would 
not expoſe ſo fine a City to be burnt or pillag'd, 
but contracted an Alliance with the Portugueze, af- 
ter ſuch a noble manner, and with ſuch a Candour, 
that Albuquerque was charm'd therewith ; for he 
ſent a Number of Oxen, Sheep, Rice, and Dates 
for the Refreſhment of the Navy, with confide- 
rable Preſents for the General. 


WHILST all theſe Things were carrying on 
board the Fleet, the Portugueze were taking in 
Water, imagining themſelves in Safety, But on 
a ſudden, the Face of Affairs waschang'd; for the 
Arabians, who had all their Commerce upon thoſe 
Coaſts, being apprehenſive of the Portugueze ſet- 
thng at Maſcata, arriy*d there, to the Num- 
ber of Two Thouſand, and entring the Town, in- 
cited the Inhabitants to take up Arms. Then they 
went on to the Governour, whom they reproached 
bitterly, for having by his Cowardice ſubmitted 
ſuch a conſiderable Place to Vagabonds, and Rob- 
bers, who would plunder it on the firſt Opportuni- 
* and make them all Slaves; adding that that 

ity being ſo near the Capital, he expos'd the 
whole Kingdom. Hereupon the Inhabitants join- 
ing the Arabians, fell upon the Portugueze, over- 
turn'd their Water - Caſks, and pour*d upon them a 
Shower of Arrows. The Governour having op- 
pos d them by all ſorts of Remonſtrances, to pre- 
vent the Ruin of ſuch a fine City, after having 

ie ee 13 call'd 
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- call'd Heaven to witneſs that *twas in ſpite of him 
They violated the Law of Nations, and the Alliance 
they had ſworn, finding all his Efforts were vain, did 
what lay in his Power to keep his own Oath. Where- 
fore he ran to the Places where the Porti guexe 
were, informing them of the Perfidy of the Citi: 
Zens, and adviſing them to eſcape as faſt as they 
could to their Veſſels. Scarce had they got to 
their Boats, when they ſaw the Arabians and In- 
habitants appear in Arms, who ſent whole Showers 
of Arrows after them, from all Sides. The Ge- 
neral being inrag'd at this Diſappointment, and 
the Treachery of the Citizens, vowU Revenge; 
and accordingly. next Morning, at Break of Day, 
having landed his beſt Troops, he led them on to 
force certain Works, which the Arabian had 
thrown up during the Night. The Portugueze be- 
ing arriv'd there, made a horrible Slaughter a- 
mongſt the Arabians and Inhabitants who defended 
them; upon which, all betook themſelves to 
Flight, to get into'the Town, into which the Por- . 
tugueze entring pell-mell with them, the Citizens 
would have made a Stand in the principal Places ; 
But the Arabians forſaking them, and making their 
Eſcape at the oppoſite Part of the Town, they 
follow'd them, inſomuch that the City remain!d 
in the Power of the Portuguene. Then Albuquerque 
having been inform'd that the Governour had been 
kilPd in this Inſurrection, being willing to ſhew 
his Eſteem to his Poſterity, placed Safe · Guards in 
his Palace, that he might preſerve his Effects for 
his Children, after which, he gave the Reſt of the 
City to be pillag'd, where his Army found an im- 
jen Booty, oe! „ 


A little Diſtance from the Town was a ſumptu- 
ous Moſque, where Albuquerque having imploy*d + 
Workmen to take down ſome great Marble Co- 
PRE.” 5s, e 
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jumns, which- ſupported the Edifice, the whole 
Structure fell in at once, and the Portugueze were 
ſuppos'd to be all cruſh'd to Death, but by extra- 
ordinary good Fortune not one of them was hurt. 


THE Court of Ormus having been inform'd 
of the Havock the Poriugzeze made every where, 
began to dread ſuch formidable Enemies. Atar 
had already written to the King of Perſia, and the 
Prince of Ormus to ingage him to ſend ſome Suc- - - 
cours to. his Tributary Zaifadin, but the Perſian 

Affairs were at that Time in ſuch great Confuſion, 
that *twas impoſſible for the Sophy to comply with 
his Deſires. Atar had alſo inform'd hun, that the 
Portugueze, after having plunder'd the City of 
Maſcata, had advanc'd as far as Sobar, whoſe In- 
habitants taking Warning by the Example of their 
Neighbours, had ſubmitred and ſworn Fidelity to 
them, He added, that the great and powerful 
City of Orfacan had been abandon'd by its Inhabi- 
tants at the Approach of the Portugueze, who had 
plunder'd it, and found immenſe -Riches therein, 
but would not burn it, becauſe they would pre- 
ſerve» the Royal Palace, which was one of the 
Wonders of the Eaſt. 


WHILST Aar was tranſmitting this Account 
to Perſia, the Portuguege arriv'd in Sight of Or- 
mus, which was their principal Aim, Hereupon 
this Eunuch drew together a Number of Troops, 
both Perſians, and Arabians, wherewith he arm'd 
Two Hundred Barks, - and Sixty Ships, Two of 
which were of an extraordinary Bigneſs, the one 
calPd the Prince, and the other the Mery, and in 
each of theſe Veſſels were a Thouſand Soldiers, be- 
ſides the Sailors. The Portugueze were much in- 
feriour in Number, bur infinitely ſuperiour in Bra- 
very and Experience, having beſides their formi- 
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dable Artillery, which open'd them a Paſlage to 
every City. | WP 


ATAR again ſent this News to the Sophy, to 
induce that potent Monarch to give him Aſſiſtance z 
but the ſame Reaſons ſtill ſubſiſting, he receiv'd 
no other Anſwer but fair Promiſes, which avail'd 
nothing, altho Prince Tor ask*d Permiſſion to go 
and aſſiſt the King his Brother. But the Soyhy be- 
ing afraid to part with him at a Time when he was 
ſo neceſſary to him, repreſented to him that his 
Throne being yet tottering, he had more need of 
him than ever, and conjur d him not to leave him; 

omiſing, that when he ſhould be perfectly ſer- 
led, he would either drive away the Portuguexe, or 
make an Alliance with them, which ſhould be e- 
qually advantageous to the King of Ormus and him- 
ſelf. To theſe Reaſons the Sophy added ſuch ob- 

liging Marks of his Friendſhip, that the Prince of 
Ormus, who always poſtponed his own private In- 
tereſt to his tender Affection for this Monarch, in- 
ſiſted no more upon it, but contented himſelf with 
ingaging him to give his Couſin Noradin Leave to 

„ who had been brought up as well as he, at 
the Perſian Court, but after a very different Man- 
ner. Accordingly he had none of thoſe great

Prince of Ormus; and if he ſhow'd any Signs of 
Virtue, *twas only in the great Affection he had for 
that Prince.

AS Noradin was twelve Years old, when he 
was carried into Perſia, he was eaſily remembered 
by Aar, and the Reft of the Nobility, as well as 
by his whole Family.

Aunt to the King and the Prince 3 was 
infinitely overjoy*d on ſeeing him again; 
Milla 10 Sifter, who was born during his 'Ab- 
ſence, having been preſented to him, Noradin was 
ſo much ſurpriz'd at her Beauty, that as he was 
not ſuſceptible' of ſoft and render Paſſions, he 
- thank'd ven for his being Brother to that 
Princeſs, as it enabled him to d himſelf againſt 
the Force of her Charms. When he had examinꝰ'd 
the State of the Government of the Kingdom of 
Ormus, cwas eaſy for him to perceive that Zaifai- 
din was only the Shadow of a King, being intent 
wholly on his Pleaſures; and that altho' he had 
Wit, he only ö it in Voluptuouſneſs, or 
to ſpeak more properly, in a continual and dread- 
ful Debauchery, wherein the Eunuch Atar took 
Care to incourage him, by ſupplying him every 
Day with new Objects, whereon to ſatisfy his in- 
ordinate Deſires, that he might reſerve the whole 
Authority to himſelf. This Miniſter had Ambi- 
tion enough, but it did not extend to make him- 
felf King; onthe contrary, he preſerv'd the Em- 
pire very faithfully for Zaifadin, only deſiring to 
fecure an abſolute Power, and the Government of 
all Things to himſelf during Life, that he might 
heap up Riches upon Riches. , N | 


 HEREUPON Noradin deplored the Condi- 
tion of the Court of Ormus, which he faw immerꝰ d 
in Pride, Vanity, Slothfulneſs, and Luxury. The 
Princes and Nobles following their Monarch's Ex- 
ample, all Sciences, Arts, and Virtues were de- 
ſpis'd, and the whole Empire was overfpread with

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Vice; inſomuch that he judged that this fine King- 
dom was going to fall a Prey to the Portugueze,

| NORADIN did not fail giving Tor Notice 
of the deplorable State wherein he had found the 
Court, and the whole Kingdom, with the Danger 
it was in, being attack'd by the Portugueze,” whoſe 
Name alone ſtruck a Terrour into the moſt aſſur'd; 
theſe Enemies being ſo much the more to be fear'd, 
as Negligence and Voluptuouſneſs had render'd 
the Men they were to cope with effeminate and 
void of Courage. Upon this, the Prince of Or- 
mus ſhew'd his Diſpatches to the Sopby; but could 
make no Impreſſion on that Prince's Mind. 


IN the mean while, Noradin made his Court ex- 
actly to Zaifadin, and old Atar; and whilſt this 
Miniſter was making Preparations to oppoſe the 
Portugueze, finding himſelf at Liberty with this 
young Monarch, he never miſs'd any Opportunity 
that offer d to repreſent to him artfully, the Irre- 
gularity of his Conduct. Accordingly one Day 
when he was walking with him in his Gardens, 
Zaifadin having aſk'd him after what Manner 
they diverted themſelves in Perfa, and whether 
Iſmael was not ſuſceptible of Pleaſures? Yes, 
my Lord, reply'd Noradin, that great Monarch 
frequently gives ſumptuous Entertainments to his 
whole Court, whereimhe diſplays his Magnificence 
and Generoſity. But theſe a and

wherein. all the Courtiers-ſhow their Strength and 
Dexterity, by forming Companies to diſpute the 
Prizes. with each other, which are beſtow'd by the 
King upon the Victors. This Prince likewiſe 
appoints Hunting-Matches,which he often honours 
with his Preſence, and wherein the Ladies alſo 
participate; theſe all have a Reſemblance of War, 
and keep up the heroick Ardour of the Nobility. 
Neither does this great King hardly ever appearat 
any of theſe Amuſements,” till he has firſt ſpent 
three Parts of the Day with his Miniſters ; nor 
does he value any Pleaſures -any farther than 5 
may be ſerviceable to promote his Glory or Ad- 
vantage. er . * 1 
HIS firſt Employment is, to know the State 
of his Troops, and whether the Commanders take 
care to exerciſe them, never pardoning any Neglect 
on that Head; beſides this, he gives Orders that the 
Funds deſtin'd for the Payment of his Forces, be 
not converted to any other” Uſe. He likewiſe pa- 
tronizes all Arts and Sciences, no body in his Court 
attaining to any Dignity but by Merit. He never 
imploys in the (Pao. of his Affairs any but 
who are capable and diſintereſted; he promotes 
Commerce, and is infinitely careful to incourage 
Traders; he even condeſcends to inſpect the Me- 
chanicks, and gratifies with Rewards, thoſe who 
diſtinguiſh themſelves therein. His indefatigable 
Application to Buſineſs, has gain'd him the uni- 
verſal Love of the Soldiers, the Nobility, and the 
People; his Empire. proſpers, he is a great Cap- 
tain, dreaded and rever'd by his Neighbours ; 
the Emulation which reigns amongſt his Troops, 
renders them invincible Warriours; the Schools, 
and his Care of the Sciences, furniſh him with Per- 
ſons capable of the moſt important cos * 
I - . 5 rac 
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2 flouriſhes in his Dominions, and fills them 
with Plenty; all Arts are protected and incou- 

raged there, which ſupplies him with Men who 

enn accompliſh the moſt difficult Undertakings ; 

his People load him with Bleſſings, and call him 

their Father, whilſt he looks upon them as his 


THIS, my Lord, continued Noradin, is the 
State of the Perſian Court and Empire, whoſe 
Happineſs is as much to be envied, as it is the 
Admiration of the whole Earth. Zaifadin, who 
was a Man of Wit, eaſily perceiv'd that this Ac- 
count, to which he had liſten'd with ſo much At- 
tention, was only a Leſſon which had been read 
him upon what paſs'd in his Kingdom, and his 
own Conduct. Wherefore he return'd Noradin 
Thanks, and told him that his Diſcourſe had open'd 
his Eyes, as to many Things which related to the 
Grandeur of his Dominions, to which he would 
apply himſelf diligently for the future: a noble 
Reſolution, had it taken Effect, but he was hur- 
ry'd away by Pleaſures, and perſever'd till his 
Death, in Vice and Luxury. 

DURING theſe Tranſactions, Albuquerque, 
who was arriv'd before Ormus, ſeeing the Prepara- 
tions Atar had made for his Defence, bent all his 
Thoughts on the Means to attack it effectually 
and to ſhow how much he was aſſur'd of Conqueſt, 
he difplay'd his Flags and Enſigns, and caſt An- 
chor directly under the two large Veſſels before- 
mention*d, which ſeem'd like two floating Citadels. 
Wherefore he ſaluted the Port according to the 
Cuſtom of that Country, and in vain expected 
them to return his Salute. Being exaſperated at 
this Contempt, he ſent Word to Zaifadin, and his

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ſter, had ſent him into thoſe Seas, to enter into 
an Alliance, and Friendſhip with him, to treat

THIS Laconick Declaration put Atar to a 
Nonplus ;, wherefore to elude a direct Reply, he 
had Recourſe to mild and ambiguous Expreſſions, 
giving him Hopes that they would comply with 
_ EmanuePs Deſires, but that the King muſt know 
the Sentiments of his Council thereupon, which he 
would affemble that Day for that Purpoſe, and 
that the next Morning he ſhould have a politive 
Anfwer; at the ſame time he ſent Refreſhments 
to the Fleet, and Preſents to the General.

* PRINCE Tor being eharm'd with this Over 
ture, anſwer'd, that there was a certain Way 

to ſatisfy him, and run no Hazard, which was, 

to give him Credentials to go as Embaſſador to 

the Court of Ormus, on Pretence of demanding 

the Tribute which that King ow'd to the Crown 
B of Perſia ; and that he would manage Matters ſo 

\ well, that he would bring him an exact Account 
| what Advantage he might reap from this Alliance. 

He likewiſe deſir'd he might have as his Se- 

cond one of his Miniſters, a Man of Merit and 
Probity, nam'd Abulumbeycham. Iſinael aſſured & 
the Prince of Ormus how agreeable this Propo- , 
fal was to him in Terms full of Gratitude and 
Friendſhip, and immediately iſſued Orders for 
preparing him a ſumptuous Equtipage. ' As Expe- — 
dition was one of Iſmael's Qualities, every thing | 

was ſoon in Readineſs, and TJ having aſſum'd 

the Name of one of the greateſt Lords in Per ia, 
ſet out with Abulumbeycham, attended by a Retinue 

more ſuitable to his real Quality, than that of an 
Embaſſador: He arriw'd chen at Ormus, whilſt 

they were working at the Fort, which thro? Atar's 

Care went on very ſlowly. * 8 
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THIS old Eunuch being inform'd of the Ar- 
rival of theſe: Embaſſadors, whoſe ſecret Deſign 
was entirely unknown to him, was alarm'd at the 
Motive which brought them, not doubting but 
they came to demand the Tribute. Zaifadin, who 
was wholly govern'd by him, had the ſame Ap- 
prehenſion; wherefore to ſhake off this Yoke, 
they had recourſe to Abuguerque, and gave hi 
to underſtand, that the Kingdom of Ormus being 
become tributary to the King of Portugal, ought 
not to be ſo to any other Potentate. Hereupon 
the Portugueze General incouraged them, bid 
them firſt give Audience to the Per ian Embaſh- 
dors, and then he would take Care to return them 


IN the mean while Tor was no ſooner arriv'd, 
but he ſent ſecretly for Noradin, who was infinitely 
ſurpriz d at ſeeing the Prince. After the firſ 
Tranſports of a mutual Joy, the Prince of Ormus 
enjoin'd Noradin not-to diſcover him to any one 
 wharſoever ; after which he acquainted him with 
the real Motive of his Diſguiſe, and his aſſuming 
the Quality of an Embaſſador only, in a Court 
whereof he might one Day be Maſter. Then No- 
radin inform'd him of all he defir'd. to know, both 
in relation to the Poriuguene, and the State of the 
Kingdom; and *twas by theſe Inſtructions that Tor 
regulated his Conduct. Noradis likewiſe told him, 
that the Portugucze General had taken upon him- 
ſelf to anſwer the King of Perfia's Demand, and 

therefore he might expect that his Reply would be

WHEN the Embaſſadors enter*d the Audj- 
_ ence Chamber, Zaifadin was ſeated on his Throne, 
with Atar on his right Hand, and thirty Princes 
of the Blood ; having on his left Albuquerque with 
the principal Officers of his Navy, and an infinite 
Number of Noblemen in magnificent Habits, 
The Prince of Ormus, who did not fear being 
known, having been ſent from that Court, when 
he was in his Cradle, advanced with ſuch an un- 


common Grace, and carry'd ſuch extra 


Marks of Grandeur in his Perſon, that Za bots | 
was ſurpriz'd thereat, and felt within himſe 
Emotion, for which he could not account. The 


whole Aſſembly beheld him with Admiration, and 


the Poriugueze General, through the Effect of that 
Sympathy, which unites the Souls of Great Men, 
even tho? they are Enemies, could not avoid con- 


Feiving an Eſteem and Reſpect for him, 


HEREUPON Tor, finding th 
him' Attention, began his fading hey Aal

Tribute, to thoſe who dare attack bis Friends and 
Allies. Hereupon, the Prince of Ormus, who had 
expected ſomething of this Nature, advanced to- 
wards the Table with Abulumbeycham, and looking 
upon Albuquerque, with an Air of Majeſty, but 
without ſeeming to be either piqu'd or incenſed 
at this Raillery: We receive it with Joy, reply'd 
he, as coming from a great King, for whom the 
Perſian Monarch has a particular Eſteem, and with 
whom be deſires to enter into an Alliance, and make 
a fincere and durable Peace; and we proteſt in bis 
Name, that of all the Preſents which Emanuel 


rauld offer the Sophy, this alone is worthy of his Cou- 
rage and ae e | 


IF Prince Tor had ſurpriz d the Aſſembly, by 
the Charms of his Perſon, and his Eloquence; he 
aſtoniſh'd them yet more by this Action, which 


had in it ſomething ſo heroick, that altho' the 


Court of Ormus ſeem'd rather compos'd of 
Women than Men, it reviv'd in their Souls, that 
Virtue which was almoſt extinct, and caus'd a 


Murmur of Admiration, which laſted long enough 


to give Albuquerque Time to recover from his 
Amazement, I am very ſenſible, cry*d he, of the 
Courage and Wiſdom of the Monarch; whom. 


- repreſent with' ſo much Majeſty, and the King of 


Portugal, my Maſter, will always court the Alli- 
ance and Friendſhip of that great Prince, with Care ;

and think it an Honour, to teſtify: to bis Embaſſadorss 
the Eſteem wherewith they bave inſpir d me. Here- 


upon Zaifadin, who dreaded the Sophy yet more 


than the Portugueze, being charm'd that Things 


had taken this Tarn, join'd in the Converſation, - 


and gave a gracious Reception to che Embaſſa- 
dors, eſpecially Prince Tor, for whom he found in 
himſelf a very ſtrong Inclination. Aar, the crafty 
Altar alone, endeavour'd to dive into the Myſtery 
which induced the Perſians to act contrary. to their 
ordinary Politicks and Maxims ; but not being 
able to penetrate into it, he reſoly*dto wait till Time 
ſhould expound the Ri ddle, and all paſs'd over in 
Joy, and the Hopes of ſeeing Peace eſtabliſh'd at 
a time when they were ſo apprehenſive of War. 


THE Embaſſadors being withdrawn, eve 


one ſpoke differently of what had paſs'd ; but all 
agreed in publiſhing the Praiſes of the Head of the 
Embaſſy; and Albuquerque, who neglected no Op- 


tunity of augmenting his Maſter's Glory and 
deputation, gave a magnificent Entertainment to 
the Embaſſadors on board his Ship, receiving them 


with a general Salvo of all the Cannon and ſmall 


Arms in his Navy; and each time they drank a 
Health to their Kings, the Cannon redoubled their 
Diſcharges. Hereupon the Prince of Qrmus, 
whoſe mathematical Genius prampted him to 
know every Thing, viſited the Veſſels, and ad- 


mir*d both the Ship- Guns, and thoſe deſign'd for the 
Batteries; upon which Albuquerque who was ina 


kind of Extaſy at the Wit and Knowledge of that 
Prince, caus'd Draughts of them to be made for 
him, and even preſented him with Models, to 
ſhew the Sophy. But Tor gave him to underſtand 
that hjs-Curioſity did not ſtop there, and deſir'd a 
private Interview with him; which Albuquerque 
immediately granted, and having appointed the

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next Night, they parted very well ſatisfy'd with 


each other. At the Embaſſador's Departure, 

Albuquerque gave them ſeveral Salvo's of Cannon 
and ſmall Arms, and caugd them to be attendeed 
by a great Number of Officers, even to their own 


THAT fame Day, Tor going to make a 
Viſit to Prince Noradin, as being of the Blood 
Royal, as ſoon as they were at Liberty to con- 
verſe freely, Noradin told the Prince, that he was 
the whole Talk of the Court of Ormus, and that 
the King himſelf never ceas'd ſpeaking of him; 
upon which he took Qccaſion to aſk him, if he 
would not diſcover himſelf to that Monarch. To 
this, the Prince anſwer'd, that it was not yet a 
7 time, but that he could wiſh to ſee the 

rinceſs his Aunt, with the Reſt of his Family, 
without w_ known for any other, than an Em- 
baſſador. Hereupon Noradin took him inſtantly 
by the Hand, and conducted him to the Apart- 
ment of the Princeſs Axara his Mother, whom he 
found ſurrounded by all the Princeſſes of the Blood 
Royal, and a numerous Retinue of Ladies magnifi- 
cently dreſgd. Noradin having given Notice that 
the pretended Perſian Embaſſador was coming, he 
enter'd, and made a Compliment, in the Sophy's 
Name, to the Princeſs Axara, with ſuch a Grace, 
and in ſuch polite Terms, that all the fair Aſſem- 
bly was charm'd therewith ; and as the Prince of 
Ormus had a diftinguiſh'd Air, that never fail'd 
creating Admiration, there was not one of taoſe 
Ladies, but was inſpir'd with Sentiments ſuitable 
to his Merit. After Noradin had preſented him to 
all the Princeſſes, by their Names, he took Milla 
by the Hand, and making her advance ſome Ste 
towards the Prince, gave him to underſtand ſhe 
was his Siſter; whereupon Tor ſaluted her, with 
** pro- 


profound Reſpect, but was ſo much ſurpriz'd at her 
exquiſite Beauty,that he could not utter one Word, 


THIS young Princeſs, who was juſt upon en- 
tring her ſeventeenth Year, was tall and finely. 
ſhap'd, with a very majeſtick Air. Her Features 
were regular and delicate; her Eyes which were 


large, black, piercing, and full of Fire, gave. 


irreſiſtable Wounds to every Heart; her Hair, 
which was of the Colour of Jet, and hung in natural 
Ringlets, down an ivory Neck and riſing Breaſts, 
wherein the Loves ſeem?*d to wanton, render'd her 
the moſt accompliſh'd Lady in the Univerſe. Her 
Mind however was not entirely anſwerable to the 
Perfections of her Body; for altho* ſhe had a 
great and noble Soul, full of Magnanimity, theſe 

e Qualities were ſu}ly'd by an intolerable Va- 


nity, and an Ambition that knew no Bounds, As 


ſhe was ſenſible ſhe was ſuperiour to all others 
her Charms, ſhe wiſh'd to be fo likewiſe by her 
Rank; and that to which ſhe was born, as exal- 
ted as it was, not ſatisfying her Pride, ſhe aſpir'd 
only to the royal Dignity : and this Idea yas ſo 
ſtrongly imprinted in her Heart, that ſhe was ca- 
— of attempting, and undertaking any Thing 
o attain it. | | 


BUT as her Youth did not put it in her 
Power to diſcover this her Ambition, and that at 
firſt one only ſawin her all thoſe Perfections, which 
were capable of charming, it was impoſſible to 
eſcape her Chains, The Prince of Ormus had ne- 
ver been ſenſible of Love; Glory alone had till 
then taken up all his Thoughts, and imagining 
that ſoft Paſſion more likely to enervate the Cou- 
rage than to raiſe it, he had view d the Perſian 
Ladies, only with Gallantry, without departing 
from his Indifference. But the Princeſs Milla * 
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him perfectly ſenſible that Heroes and Shepherds 


are equally | ſubject” to that Weakneſs, when the 
fatal Moment is come. His Silence diſcover'd to 
Noradin part of what paſs'd in his Soul; for the 
Prince having caſt his Eyes upon him, as if to 
ſtrive to recover himſelf from his Confuſion, and ſee- 


ing him ſmile, it the more increas'd his Perplex- 


ity. However, making an Effort upon himſelf, he 


extolPd her Charms inſuch:a Manner, as might 


have fatisfy*d her Vanity, if it had lain that Way. 


BUT this diſdainful Princeſs, who, notwithſtand- 
ing the ſecret Sentiments wherewith the Embaſ- 
ſador had inſpir'd her, was reſolv'd to entertain 
only Kings as her Adorers, receiv'd his Praiſes 
with ſuch an Air of Indifference, as ſhow'd the 


Prince of Ormus that her Heart would not be 


- ealily moved. 


NEVER T HE LESS' ſhe diſcover'd! fo 
much Wit in the Courſe of this Converſation, 
that ſhe gain'd an abſolute Conqueſt over him be- 
fore he parted; and as he could never have been 
weary of ſeeing and hearing her, he did not per- 
ceive that he had made too long a Viſit for an Em- 
baſſador; but Noradin having taken an Oppor- 


tunity to apprize him of it, he took his leave, 


and retir'd the moſt amorous of Men. The whole 
Company had obſerv'd the Effects of young 
Milla*s Beauty; but the Reſpect they o d to her 
Mother Axara, had prevented their making pub- 
lick this Diſcovery. Whilſt the Court was wholly 
imploy'd in talking of the Embaſſador, the Mo- 
ther of Noradin and Milla, carry d her Ideas much 
farther: As this Princeſs was Siſter to the Mother of 
Tor and Zaifadin, ſhe had retain'd too tender a 
Remembrance of the Queen her Siſter, whom

As for the Prince of Ormus, he had no ſooner re- 
tir'd to his Palace, but calling to Mind the Charms of

HEREUPON the Prince of Ormus again 
embraced Noradin, and begg'd him to. procure 
him another Interview with the Princeſs Axara his 
Mother; confeſſing that he found he. could na 
longer live contented, when abſent from the 
charming Milla, Whilſt Tor and Noradin were 
thus engag'd in this Converſation, the ambitious 
Milla herſelf did not enjoy much more Tranquil- 
lity 3. and when ſhe found herſelf at liberty ta 
ive a looſe to her Toon, ſhe retird to her 
Cloſer, being only follow'd by one of her Wo- 
men, nam'd Saine, in whom ſhe repos'd an entire 
Confidence.

It muſt be confeſs d, Madam, ſaid ſhe, that if all 
the Perſians are made like their Embaſſador, they 

muſt be the handſomeſt Nation in the Univerſe ; 
and if in aſcending from Rank to Rank, they in- 
creaſe in Merit proportionably to their Quality, the 
Sophy muſt be the moſt accompliſh'd Monarch 
upon Earth. This Reflexion ſeem'd fo pleaſant to 
the Princeſs, that it reſtor'd her in ſome meaſure 
to her Tranquillity: Wherefore, it were to be 
wiſh'd, anſwer'd ſhe ſmiling, that none but Kings 
were indued with ſuch Perfections.

went directly to the Apartment of his Siſter. As 
ſhe had bur juſt finiſh'd her Diſcourſe with Saine, 
*twas impoſſible for her to avoid bluſhing on ſee- 


ing Noradin, who pretended not to take notice of 


it, and ask'd her with ſo much Earneſtneſs her 
Opinion of the Perſian Embaſſador, that to the 
End ſhe might not diſcover her real Sentiments by 
an affected Reſervedneſs, ſhe extoll'd his Merit in 
the ſtrongeſt Terms imaginable, and concluded 
with faying, that the Sophy was the happieſt Mo- 
narch upon Earth, in having ſuch Subjects to com- 


NORADIN being willing to penetrate far- 
ther into her Heart, told her that the Sophy had 


ſo great Eſteem and Friendſhip for this Nobleman, 


that he deſignꝰd him a Princeſs of his Blood. Un- 
doubtedly, replied ſhe, diſcovering ſome Emo- 
tion in her Countenance, the Princeſſes of Perſia 


ate not born to wear Crowns. They who are of 


this Embaſſador's Rank, anſwer' d Noradin, are 
within one ſtep of aſcending the Throne, and 


are hardly inferiour to crown*d Heads. No mat- 


ter, cry d ſhe, interrupting him, his Head is not 
ſo. Which Anſwer, together with the paſſionate 
Geſture where with ſhe accompanied it, unawares 
to herſelf, made her Brother ſenſible, that Love 
had only Pride to contend with in her Heart; and 


he eaſily perſuaded himſelf, that as ſoon as ſhe 
RN * ſhould - 
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ſhould know the Embaſſador to be the Prince of 
Ormus; ſhe would make no Difficulty of ſpeaking 
plainly. But he was greatly miſtaken ; for this 
ambitious Princeſs, finding to her Torment that 
ſhe had conceiv'd a violent Paſſion for a Man 
whom ſhe thought vaſtly her Inferiour, fortified 
herſelf in a Thought to die rather than to give 
her Hand to a Subject, let him be of any Rank 
whatſoever : and as ſhe did not imagine that the 
Embaſſador was any other than a Perſian Noble- 
man, ſhe in no wiſe oppoſed a Reſolution whereby 
ſhe believ'd ſhe might extinguiſh the Flame whic 
began to conſume her, 11 £2 


NEXT Morning Noradin went to give the 
Prince an Account of all that had paſſed be- 
tween. his Mother, his Siſter, and himſelf ;. and 
prepared him for a ſecond Viſit. Hereupon Tor, 
reſolving to juſtify all that his Couſin had ſaid, 
ut on a very rich Habit, and went to Axard's . 

alace with Noragdin, being follow'd by a numc- 
rous Train of 2 with magnificent 
Preſents for the Princeſs Axara, and the charming 
Milla, which he deſign'd te offer them in the 
Name of the Prince of Ormus, On the other 
hand, Milla, having been appriz'd of this Inter- 
view by her Mother, ſpar'd no Pains to ſet off 
her natural Charms; and altho? ſhe alledg'd, as a 
Pretence for theſe new Ornaments, that it was with 


* Deſign to do the more Honour to her Mother, 


ſhe was very ſenſible in her Heart that it proceedec: 


from her growing Paſſion; and accordingly ſhe 
appear'd before Axara with more Beauty and 


more Splendour than ever. 


' THE Princes arrived ſoon FEY and the pre-. 
tended Embaſſador having accoſted Axara with 


ul 
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in the Name of the Prince of Ormus of his Love 
and Affection, begging her to receive a flender 
Feſtimony thereof, in the Preſents which he. came 
to offer her in that Prince*s behalf, as well as to 
the beauteous Milla his Couſin. Then addreſſir 
himſelf to the haughty Charmer, he ſuited his 
Words in ſuch a manner, that in repreſenting 
to her how great the Prince's Admiration would 
be at the Recital of her Charms, he gave her a 
lively and delicate Deſcription of the Exceſs of 
his own Paſſion, 1 | inet 
MILLA had too much Penetration not to 
underſtand him; however, ſhe only anſwer'd all 
his Praiſes with Modeſty, and expreſs'd a great 
Defire of ſeeing and knowing a Prince of whom 
Fame ſpoke ſo very advantageouſly. Hereupon 
For, not expecting to hear himſelf praiſed to his 
Face, cou'd not avoid being at a ſtand for a mo- 
ment; and altho* he recover'd himſelf pretty

haps is the very Cauſe that has produced that 
Friendſhip which is between us; but from what- 
ever Motive it proceeds, added he, I can aſſure 

du, Madam, that I am devoted to him for the 


1 believe it, yr the Princeſs, yet more 
ſtrongly convinced of what ſnhe thought, ) where- 
fore I will venture to beg you, as being his ſincere 
and true Friend, to give him this Ring in my 
Name. This ſaid, ſhe pulPd a rich Diamond o 
her Finger, and took him by the right Hand, to 
put it on herſelf ; but ſcarcely had ſhe ſer Eyes 
upon this Hand, but perceiving a Mark which ſhe: 
had made. thereon at his Birth, by the Conſent of 
the Queen his Mother, with the Juice of an Herb 
very common in that Country, ſhe gave a joyful 


Cry, which ſurpriz'd both the Princes and her 


Daughter; aud ſtretching out her Arms to Tor, 
How cruel are you, ſaid ſhe, imbracing him, and 
ſhedding ſome Tears, to conceal yourſelf from a Prin- 
ceſs, whom you ought to regard as your Mother ! 
Diſſemble no longer, Prince, continued ſhe, neither 
deprive me any more of the Pleaſure of hearing you 
own that you are the Prince of Ormus. Tor, finding 
by this Action of Axara, that ſomething had contri-- 
buted to his Diſcovery, was fallen at her Feet, and 
receiv'd her Careſſes in this Poſture, kiſſing her 
Hands at the ſame Time withgreat Tenderneſs. Yes, 
Madam, ſaid he to her, at laſt you do ſee the Prince 
of Ormus, who is full _ Zeal and Reſpect for your 
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and begs you to pardon a Myſtery, which Reaſon® 
of State 'render*d' neceflary, and which. ought to 
have prevented Prince Noradin's betraying me. 


NORADI N being as much ſurpriz'd as Tor,

- AFTER chi Aſfurance, Nbradis and Milla 


advancing to take Part in Axara's Joy, Tor ſalu- 


ted that Princeſs with that Liberty to which he 


was intitled by the Nearneſs of Blood. Scarce 
could ſne recover from her Aſtoniſnment; and 
there then paſs d ſeveral things in her Heart, which 
would have very much fatisfy*d the amorous 
Prince, had he but been able to have diſcover'd 


them. But ſhe knew ſo well how to conſtrain her- 


ſelf, that ſhe only ſhow'd him that Tenderneſs 
and Eſteem, which ſhe could not refuſe to the 


Tyes of Blood, and his own peculiar Merit. 


| BUT her Mother Axara,who. eſteem'd the Al- 
liance of Prince Tor as a Glory to her Family, and 


who had not been leſs diſcerning than her Court, 


aſſured this dear Nephew, in general Terms, but 
ſuch as were ſignificant enough for him to appre- 


hend her Meaning, that there was nothing which 


ſhe would not do to teſtify her Affection to him; 
and that if it lay in her power to unite him to her 
. Family 
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Famlly by ſtronger Tyes than thoſe of Blood, ſhe 
would compleat his Happineſs. The Prince fell at 
her Feet a ſecond time, to thank her for this Pro- 
miſe, which ſeem'd the moſt favourable imaginable 
to the darling Secret of his Heart: after which, riſing 
upagain, and addreſſing himſelf to Milla; Youhear, 
charming Princeſs, ſaid he, the Conſent your II- 
luſtrious Mother gives to the Sentiments wherewith 
you have inſpired me; they are too pure and too 
noble to be buried in Silence; vouchſafe to grant 
them alſo your Approbation, and render me there- 


by the happieſt of Men, ſince you have already 
made me the moſt amorous. * n 


NM Lord, anſwer'd this Princeſs, with an Air 
wherein Pride and Modeſty ſtrove for the Maſte- 
ry, I am intirely ignorant of my Mother's Inten- 
tions, to which all always ſubmit ; but I think 


my Heart ought not to be the Prize of a firſt De- 
claration. 


THESE few Words made the Prince feel the 
whole Weight of his Chain; wherefore, I under- 
ſtand you, Madam, faid he, looking on her with 
Eyes wherein Love and Sorrow were painted to the 
Life; the Prince of Ormus has flatter*dhimfelf too 
much upon the Prerogatives of his Birth; but 

Time and Conſtancy perhaps will acquire him, 
what his Rank cannot make him deſerve : and that 

- Inſtant rejoining Axara, who was talking with her 
Son, to give him more Liberty, he begg'd her to 
continue her Goodneſs to him, and took his Leave 
of her. Hereupon this Princefs, diſcovering by 
his Looks that he was diſſatisfy'd in his Mind, and 
miſtruſting that her Daughter's Diſdain might be 
the Cauſe, reiterated her Promiſes to him, and 
after imbracing him tenderly, let him depart, in 
Company with her Son, to whom he related after 
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what Manner his Siſter had receiv'd the Marks of 
his Love, with the little Hopes he had of ever ha- 
ving his Paſſion favourably return'd. In ſaying 
this, he ſhew'd ſo much Deſpair, that Noradin 
being ſenſibly affected with the Condition wherein 
he ſaw him, promis'd to conquer this haughty 
Maid, ſince he could aſſure him that her Heart 
was not prepoſleis'd in Favour of any one; and be- 
ſides, that ſhe. muſt be oblig'd to ſubmit to what- 
ever Laws her Family wou'd be pleas'd to impoſe 
on her. The Prince of Ormus, not being willing 
to be oblig'd to any one but Milla herſelf for her 
Hand and Heart, begg'd him not to make uſe of 
any ſuch Authority, but only to manage Matters 
ſd as he miglitnot be hated, Hereupon, Noradin 
ꝓromis d him whatever he required, being fully 
reſoly d to hazard all to make him happy, and 
left him a little more compos'd than when he 
brought him. 1 1 


IN the mean while, the Prince's Love did not 
prevent his thinking of the principal End of his 
baſſy; wherefore he impatiently expected the 
Hour of his Rendez-vous with Albuquerque: Which 
no ſooner came, but he vent to the Place ap- 
pointed, where the Por/ugueze General met him in 
a few Moments, and they conferr'd with a great 
deal of Openneſs about an Alliance between the 
Kings of Perſia and Porlugal. Hereupon Tor de- 
clar d to Albuquerque, that he muſt not expect that 
the Sap would permit his People to build any Ci- 
tadel or Fort in his Dominions; but that he might 
be aſſured, that all Portugueze Merchants ſhould 
have a diſtinguiſn'd Protection both by Sea and = 
Land, and that Orders ſhould be iſſued to all Go- 
vernors of Towns and Provinces, to treat them as 
a Nation belov'd and favour'd by the Perſian Mo- 
narch. He added, that in Return for theſe Ad- 
SHINS, 5 vantages, 
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vantages, he only demanded Cannon and Muſ- 
que ts, with the other Arms whereof the Portugueze 
made uſe; for which they ſhould be paid at Diſcre- 
tion, either in Money or Exchange: Beſides 
which, the Soy deſir'd of the King of Portugal, a 
Number of Gunners to play the Artillery, and 
Workmen to caſt them in Perſia, with an Officer 
to command them. | | 


| THESE Propoſals ſeem'd too advantageous 
to Albuquerque for him to refuſe them, wherefore 
he immediately granted the Prince all he required 


and they drew up the rough Draught of an Al- 


liance between them conformable thereto, which 
they tranſmitted to their Kings, that they might 
ſend them ſufficient Powers to ſwear it in their 
Names, and put it in Execution. Atar, as ſubtle 
as he was, diſcover'd nothing of this Negotiation 3 
and it was kept ſo ſecret, that nobody had any 
Information thereof, till in the End the Treaty 
was made publick. When the Prince was return 

to his Palace, Abalumbeycham preſented to him a 
Courier from the Sopby, with Letters of that Mo- 
narch's, preſſing him to haſten his Departure from 
Ormus. This made him reſolve to demand next 
Day a ſecret Audience of Zaifadin, by the means 
of Noradin,” which that King at firſt ſcrupled, 
fearing to'do any thing without Atar. However, 
Noradin encourag'd him, and told him ſo often 
that he would have Reaſon to be ſatisfy*d with this 
Interview, that he conſented, and appointed that

- wadin conducting Tor thro? the Palace Gardens, 
carry'd him up the Back Stairs, and introduced 
him into the King's Cloſet, where they found him

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BEING enter'd, the Prince of Ormus advan- 
ced, and falling on his Knees ; My Lord, ſaid he, 
know Prince Tor in the Perfon of the Perſian Em- 
baſſador, and do not diſdain to ſhew ſome Friend- 
ſhip for a Brother, who has never ceag'd being de- 
voted to your Majeſty with the ſtrongeſt Senti- 
ments of Tenderneſs, and the moſt profound Re. 
ſpect. Hereupon Zaifadin having had Time to 
recover himſelf from the Surprize into which the 
Prince's Action had thrown him, rais'd him up 
haſtily, and imbracing him with Tranſport z me 
Heart, reply*d he, by a ſecret Impulſe, had al- 
ready made me ſenſible that you ought to be infi- 
nitely dear to me, and I felt too much Emotion at 
the firſt Sight of you, to queſtion the Truth of 
your Words one Moment : but as it is likewiſe 
to convince my Eyes, ſuffer me to give my - 
ſelt that Satisfaction, by ſeeing a Mark which t 

Queen my Mother aſſured me you had on your 
Hand, and whereby I might cafily know you a- 
gain after ſuch a long Abſence. Tor having im- 
mediately ſhown him what he defir'd to ſee, Zai- 
fadin redoubled his Careſſes, and earneſtly inquir d 
| what Reaſons had oblig*d him to keep hiiſelf con- 
ceal'd ſo long. The —— of Ormus having had 
an expreſs Order from the Sophy not to declare to 
him the real Motive of his Embaſſy, anſwer'd 
Zaifadin, that being infinitely deſirous of having 
an Inſight himſelf into the State of Affairs in the 
Kingdom of Ormus, he had taken hold of the Pre- 
tence of the Tribute due to Perſia, to come him- 
ſelf in Perſon to get Information of all he deſired to 
know ; and as the Quality of an Embaſſador gave 
him more Liberty to diſcover what paſs'd in the 
Miniſtry, than that of Prince of the Blood, he 
had choſen that Title, that he might be the better 
appriz d of all things; He added, that he ask'd 
| | as 
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as a Favour that he would pardon the Silence he 
had obſerv*d to him in that reſpect, and the Secret 
Noradin had made of it to him, becauſe he had ex- 
preſsly requir'd it of him. FL 


THE King of Ormus reply*'d, That in Con- 
fideration of the. Pleaſure he injoy'd in ſeeing 
him, he with Joy forgave them bak a Myſte- 
ry which his fraternal Love alone could make 
him take as an Offence. After which, Tor 
having turn'd the Diſcourſe upon general Af- 
- fairs; You may well judge, my Lord, faid he, 

that I would never have undertaken to have come 
and demanded the Tribute of your Majeſty in the 

Sophy*'s Name, if it had not been a Pretence for 
my appearing here without being known; but 
etwas neceſſary to have ſome Motive for my Em- 
baſſy, and that being the moſt plauſible, I made 
Uſe thereof. You ought the more to be convinc'd 
of this Truth, by the little Earneſtneſs I have 
ſhewn upon the Article of Tribute, which I am 

going to depart without exacting. Twas then 
your Glory alone, and the Intereſt of your State 
which brought me hither ; and I cannot diſpenſe 
with myſelf from telling you that the Condition of 
— affects me very ſenſibly. I even 
think myſelf obliged to repreſent to you the flou- 
riſhing State wherein it was under the Kings our Pre- 
deceſſors, that I may the better ſhew you the Diffe- 
rence between it, and that. wherein it is at preſent. 


BUT, interrupted Zaifadin mildly, whence 
can this 8 I do no Hurt to any one, nei- 
ther do I exact any thing of my Subjects but my 
natural Rights, which turn again to their Advan- 
tage by my Expences amongſt them. Is that ſuf- 
ficient, reply'd the Prince of Ormus, to reign like 
a great Monarch, and render your Subjects happy? 
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No, my Lord, to govern well it is not enough to 
be juſt and good ; there are ſeveral Qualifications 
beſides, neceſſary to reign with Luſtre, The 
Throne indeed is incompaſs'd with Glory, but to 
deſerve it, requires a perpetual Induſtry, an ex- 
treme Care, a Prudence proof againſt all Trials, 
and ſo many other Virtues, which muſt be put in 
Practice with . continual Care, that one cannot be 
truly call'd a Sovereign, but when one diſplays them 
with Splendour. | | | 


I O apply himſelf to, and examine the Parti- 

culars of State-Afﬀairs, upon the Report of faith- 
ful and diligent Miniſters ; to be inceſſantly care- 
ful to protect all Arts and Sciences, as well as 
Commerce by Sea and Land; to inform himſelf 
if his Towns are well fortify'd, if every one does 
his Duty, if Juſtice is adminiſter*d to his Subjects 
and Strangers; to puniſh ſeverely all Frauds and 
Exactions, and neither ſpare Silver nor Gold to 

eſtabliſh all Things in good Order; theſe, my 
Lord, are the Employments of a Prince who 
would be belov'd by his Subjects, dreaded by his 
Enemies, and reſpected by his Allies. If your 
Majeſty would aſſume into your own.Hands, the 
Reins of your Empire, and take Cognizance of 
all that paſſes in your Dominions; if you would 
imploy your Treaſures in levying Troops, which 
ſhould be exercis'd by experienced Officerg and 
diſtributed amongſt your Towns ; if you would 
review them at certain Times, make them incamp, 
and inſpire them with that Emulation, which is ſo 
proper to rekindle Courage. and Valour, in Men 
born to Virtue 3 the Nobility and People ſeeing 
you buſied in ſuch” commendable Employments, 
would ſtrive who ſhould be firſt to follow your 
Example; and far from ſeeing your Cities con- 
quer d, pillag*d, and burnt by a handful of War- 
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riours, come from the urmoſt Parts of the Earth, 
thro? a thouſand Dangers 3 you would have found 
them ſubmiſſive, courting your Alliance with 
Reſpe&, and willing to comply with whatever 
Laws you would have preſcrib'd them; whereas, on 
the contrary, you are at preſent forced to accept 
whatever Terms they dare offer you. | 


WHEN People ſee a Monarch, who has an 
abſolute Power over his Subjects and the Laws, 
make no Uſe of this ſupreme Authority, but to 
diſplay his Virtues with the more Luſtre ; when 
'they gad that he is mild, juſt, merciful, vigilant, 
affected with the Welfare of his Subjects, and that 
altho* he can with one Word, lay whale Cities 
and Provinces | waſte, he maſters his Paſſions, his 
Deſires are equitable, and all his Commands 
weigh'd by Juſtice ; he is lov'd, rever'd, cheriſh'd, 
and almoſt ador*d by them: they conſider him as 
a beneficent Deity, who loads them with Happi- 
neſs. A Monarch ſo form'd, never ſtirs abroad 
but he ſees Love, Joy, and Gratitude painted on 
the Faces of his Subjects, who crowd in Throngs 
to meet him, and ſing his Praiſes. *Tis for ſuch 
Princes they go to the Churches, and load the Al- 
tars with Prayers and Offerings; *tis for them 
that they watch perpetually, andare always ready 
to undergo a thouſand Deaths, rather than ſuffer 
any Attempt to be made upon their Lives, or any 
Incroachment upon their Authority ; ſo much are 
they perſuaded that their Happineſs, their Wel- 
fare, and Safety are united to that of their Sove- 


reign. 


WHEN an Empire is founded upon ſuch Prin- 
ciples, it is not to be ſhaken ; the Love of the Sub- 
jects, is an impregnable Bulwark ; and what no- 
bler Art can there be for a King, than to learn to

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ſoften the Force of theſupreme Authority by his 
Goodneſs, his Clemency, and his Affection for 
his People? Twas with ſuch Virtues, that the 
Monarchs who practis'd them, acquir'd the glo- 
rious Surnames of Great and Magnanimous, Titles 
which always lead the Way to Immortality; and 
*twas thus, my Lord, that the Kingdom of Ormus 
was govern'd by our Auguſt Anceſtors. 


FORGIVE me, continued he, if I ſuffer 
my ſelf to be carry*d away by the Zeal which ani- 
mates me, and allow me after having given you 
a Deſcription of what Kings ought to do, and 
what this Empire was, to give you a Sketch of 
what it is at preſent. Your People are grown 
brutiſh, your Soldiers without Courage, - your 
Nobility effeminate, your Towns without De- 
fence, and your Treuer profuſely ſquander'd, 
and deſtinꝰd for a thouſand uſeleſs Expences. Your 
Trade is brought to nothing, the Arts and Sciences 
are neglected throughout your Kingdom, and the 
Laws perverted; whilſt Luxury, Debauchery, and 
Effeminacy are the only Deities ador'd by your 
People. Ah! my Lord, reflect that it is time 
for you to follow the Steps of the great Monarchs 
from whom you are deſcended ; conſider that you 
have only the Title of a King, and that you are 
ſurrounded by Men who are not ſo jealous of your 
Glory, and the Welfare of the State, as they are 
| cont of their own private Intereſts; and making 
a Truce with Pleaſure, which your unexperienced- 
Youth may as yet make it excuſable in you to have 
purſued, govern by your ſelf, and chooſe you a 
Council, compos'd of wiſe, able and diſintereſted 
Men ; re-eſtabliſh Commerce, therein conſiſts the 
- Riches of a Kingdom; train up freſh Soldiers to be 
the Support thereof, and cauſe the Arts and Scien- 
3 | ces 
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ces to flouriſh therein, which are the inexhauſtible 
Fountains of all Virtues. 


HER E the Prince of Ormus left off ſpeaking; 

and the King, who had liſten*d to him with a fur- 

rizing Attention, after having imbraced him; 
i cannot return you too many Thanks, faid he, for 
the noble Inſtructions you have juſt given me, and 
J receive them with Joy: My Youth, the Pleaſures 
wherein they have always bred me up, and indulg'd 
me, with the little Sincerity of the Courtiers, are 
the Reaſon of my . never given any Atten- 
tion to Things ſo eſſential; no body has ever yet 
had Friendſhip enough for me to inſtruct me © bi 
this manner; *twas neceſſary for me to have a vir- 
tuous Brother to make me reflect upon myſelf; 
and I proteſt to you, that for the future I will 
ſquare my Conduct by the Rules you have now pre- 
ſcribed me: Happy ſhould I be, if to keep me in 
this Reſolution, and to inlighten me with your Un- 
derftanding, I could retain you with me; but alas, 
the King of Perſia eſteems you a much more con- 
ſiderable Tribute than all he could demand; and 
knowing how dear you are to this State, and how 

ſeful you would be here, he could not require one 
that would be of greater Value. 


TOR anſwer'd this obliging Diſcourſe with 
great Tenderneſs, and aſſur'd him that he would 
negle& no Opportunity, altho* he ſhould be ab- 
ſent, of teſtifying his Zeal and Affection to 
him. This Converſation laſted ſo long, that Prince 
Noradin was obliged to remind them that Day 
was going to break, and it was Time to part; 

which they did, after a Thouſand Proteſtations of 
a tender Eriendihip, and being charm'd one with 
the other. Noradia having reconducted the Prince 
to his Palace, he went toreſt for ſome Hours; af-

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ter which he got all Things in. Readineſs to depart, 
as ſoon as he had his Audience of Leave. Accord- 
ingly he caus'd it to be demanded next Day, and

radin took Care that he ſhould only find the beau- 
teous Milla. Axara receiv*d him with great Ten-

THE Prince return'd her Thanks in Terms 
ſo lively, and ſo full of Gratitude, that ſhe could 
not doubt of the Violence of his Paſſion; where- 
fore ordering the young Princeſs to draw near; 
Daughter, ſaid ſhe, look on the Prince of Ormus 
for the future, as a Man who is one Day to be 
united to you by an indifloluble Tye. 


THE Tyes which bind me to him already, 
Madam, anſwer'd ſhe, are in themſelves ſtrong e- 
nough, to make me regard him with a particular 
Eſteem, and I will never fail in what I owe him 
upon that Account. She ſpoke theſe Words with 
an Air ſo compos'd, and ſo full of Coldneſs, that 
it chilPd the Prince's Blood; however, looking on 
her with Eyes overflowing with Love, I will not 
be oblig'd, ſaid he, to Nearneſs of Blood; and J will 
neither ſpare Pains nor Services to inſpire you with 
more tender Sentiments. After which, without ur- 
ging any farther a Converſation which ſeem'd to

"THIS done, after imbracing a Thouſand 
Times, they bid each other farewell, with the 
pleaſing Hope of not being long before they ſhould 
again meet; and that very ſame Day the Prince of 
Ormus ſet out for Perſia, to rejoin Iſmael at Tau- 
ris.

THE Officers. who preſented this Petition to 
Albuquerque, found him at the Works belonging 
to the Fort; and as he was not naturally complai- 
ſant to the Soldiers, but too much accuſtom'd to 
command, to obey thoſe who ow'd him Reſpect 
and Submiſſion, he read the Paper without ſeem- 
ing in the leaſt diſturb'd ; and caſting a ſcornful 
Look upon thoſe who had given it him, caus' d it 
to be. inchagd by a Maſon in the Wall which he 
was building.

This formidable 
Body having Intelligence that Bajazet-deſign'd to 
bequeath his Empire to his eldeſt Son Acbmet, 
whom he intirely loved, and whom they hated, 
for his having refuſed to increaſe their Pay, when 
he was appointed his Father's Succeſſor, | had tranſ- 

- ferr*d all their Affection to Selim, that Emperor's 
youngeſt Son: And their Animoſity againſt Ach- 
met was come to that Height, that alths* Bajazet 

had afterwards offer'd them fifty Thouſand Sultanins 
above their Pay, he could not prevail in the leaſt 
upon them, not even ſo far as to ſuffer Arbhmet to 
incamp in the midſt of them at the Army, as is 

cuſtomary amongſt the Ottoman Princes. 


THEY had been inform'd that Bajazet had 
aſſembled the principal Baſſas of the Empire, and 
had held a great Council, whereat they were all 
preſent; that they had there promiſed to acknow- 
ledge Sultan Achmet after his Death, as his lawful 
Succeſſor, and to ſpend their Lives and Fortunes 
to maintain him upon the Throne; that they had 
bound themſelves to perform this by a ſolemn 
Oath, which Bajazet had caus'd to be drawn up in 
Writing, and fign'd by them all; after which, 
he had preſented them every one with Robes of 
Honour, inrich'd with pretious Stones.

as alſo that Bajazet had diſpatch d Orders to his 
European Troops to advance, to. ſupport this Re- 
ſolution by Force of Arms, in Caſe of any Oppoſi- 
tion by the Fanizaries.

_ THEY plunder'd it of its Gold, Silver, rich | 
Furniture, and in ſhort, every thing that was rare | 
in this rich and ſumptuous House z thence they | 
went to ſeveral other Baſſas, whom they ſerv'd in 
the fame Manner, ſparing only the Palace of Achmet 
Herzecogly, of the illuſtrious Houſe of Montevero | | 
in Sclavonia, whom they lov'd and reſpected. At | 
Break of Day, they preſs'd in Throngs to the prin- | 
cipal Gate of the Serag/io, which, without any 

Reſpect for their Sovereign, they made a thouſand 
Attempts to break open, commanding the Door- 
keepers to give them Entrance, with horrible Out- 
cries intermixt with Threats. The Baſſas who had 

_ eſcaped to the Scraglio, wy the principal a 
| Q 
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of the Palace, who were therein, conſulting with 
Bajazet what they ſhoulddo, being ſeiz'd with Fear 
and Terror, were by no Means for giving them 
Admittance ; but the Farizaries having redoubled 
their Cries and their Efforts, the Sultan being ap- 

rehenſive leſt their Fury ſhould'incite them to et 
F ire to the Seraglio, or make a Breach in the Walls, 
order*d the Gates to be open'd. This was no 
ſooner done, but they ruſhd all at. once in Confu- 
fion inta the Seraglio, and advanced as far as the 
inner Court where Bajazet was, continuing their 
Cries and their Fury.

BUT not content with all this, they again in- 
ſiſted upon his yielding up his Treaſures to Selim, 
to diſpoſe of at his Pleaſure, either to pay the 
Troops, or for other publick Exigencies. Here- 
u the Sultan, juſtly incens'd at the Impudence 
of theſe Mutineers, looking on them with Indigna- 
tion; I ſee plainly, ſaid he, that I muſt ſurrender

AI theſe; Words, the Fanizaries falling into 
as great—a Fury as at firſt, loſt all Reſpect to that 
great Prince; and anſwer'd him inſolently, that 
his Treaſures belong'd to them; that wherever 
the Armies were, they were carry'd alſo, being 
deſignꝰd only to pay them, and for Ammunition 
and Proviſions; that therefore they were not his 
Right, and that they demanded only what was 
their own ; ſwearing they would not leave the Se- 
raglio, until he had fatisfy*d' them. 


A Thing unheard of ! To ſee a great Emperor, 
who uſed at one Look to make all his Subjects 
tremble, expoſed to the Inſolence of a Heap of 
Rebels, and oblig' d to diſpute with them the moſt 
ſacred Rights of the Crown, at a Time when No- 
thing was more eaſy for his Baſſas, than to get 
out of the Seraglio, and draw together the Spabis, 
and other Troops, (which are always in Garriſon 
in the Neighbourhood of Conſtantinople) to exter- 
pate theſe Mutineers, and ſecure their Prince from 
the Inſults of ſuch Villains. But Fear had taken

had a thouſand juſt Reaſons to hate, and who had 
dared to inſpire. him with Fear even in his tender 
Infancy. : 


STRANGE and deplorable Situation for ſo 
great and ſo formidable an Emperor! to be ob- 
ligd to quit the Empire and his Treaſures, at the 
Age of Fourſcore, and when he was loaden with 
Infirmities, to a Handful of Soldiers, all his Slaves, 
in Favour of his mortal Enemy, without any one's 
eſpouſing his Quarrel, or undertaking his Defence 
aſter a Reign of thirty one Years. Undoubtedly 
the Cowardice of his Baſſas, had infected him; a 

Man of great Courage would have made uſe of all 
the Power whereof he was Maſter, to have ſecured 
himſelf from this Outrage, and would ſooner 
have expos'd himſelf to loſe the Scepter, and the 
little Life he had left. What is very remarkable 
in this tragical Event, is, that theſe very ſame Fani- 
zaries had fought valiantly for Bajazet againſt Se- 
lim, when he would have dethroned him, and had 
gain'd him the Victory over this unnatural Son, 

who loſt the Battle, and only ſav'd himſelf by 
the Goodneſs of his Horſe, which died at the End 
of his Journey, and was buried magnificently by 
- Selim, who cauſed his Elogy to be ingraven upon a 


marble Monument. But this unworthy Son, find. 


ng 
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ing that he could not deprive his Father of the 


Empire by Force of Arms, ſucceeded by his In- 


trigues, Sollicitations, and Promiſes, which he 
made to this inſolent Corps, to whom he had given 
a Plan, containing Inſtructions how they ſhould

' HAPPY are the Kings, who by the Mild- 


neſs of their Reign, the Juſtice of their Laws, 
and their Tenderneſs to their Subjects, know how 
to make themſelves belov'd during their Lives, 
and regretted after their Deaths. Happy are the 
Subjects, who containing themſelves within the 
Bounds of an exact Obedience, ſubmit joyfully 
to the ſupreme Authority; and who without being 
born Slaves to their Sovereigns, become fo thro? 
the Strength of their Affection and Reſpect for 
them. | Yet more happy a thouſand Times are 
they, who are educated in the fayourable Prejudi- 
ces of a Religion which condemns, and puniſhes 
the odious Maxim of delivering themſelves from 
a tyrannick Power, and which forms the Ki 
to Virtue, and maintains the People in Submiſſion, 


AS ſoon as the Janizaries had the Patent in 
their Hands, together with a Promiſe of the Deli- 
| of the Treaſures, they could not reſtrain 
their Joy, even in Bajazet's Preſence ; but to re- 
double the Affliction of that unfortunate Prince, 
they began to cry out, Leng live Sultan Selim ! and 
immediately diſpatch*d Couriers to him, to carry 
him this agreeable News, and deſire him b 
Word of Mouth to haſten to Conſtantinople, to 


take Poſſeſſion of his Father's Empire and Trea- 


ſures; which his faithful Fanizaries would deliver 
up to him, together with the Patent, drawn up in 
good Form, expreſſing Bajazet's Conſent. Theſe 
"Couriers being arriv'd, Selim examin'd all the Cir- 
28 cumſtances 
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cumſtances of this Revolution, and found therein 


ſomething! ſo extraordinary, that he imaginꝰd it 


might be a Stratagem of his Father's to'ſeize him. 


He was acquainted with the Story of U um Caſſan, 


who by ordering a falſe Report to be ſpread of his 
Death, had drawn his rebellious Son into his 
Power, and caus'd him to be beheaded ; and he 
was afraid of falling into the ſame Snare. How- 
ever he reſolv'd to take Advantage of this Oppor- 
tunity, but nevertheleſs to behave himſelf with 


what Circumſpection was neceſſary; and without 


rejecting the Advice of the Fanizaries, or giving 
too much Credit to their Promiſes, he began by 
taking into his Pay ſix thouſand Tartars, who 


were come to offer their Service to him in their 


Prince's Name: To theſe he join'd the Troops of 
His Government, and advanced with Caution. Bur 


his moſt intimate Friends having ſent him the ſame 
Account, and begging him to uſe the' utmoſt 


Expedition, and not loſe a Moment, for Fear too 
much Delay ſhould cauſe ſome Change in his For- 
tune, he took Courage, and ſent expreſs to Con- 


' ftantinople” to aſſure the Fanizaries that he redou- 


bled his March, and ſhould ſoon be near enough 
to teſtify his Gratitude to them. 1 Of 


HEREUPON ſeveral Companies of the Fa- 


nixaries advanced to meet him, that they might 


leave him no Room to doubt, and deliver'd to 
him the precious Patent: And being arriv'd at 
the Capital, all their Corps ſurrounded him, and 
carry*d him into their Quarters, where he retir*d 
intoa Pavillion which they had prepar'd for him, 
and ſpent that Night in Council; and the next 
Morning he went with a good Guard to the Se- 
raglio, where he kils'd BajazePs Hand.

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MY Son, faid this Emperor to him, I am 
convinced that Heaven defign'd you for the Em- 
pire, ſince you have attain'd to it in ſpite of all the 
Obſtacles that oppos'd it; injoy it then with Glo- 
ry and Happineſs: I aſk but one Favour of you; 
which is, that 1 may ſtay here yet ſome time lon- 
ger, till I have caus'd my Palace at Demotica to 
be repair'd, that in leaving you both the Seraglia ä | 
and the Empire, I may paſs the Reſt of my Days | 
in Peace.

ou aremy Father and my Maſter, diſpoſe of all 
Things at your own Pleaſure. But for all his fine 
Promiſes, he poſſeſs'd himſelf by Degrees of the 
Sovereign Power, and diſpos'd of all, without 
conſulting Bajazet, cauſing him to be obſerv'd 
Day and Night, that his Brothers might have 
no Correſpondence with him, tho? at the ſame | | 
Time he made them pay him all outward Honours. 1 
But Bajazet had reign'd too long, not to be ſenſible | 
of the politick Views of this ambitious Son ; 1 
wherefore he reſolv'd to retire to Demotica, an 
agreeable and charming Place near Adrianople, 
which he had deſired for his Retreat. Which is

BEING prepoſſe{?4' with this Thought, he

As he did not doubt of the Effect of the Poiſon, he

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Hus vades the Lifof Baj jazet II. who may 
be efteem'd*the moſt unha of all the Ottoman 
Princes; his Reign of One and Years having 
been one continual Scene of Ga: ars, Factions, 
and Troubles. When he had gain'd the Victory 
over his Brother Ziſim, by the Valour and good 
Conduct of the brave Achmer, he could neither 
find the Art to make himſelf below d or fear'd 
by his Subjects and Children, having ſucceſ- 
ſively try*d both Lenity and Severity both upon 
the one and the 1 but always ünſeaſonably. 

Even his darling Son the Sultan — took oy: 
Arms againſt him; and Selim, the youngeſt of 
his Children, who had waged a cruel War with 
him, found Means to make himſelf Creatures even 
in his Palace, amongſt thoſe who approach d 
neareſt his Perſon, which inabled him to deprive 
him both of his Empire and his Life, he having 
never had greater Enemies than his own Sons, and 
his — Servants. Amongſt thoſe whom he

HIS done, he diſtributed great Gifts amongſt

affected to him; then after having taken Order a- 

bout whatever related to his Capital, and his 

European Dominions, he reſov'd to paſs over 
into Aſia, to attack his Brother Achmet, whom 

he hated moſt, as having been his Competitor for 

the Crown.

Selebis 
was counted the handſomeſt and buſt- ha ped Man 
in the Empire, without having any thing of Effemi- 
nacy, being full of Wit and Courage; in ſhort, he 
wasa Man of Goodneſs, Integrity and Juftice, with 
which fine Qualities he had acquired the Eſteem 
of all who knew him: As for Selim, Who always 
thirſted after Blood, he was overjoy'd to ſee him

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ALL hisEetters came into the Hands of this 
eaſy Prince, who giving Credit to them, did not 
walt for che Aſſiſtance of the Zgyprians, but ſer 
out from Cilicia, and advanced towards Selim's Ar- 
my, which he met in the Plain of Geni/cher in Ca- 
ramania Achmet had two Sons of great Hopes,

Diſtance, tho near enough not to doubt of its be- 
ing him. Thereupon Achmet deſir'd to ſpeak 
with him, and Selim being inform'd of his Requeſt, 
anſwer' d, that it was no longer a Time for fo

THIS faid, he roſe up, and every one reti- 
ring, they ſet outin ſeparate Bodies with all Speed, 
to fly to the Places where they thought to find 
theſe unfortunate Princes: However, Selim, who 
was always full of Suſpicion, was reſolv'd to ſeize 
on his Brother himſelf.

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INFINITE was the Surprize of this Prince 
at this News; the more, becauſe having lately 
receiy'd Letters from this cruel Monſter, giving 
him an exa& Account of all he had been oblig'd to 
do for his Safety, and the Tranquillity of the Em- 
pire, againſt his Brother Achmert, which Letters at 
the fame Time were full of Expreſſions of the 
higheſt Affection for him, it had quite removed all 
his Suſpicions. However, without amuſing him- 
ſelf with Reaſoning thereupon, he rewarded the

 $SELTM arriving in the Morning, caus'd the

Wherefore ſending for Amurath, and con- 
ducting him into the Cloſet of the Prince of Ormus, 
they conferr'd together, on the Means to carry 
on the War ſucceſsfully againſt the Turkiſh Em- 
peror. Hereupon Amurath repreſented to them 
with ſo much Wit and Prudence, all they had to 
hope, or fear in this Enterprize, that Iſnael and

himſelf the Inconvenience of ſuch a painful and 
dangerous March, | 


BEING arriv'd at the Frontiers of Armenia, 
he ſent Embaſſadors to the King of the Aladulians, 
and ſeveral other petty Princes of thoſe Countries, 
to induce them to make a League with him, to 
the End they might drive the Perſians out of Great 
Armenia, offering to ſhare with them the Con: 
_ he ſhould gain over his Enemies. - But theſe 
Princes, who fear*d equally the Neighbourhood of 
both theſe Potentates, anſwer'd, that they would 
remain in an exact Neutrality; that it was not for 
them to enter into the Quarrel of two ſuch formi . 
dable Monarchs; that nevertheleſs, if he would 
paſs thro? their Territories, they would willingly 
turniſh him with Proviſions, on Condition that his 
Army ſhould not commit any Acts of Hoſtility 
but ſnhould paſs as Friends; which being comply d 
with, they would give him a free and fate Paſſage. 


THIS Refuſal ſurpriz d Selim; but diſſembling 
his Reſentment, on Account of the preſent State 
of his Affairs, and not being willing to augment the 
Number of his Enemies, he march'd on over the 
Precipices of Mount Taurus, and in eight Days ſur- 
mounted thedifficult Paſſage between the Mountaing 
of the Scordi/ques, which are the northermoſt of the 
Mount Taurus, to thoſe of the Moſhjans, which are 
1 { ſeparated 
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ſeparated by the River Euphrates, and extend as far 
as Coltbis, opening only in ſome Places, thro? 
which lies the Paſſage into Great Armenia. a 


FRO M thence marching along the Euphrates, 
Selim conducted his Army to the Foot of Mount 
Pariardt, ſo famous on Account of its producing 
the Heads of the Euphrates and the Araxes, three 
Leagues from each other. The Waters of theſe 
two great Rivers render this Region ſo fruitful and 
abundant in all Things, that the Inhabitants call 
it the Garden of Aſia. But in ſpight of the Rich- 
neſs of the Country, the Turki/b Army ſufferd 
. very much there, the Perſians having ruin'd it ſo 
intirely, that they could not fo much as find Suſte- 
nance for their Horſes; the People having retired 
by TſmaePs Order, after haying deſtroy'd all 
untry, the Trees, and the Houſes, even to th 
HEREUPON Selin march'd toand fro, roam- 
ing around theſe Mountains, and at laſt ſtopt at 
the Head of the Euphrates, where he pitch'd his 
Camp, and from thence ſent ſeveral Parties of 
Horſe into the Country. "VA: ac | 


| BUT after ſeveral Days March, they came 
back to inform him of the Havock and Deſolation 
of the whole Country, where they could neither find 
any Traces of Men or Beaſts ; a diſmal Solitude 
reigning all over that vaſt Tra&. of Ground, 
which was only full of Fire, Smoke, and Aſhes. 
This faithful Account began to make an Impreſſion 

upon Selim, and the Report being ſpread in his 
Army that the Aladulians, and the Kings of the 
Leſſer Armenia, whom he had left behind him, had 
join'd the Perſians, he no longer knew. what 
Courſe to take ; the more, becauſe he ſaw that bis

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Men began to be ſeiz d with Terror. Then go way 
he found by. fatal Experience the Truth of what 
old Chendemen had foretold him; but as he was 
really indued with an invincible Courage, bearing 
up againſt Adverſity, he only put on a gay and 


ſerene Countenance before his Soldiers, exhorting 
them not to be diſcourag' d with their Fatigues, 
adding, that great Enterprizes are alway accom; 
pany'd with. Difficulty ; but that the Victory 
which waited for them in the End, would recom- 


pence cheth for all their Troubles

.. WHEREFORE, having choſen. the beſt 
Guides, he began his March again, and turning to 
the Right of Mount Pariarde, around the Araxes, 
which he ſent to _reconnoitre above the City o 
Chois, formerly call'd Artaxata, he caus'd Bridges 
to be laid, over which he paſs d his Infantry. g 
for his Cavalry, it farded over the Argxes, that 

River not being very large, till it has receiv'd into 
its Boſom the Rivers which flow out of the Lakes 
of Pariard*.

which is very temperate, and its abounding with 
a thonſand Sorts of excellent Fruits. This whole

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HERE Amvrath fortify'd himſelf as well-as 
poſſible, in Expe&ation of the Aſſiſtance of 
Iſnael, who being inform'd that the Courage of 
his Enemy had ſurmounted all Difficulties, and 
had at laſt paſgd' the Araxes, would not be ſur- 
priz'd, but march'd his Army with ſuch incredi- 
ble Diligence, that he arriv'd at Chois before the 
Turks were approach'd.

.SELTM being appriz'd of ' Imae?'s Arrival, 
caus'd the News to be ſpread all over his Camp, 
which gaye his Soldiers a great deal of Joy; who 
ſaid, that the Day was come at laſt, when they 
ſhould have only Men to incounter, and not Hun- 
ger, Thirſt, and Miſery: And it was really come 
to that Height, that they only lived upon Roots 
and Wild- fruits, which had made almoſt all the 


Infantry ſick, neither were the Cavalry in a much 


better Condition: Inſomuch, that they had no 
other Refuge but in ſtriving to conquer, or elſe 
ſeeking a glorious Death in Battle, to extricate 
themſelves from their diſmal Situation. 


WHEN 
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WHEN the Sophy had refreſh'd his Army, 
and found it in a Condition to fight well, he ſent 
Embaſſadors to Selim, to complain, that being at 
Peace with him, he was come with an Army to 
make himſelf Maſter of a Country to which he had 
no Right; adding, that he eaſily judg d that his 
Ambition, and the Defire of oppreſſing his Neigh- 
bours, incited him to this Injuftice ; but thut die 
hoped to ſhew him, that neither 1/mae!'s Valour, 
Courage, nor Fortune, was inferior to Sclims. 


THE Turtiſb Emperor gave Audience to the 
Embaſſadors without interrupting them, altho' 
there was a viſible Emotion in his Countenance ; 
and when they had ceas'd ſpeaking, he anſwer'd, 
that he had enter'd the Sophy's Territories, to take 
Revenge for the Outrages his Anceſtors and him- 
ſelf had receiv*d from the Kings of Per ia; as well 
as for the Injury which had lately been offer d him 
by 1/mael, in receiving his Nephew Amurath, to 
whom he had given Troops to ravage his Pro- 
vinces ; that Victory was the Work of the Arm, 
of Prudence, and good Conduct, and not of the 
Tongue and Vanity: But that however, if he 
would deliver Amurath up to him, he would — 
miſe to withdraw his Army, and quit his Do- 
As the Sopby's only View in ſending this Em- 
baſſy, was to diſcover the Strength of his Enemy, 
wich his Manner of incamping, and what Sort of 
Arms the Turks uſed, thefe Parleys came to no 
Effect. To this End, he had caus'd his Embaſſa - 
dors to be accompany'd by able Warriours, who 
examin'd all chings caretully, and gave him a 
faichful Account at heir Return, 


ON 
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ON the other Hand, Selim endeavour'd to 
make the ſame Diſcovery concerning /ſnae!s For- 
ces; but his greateſt Fear was leſt that Prince 
ſhould continue retiring and ruining the Country, 
and thereby compleat the Deſtruction of his Army 
by Fatigues and Hunger, finding his Troops di- 
miniſn ſenſibly every Day thro* the Exceſs of their 
Miſery. Wherefore all his Hopes being in the 
Point of his Sword, to ſecure his Army from total 
Ruin, he ſeiz'd all Opportunities to inveigh 
outrageouſly againſt the Sophy, to incite him to 
Battle; : taxing him with Cowardice, fince he did 
not dare meaſure his Arms with him. 


THE Fear of the Ottoman Monarch was not 
without Fgundation; for the Prince of Ormus in- 
ceſſantly repreſented to the Sophy the Condition of 
the Turtiſo Army, whereof he had freſh Intelli- 
gence every Hour, adviſing him to retire and lay 
waſte all behind him, whereby the Deſtruction of 
his Enemies would be inevitable. But 7mael being 
incens'd at the cutting Reproaches: which Selim 
continually - vented againft his Glory, and truſt- 
ing to his Fortune, and the Goodnefs of his 
Troops, being beſides ſpurr'd on by his own 4 
Courage, thirſted only after the Battle. Thus 
this Prince, at other Times fo wife and prudent, 
fell into the Snare Selim had laid for him; and al- 
_ tho? the Prince of Ormus, to induce him to deſpiſe it, 
told him, thatall he ſaid wasonly with Deſign todraw 
him on to an Engagement, he neglected his Advice 
for the firſt Time in his Life, and would not 
hearken to the Opinion of this great Politician z; A 
Piece of Obſtinacy which he had Reaſon to repent, 
and which in the End render'd the Prince of Ormus 


a thouſand Times more dear to him. 
| WHAT 
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WHAT extremely ſurpriz d Selin, was, that 

he did nothing in his pA but the King of Perſia 
was inform'd of it, either © his Spies, or by Der 
ſerters who went over to the Perſians ; and that for 

his own Part, he could not penetrate into any of 
his Enemy's Defigns, but only by ſore Spies, 
moſt Part whereof betray d him; but; What in- 
ereas d his Aſtoniſhment, was, that not à ſingle Sol- 
dier forſogk the Sophy*s Camp, and that he was him:

THESE two powerful Monarchs, who were 
both young, brave, prudent and ambitious, and 
burnt with a Deſire of coming to à Battle, ad- 
vanced into the Plain of Zalderane, near the City 
of Cbois, where their Armies were ſoon in View of 
each other.

His Army was not ſo numerous as that 
of Selim, but it was compoſed of veteran Soldiers, 
ho had been trainꝰd up under him, and had fol- 
low'd him in all the Wars he had carry'd on a- 
gainſt the powerful Nations which he had ſub- 
mitted to his Empire: And as he was wiſe and va- 
liant, and had great Experience in the Art of 
War, he did not at all doubt of the Victory.

their Cowardice, that aving good Intrenchments 
before them, their great and ſmall Shot would de- 
ſtroy the whole Perſian Army, if ar ſhould have 
the Boldneſs to attack them.

THUS every thing tended. t to a Are Rout, 5 
had it not been lor the Prudence of Sinan Baſſa,

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who drawing the Run-aways again together, both 
the Europeans and Aſians, form'd a conſiderable 
Body, whom he harangued and drew up in Order 
of Battle; telling them, the Caſe was now to fave 

heir Emperor, who was going to be forced in his 

trenchments, and that on this Occaſion they muſt 
either conquer or die; which ſaid, putting himſelfat 
their Head, heattack*d the Per ſians with ſo much Vi- 
gour, that he gave them a conſiderable Check. But 
this Advantage would not have avail'd the Turłs any 
thing, for the Perſians recovering from their Sur- 

prize, fought valiantly, and made an horrible 
Slaughter amongſt their Enemies, if two Brothers, 
illuſtrious both by their Birth and Courage, had 
not chang'd the Face of Affairs. 


THE one was nam'd Alibeg, and the other Ma- 
bometbheg, of the Houſe of Malcobogler, equal in 
Nobility to the Ottoman Family, being deſcended 
from that famous Captain Malcoſi, who had gain'd 
ſuch glorious Victories over the Yenetians. Theſe 
two Brothers then, ſeeing no other Hopes of Safety 
for their Emperor, but in the Death of I/nael, de- 
voted themſelves to Death for the Preſervation of 
the Army, and with invincible Valour broke thro?, 
even to the Place where the Perſian Monarch was 
fighting; and knowing him for the Sophy, gave 
him ſuch a terrible Wound with their Scymeters up- 
on the Shoulder, that they made him ſtoop to his 
Saddle-bow, and were lifting their Arms to end 
him, when the Prince of Ormus, who fought by 
his Side, finding himſelf near enough to aſſiſt him, 
cut off the Arm of Alibeg with one ſingle Stroke of 
his Sabre, who was kilPd, as well as his Brother, by 
TIſmae!s Guards. This great Monarch not being 
willing to quit the Battle, caus'd his Wound to 
be dreſs'd, but the Prince of Ormus ſeeing that 
he loſt a great deal of Blood, conjur'd him ſo 


earneſtly to retirę, that he at laſt conſented.

- NEVERTHELESS. his Preſence re-incou- 
[raged his Men, and he rally'd them; tho' he was 
extremely afflicted at ſeeing the Loſs of ſo many 
great Men, and eſpecially at the Condition of the 
Prince of Ormus, whom they had been oblig'd to 
carry outof the Field. However as Iſinael's Courage 
could not ſink under the Weight of any Misfortunes, 


he maintain'd the Battle in ſpite of the Anguith of 
his Wound, till Four in the Afternoon, altho' it 


had begun at Eight in the Morning, having always 


gain'd the better of the Turks. In the mean while 
Selim, who kept himſelf within his Intrenchments, 


ſending Succours opportunely to all Places where 
they were neceſſary, examin'd carefully the Be- 
haviour of both Armies, and ſeeing that Sinan was 


upon the point of being forced to quit the Field of 


Battle, order'd a general Diſcharge to be made of 
all his Great and Small Shot, which caus'd ſuch 
à terrible Havock among the Perſians, that their 
Ranks diminiſh'd perceptibly.

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War, and ſeeing the Fanizaries advancing towards 
him, whom Selim had at laſt oblig*d to march out 
of their Intrenchments, reſolv'd upon a Retreat: 


Being aſſur d then that the Prince of Ormus was in 


ſafety, he rally'd all the Troops that were at hand, 
wherewith forming two large Squadrons, he march- 


ed towards a Moraſs, whoſe Fords he knew, and 
ventured over it, judging well that the Tt would 


purſue him, and not being acquainted with its 


Windings, would all periſh, and give him Time 


to make his Eſcape. Accordingly the Event 


proved as he had foreſeen ; the Perſians got over 


by the Goodneſs of their Horſes, and the Turks 
who ventured after them, perfh'd in the At- 


tempt. Hereupon 7/nae! directed his March to 


Tauris, where not thinking himſelf ſecure, he re- 


tir*d to Sultania, a fine City, which has been built 


upon the Ruins of the ancient Tigranocerta. 


THE Turks ſceing the Flight of the Perſtans, 


purſued them on all Sides, and made a great 


Slaughter of thoſe who could not ſave themſelves 


in Time. Then having nothing more to fear, 


they went and took Poſſeſſion of their Camp, 


where they immediately ſeiz d on the Throne, the 


Freaſure, and the royal Furniture, which they 
found under the King of Per/ia's Pavillions. Then 
advancing into the Market-Place, which was in 


the midſt of the Camp, they found it full of Bar-

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made after the Perſian Faſhion, with other Goods: 

and Merchandize. Beſides all theſe Riches, the 

Camp was full of Women, who were all in Tears, 
and had moſt Part of them Children; it being the 
Cuſtom of the Perſians to carry their handſomeſt. 
Women to the Army. 15 | 


AS $:lin's Health was very muck impait'd by- 


the Fatigues he had undergone, and yet more by 


the Uncertainty of ſuch an important Event, he- 


was laid down in one of his Pavillions, whither he 


caus'd all the Treaſures, and whatever they had. 
found of greateſt Value in the Sopby's Tents, to be 
brought before him, and gave the reſt to his So 
diers. This Booty was ſo conſiderable, that after 
the Turks had laden all their Carriages and Wag- 
gons, there was ſtill a great Quantity remaining, 
which Selim caus'd to be burnt, to deprive the. 


People of the Country thereof. 


AFTER this, his Soldiers coming to ask hin 
what he would have done with ſo many Women, 
whom they had found in the Camp, he ſent for his 


Doctors, and ask*d them what ſhould be done with: 


them, according to the Law of Mahomet 2 The 
Doctors anſwer d, that it was neither lawful to- 
keep them as Domeſticks or Slaves; and that it? 
would be yet a greater Crime to put them to- 
Death. Wherefore Selim not being able to ſa- 
tiate his Cruelty upon theſe unfortunate Women, 
but yet being reſoly'd co wound the Perſians in the 
moſt ſenſible part, order*d his Men to ſtrip them 
of all their Clothes and Ornaments, and then fend 


- / "them back to their Husbands ; adding, that he 


left them to their diſpoſal, to uſe them as they 
pleas'd: Thinking by this unworthy Sentence to: 
have both comply'd with the Rules of his Religion, 
9 
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- BUT what was molt affecting on this Occa- 
Non, was, that the Queen of Perſia, a young Prin- 
ceſs, and the handſomeſt Woman in the Empire, 
being found in her Pavillion, fell at the Feet of 
this cruel Emperor, and conjured him to grant 
cher the Liberty to return to the King her Conſort, 
by whom ſhe was tenderly belov'd, and whom ſhe 
loyd with equal Paſſion; beſeeching him by the 
Souls of his Anceſtors, and ſo many Heroes from 
whom he was deſcended, not te refuſe her Requeſt. 


- BUT ſo far was the barbarous Selim from be- 
ing moved by ſo much Love and Beauty, that he 
felt his Joy] {-nſibly increas'd, at having it in his 
Power to offer his Enemy the moft cruel of Out- 
Tages':: Wherefore having afk*d that unfortunate 
Queen, if Jinael returnꝰd her Love with recipocral 
Affection, and ſhe having anſwer*d, that ſhe had 
Reaſon to believe he lov'd her with infinite 
Tenderneſs: Then, ſaid he, I will take that way 
alſo to puniſh him; and turning to the Baſſa Ni 
ganſy, I give you, added he, this Queen for your 
Wife, ſee her conducted to your Tent. Accordingly 
this Sentence was executed upon the Spot, neither 
the Cries nor the Tears of this wretched Princeſs, 
being able to melt the Heart of this Barbarian. 


THE Victory Selim had gain'd, had coft him 
much more Blood than the Pærſians; but theLives . 
of Men were of no Value in the Eyes of this inhu- 
man Prince. This Battle was ſo conſiderable fot 
the Number of the Slain, that it is reckon'd the 
moſt bloody that ever was fought in Afa, that of 
Cyrus, nor that of Alexander againſt Darius, not 
having left behind them ſuch a dreadful Image as 
that of the Plain of Zaiderane. But Selim, when 
Conqueror, did not imitate the Continence and 
| 23 Mag- 
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Magnanimity of thoſe illuſtrious Heroes, neither 
was his Victory attended with the ſame Succeſs :; 
This famous Battle was fought on Auguſt 6. 1514. 
He deſtroy'd and burnt to Aſhes all the Royal 
Houſes in thoſe Countries; the ſumptuous Palace 
of the Perſian Monarchs which was at Chozs, was 
demoliſh*d to the very Foundation; and that un- 
fortunate City raz d to the Ground, 

AFTER he had thus carry'd Slaughter and 
Deſolation throughout this Country, he march'd 
on with his Army towards Tauris; whereupon 
the Perſians being inform'd of his advancing, 
ruin' d- all the Places in his Way. The Prince of 
Ormus, who had been tranſported to the little 
City of Tiþ/is, to have his Wounds dreſs'd, caus'd 
himſelf to be removed farther up into the Coun- 
try; and tho? he was on the Brink of Death, gave 
out the neceſſary Orders to the ſhatter*'d Remains 
of JſmaeFs Army, which were drawn together 
around him, I L 


IN the mean while Selim, when he approach'd 
the City of Tauris, being afraid that the Inhabi- 
tants of that Capital would abandon their Houſes, 
and carry off all their Riches, bethought himſelf 
of a Stratagem to deceive thoſe unfortunate Pea- 
ple, which ſucceeded, He ſent them a Herald to 


aſſure them that he had no Defign to do them any 


Hurt or Piſpleaſure, either in their Goods or Per- 
ſons; and that he would give ſuch good Orders, 
that his Soldiers ſhould neither offer any Violence 
or Inſolence to them; adding that all he requir'd 

was, that they ſhould furniſh his Army with Pro- 
viſians. Hereupon the credulous Inhabitants re- 
poſing Confidence in the Promiſes of this Barba- 
ian, bent all their Thoughts on laying up Maga- 
Zines of all Sorts of Proviſions and Ammunition 


and 
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and patiently expected 82lim's Arrival, without 
taking any Care to preſerve their Riches, When' 
he was within two Days Journey of Tauris, the 
Inhabitants went to meet him, and offer'd him all 
Sorts of Aſſiſtance, and an exact Obedience. 
Wherefore the Ottoman Monarch after having re- 
peated the Promiſe he had given them, advanced 
pricey near the City, and pitch'd his Camp in a 
lain, which is on the North of that Capital; 
where he caus'd it to be proclainyd throughout 
the Army, that no body ſhould offer any Outrage 
to the Citizens of 7. auris, but ſhould treat them 
as good and faithful Subjects of the Ottoman Em- 
pire; that if his Soldiers would buy any Neceſ- 
ſaries, they might go to that End into the Town, 
paying for what they bought by mutual Conſent, 
and without Diſpute; that he would permit the 
Perſians to come into his Camp, to buy and ſell, 
and accordingly placed Guards upon the Road 
between the City and the Camp, for the 1 
of the Inhabitants. All theſe Marks of Goodneſs - 
having blinded theſe People, they ſent Deputies 
to take an Oath of F idelity to him, whom he 
ſuffer'd to kiſs his Hand; after which he gave 
Orders for performing divine Service in the 
Moſques according to the ancient Rites, and pro- 
hibited the Uſe of any Prayers after the Manner 
of the Sopbians. Accordingly on the Friday fol- 
lowing, which is the Mabometan Sabbath, and 
anſwers to our Sunday, he enter*d the City in 
Triumph, being uſher'd in by a general Salvo 
of all his Artillery, whoſe thundring Noiſe and 
Smoke, ſtruck ſuch a Terrour into the Citizens, 
that they imagin'd their laſt Day was come. On 
his Entrance he was conducted into a Bath which 
had been prepar'd for him; and when he had pu- 
Tified himſelf according to the Law of Mahomet, 
he went to the great Moſque of Num- Caſſan, 
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' where he commanded the Prieſts to baniſh for ever 
the Ceremonies of the Sophians, as heretical. 
The Prieſts trembling promus'd to obey him, and 
after the publick Prayers were over, the Inhabi- 
tants made a great Entertainment for him, where- 
with he ſeem'd well pleas'd, and in the Evening re- 
turn'd to his Camp. ol ANT een 


As this Prince never took Advice of any one 
but himſelf, he had ſecretly reſolv'd to paſs the 
Winter in theſe Countries ; but fearing the Mur- 
murs of the Fanizaries, he held a Council to 
which. he ſummon'd the principal Officers of his 
Army, and told them thatit was his Intention to 
winter in Perſia, whence he would not depart, till 
he had reduced that whole Kingdom under Sub- 
jection to him; that having inform'd himſelf of 
the moſt fruitful Parts in that Empire, he had 
choſen to ſpend the Winter in the Provinces of. 
Carenbeg and Gallana, (ſo call'd from the vaſt 
Plenty of black Grapes which they produce,) be- 

cauſe they abounded in all, Things neceſſary ; and 
that in thoſe Countries his Army would find whats 
ever they could deſire for their Convenience. 


THE Vixiers and Baſſa's being acquainted with 
che Humour of this cruel Prince, and knowi 
that he would, not be contradicted in any thing, 
approv'd of his Propoſal, and commended the 
Choice he had made of his Winter Quarters. NV 
zapha Baſſa only, who was one of the Viziers of 
the Bench, knowing that the whole Army were 
diſpos d to quit thoſe Countries, and return into 
the Provinces of the Ottoman Empire, ventured to 
repreſent to him, that it would be adviſeable for 
his Highneſs to inquire into the Sentiments of his 
Guards, and the principal Forces of the Army.

T HESE for Words put Selim into ſuch an ex- 
travagant Fury, that looking on the Yizier-with 
Indignation; Vretch, ſaid he, am J oblig'dtoaſk 
Counſel of my Slaves? Have you more Conſide- 


ration for their Sentiments than mine? And does 8 
my Authority depend upon their Power? Ungrate- . 


is it thus you remember the Dignities and Ri- 
ches I have beap'd upon you? But I will puniſh 
your Pride, and your Inſolence. 
THIS faid, he immediately divefted him of all 
— Employments, and ſpurr'd him from his Pre- 
ence; but not being contented with having de- 
prived him of all his Dignities, he was reſoly*d to 
diſhonour him yet more, by offering him the 
roſſeſt and wk ſenfible Afffont which a Turkiſb 
arriour can receive. To this End, he order'd 
a Fool to cut off his Horſe's Crupper; which was 
inſtantly executed, the Fool running after him, 
and overtaking him as he was croſſing the Janixa- 
ries Quarter, This Affront leaves ſuch a Stain u 
on the Perſon who receives it, that it is indelible. 


THE Fanizaries being ſurpriz d to hos a Man 
of ſuch Importance, whom they lov'd, and 
who had done ſuch ſignal Services to the State, 
treated in that manner, were willing to know the 
Cauſe of ſuch Uſage. But no ſooner were they in- 

form'd of it, but flying into a Fury, they went in 
a tumultuous manner to Selim, whom they re- 
proach'd with his Cruelty, and declar*d to him that 
they were refolv'd upon leaving Perſia, and re- 

turning to ſpend the Winter in t "thei own Houſes: 
And they gave him to underſtand this their Reſo- 
lution in ſuch bold and inſolent Terms, that al- 


fo Selim was rendy to burſt with Rage, he 
ah thought

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thought proper to have Recourſe to Mildneſs, and 
promis d to lead them bac. {AHF 


ACCORDINGLY he prepared for his De- 
parture; but before he quitted this large City, 
was reſolved, notwithſtanding his fair Promiſes, 
to leave cruel Marks of his Preſence behind him. 
He began then by taxing all the Inhabitants at an 
exorbitant Rate, which they were oblig'd to pay 
down upon the Spot; after which he caus'd all the 
Riches that were found in the Palaces of the Sopby, 
and in thoſe of the Noblemen of the Perſian Court, 
to be carry'd away. Not being contented with 
this, he ſeiz'd on all the precious Effects that could 
be found in the Ware-Houſes of the Merchants, 
wherewith this City abounds; and for the finiſhing 
Stroke, to compleat his Barbarity, he caus d Three 
Thouſand Families of the moſt excellent Work- 
men and Artizans in Tauris to be ſeiz'd, with In- 
tent to carry them with him to Conſtantinople; 
the fineſt and moſt finiſh'd, Pieces of Workman- 
ſhip being made in that Capital; and the Turks 
not being capable of any Performance, that re- 
quires Taſte and Delicacy ; their groſs heavy 
Tempers, putting it out of their Power to at- 
tempt any. Thing of that Nature. With theſe. 
rich Spoils, Selim ſet out from Tauris, leaving the 
Inhabitants in an extreme Conſternation, and in- 
finitely afflicted, at having dehver'd themſelves up 
a Prey to the Ambition and Barbarity of this 
faithleſs Prince. | ö 5 


IN the mean while, 1/mael and the Prince of 

Ormus were no ſooner cured of their Wounds, but 
they labour'd Night and Day to levy a freſh Body 
of Troops. As for the Prince of Ormus,. who 
notwithſtanding the ſecret Troubles that oppreſsd 
his Mind, ſe:m'd only to breathe for 1 
BY 8 lory, 
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Glory, he was no ſooner inform'd that Selim was 
about to leave Tauris, as well as what Rout he 
made his Army take, but he laid ſeveral Am- 
buſhes for him, where the Turks were always 
beaten. Not a Day or Night paſs'd, but he gave 
him divers Alarms, ſometimes on the right, 
ſometimes on the left, and afterwards in the Rear, 
This Way of fighting harraſs'd Selim's Forces ex- 
tremely, who in all theſe little Skirmiſhes loſt 
Abundance of Men, | | 


THE Turks could not ſtir from the main Body 
of the Army, but they were ſurrounded. either by 
the Natives, or the Perſian Troops; the Prince 
of Ormus having given ſuch good Orders, and 
making his Attacks ſo ſeaſonably, that he always 
came off Conqueror, But the moſt remarkable 
Rencounter of all, which coſt the Turks very dear, 
was pretty near the City of Naxuvanum, 
which Selim had directed his March, to avoid the 


Araxes, and the Mountains of Pariarde. The 


Prince of Ormus had detach'd a large Body of 
Horſe, to attack the Ottoman Emperor's Rear- 
Guard, where Selim was in Perſon. Hereupon he 
immediately ſent out a Party of his Spabis, ſuſ- 
tained by a- conſiderable Body of Cavalry, with 
Orders to Zidim Baſſa, who commanded them, to 
purſue the Perſians, who continually retarded his 
March, till he had entirely deſtroy*d them. 


Z 1D IM adyancing then to attack the Per- 
fans, they retired according to the Orders they 
had receiv'd from the Prince of Ormus, and the 
Turks purſued them, without breaking their 
Ranks, In the mean while, the main Body of the 
Army march'd on; and the Perſians continuing 
to retreat, and making as if they fled, drew the 
Ottomans into an Ambuſcade, where the Prince of 


Qrmus 
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Ormus was poſted with ten thouſand of the choiceſt 
Perſian Horſe, who had not been at the Battle of 
Zalderane, and who burning with the Deſire of 
revenging their Countrymen who had fallen on 
chat bloody Day, fally*d out of their Ambuſh 
ſo opportunely, that the Turks found themſelves 
inviron*d on all fides. However, they defended 
themſelves very bravely for ſome time; but the 
Turkiſh Cavalry, who were but lightly arn'd, 
tho* ſuperiour in Number to the Perſians, could 
not ſuſtain the terrible Strokes of theſe Men 
arm d Cap-a-pe, nor bear up againſt the impe- 
| £uous Shock of their Horſes, who being freſh 
and vigorous, overthrew and trampled under Foot 
all who durſt oppoſe them. 


T HEY defended themſelves nevertheleſs, till 
the Moment they ſaw their General Zidim fall, 
whoſe Head the Prince of Ormus had juſt ſtruck 
off; then ſeeing themſelves without a Leader, 
they began to ſtagger, and were ſoon put into Diſ- 
order: after which, being preſs d upon ſtill more, 
they betook themſelves to Flight, and were pur- 
ſued by the Perſians, who gave them no Quarter, 


BUT the greateſt Slaughter, that was made 
of them, was at a Defile, where the Turks could 
only paſs two by two, and ſtriving to ruſh thro? 
all at a time, ſtopt up themſelves the Places 
whereby they might have avoided their Deſtru- 
ction, inſomuch that the Per aus maſſacred them 
all. The few who did eſcape, having rejoin'd 
Selim's Army, reported that the Sophy's was ay 
ſtrong as it was before the Battle of Zaiderape ; 
whereupon Fame, which always magnifies and 
multiples Objects, ſpread this Rumour ſo general- 
ly amongſt the Turks, who had experienced the 
Valour of the Perſians, that they were all * 


1 
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with a panick Fear. Hereat Selim, who knew 
TſmatePs ge and Activity, did not at all doubt 
but he ſhould ſoon have him at his Heels; which 
oblig d him to give Orders for redoubling his 
Marches, But his Artillery, and his Waggons 
overloaden with the Spoils of the Perſiaus, went 
on ſo ſlowly, that he was often tempted to have 
them burnt, after the Example of Alexander 3 
however he could not reſolve upon depriving him- 
ſelf of ſuch a precious Booty, which he deſignꝰd to 
ſet off his triumphal Entry into Conſtantinople, and 
afterwards to adorn. his Palaces, and embelliſh 
that Metropolis. 4 


EN the mean while the Prince of Ormus ſoon 
came up with him, and harraſſing his Rear-Guard 
Night and Day, hinder'd his March, to give 
Tſmael time to arrive, and attack him on his 

. the Eupbrates. Accordingly, no ſooner did Selim 
come to that River, but he cauſed ſeveral Floats 
to be got ready, upon which he ſent over ſome of 
kis Troops, with Part of his military Cheſt, and 

ſome Artillery. Then he order'd all his Cavalry. 
to enter the River at once, to the End they might 
break the Rapidity of the Stream, and thereby 
facilitate the Paſſage of Part of the Infantry, ho 
were croſſing over, ſome upon Goat's Skins blown 
up, and others by ſwimming, and ſupporting them 
felves on Pieces of the ſame Skins. | 


DURING this Confuſion, Jinael and the. 
Prince of Ormus appear'd, and attack'd the Reſt 
of the Turks who had not yet paſgd the River, 

and were guarding the Baggage and the Cannon. 
The Fight was not long; for the Turks ſeeing 
themſelves ſeparated by the Eupbrates, thought 
only on ſaving themſelves by ſwimming, and

SE LIM, who had himſelf paſs'd over in a 
little Bark, was in an inexpreſſible Rage on the 
other ſide of the River, to ſee his beſt Troops 
periſh thus, without having it in his Power to aſſiſt 
them his Cannon being almoſt all at Hnael's 
Mercy, and what he had got over, not being in a 
Condition to ſerve him, the Banks of the Euphrates 
being too muddy to level them thereupon. But 
what diſturb'd him the moſt, was the Fear that 
the King of Perſia would find the Means to paſs 
eaſily over the Eupbrates, well knowing that he 
was acquainted with the Fords. Being prepoſſeſs'd 
with this Imagination, he bent all his Thoughts 
upon purſuing his March, to the End he might 
avoid being attack'd in any Manner, abandoning 
his Baggage, and the beſt Part of his Artillery. 
As for the Perſians, they recover'd not only all 
that the Tyrks had plunder'd in Tauris, but alſo 
what had belong'd to themſelves, from the Impe- 
rial Pavillion, to the Tents of the Soldiers, with 
all their Ammunition and Proviſions, an infinite 
Number of Horſes, and Camels, all their Car- 
riages, and the three thouſand Families they had 
Carry'd off from Tauris, who were ſet at Liberty. 

But what moſt ſenſibly affected Iſmael's great Soul; 
was the Quantity of Cannon mounted upon their 
Carriages, each of which was drawn by ſix or

been weary of examining and admiring this Thun-

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Victory at the Battle of Zalderane. However as 
he ſaw that his Fhemy fled, and his on Troops 
were extremely fatigued with his redoubled 
Marches, he contented himſelf with theſe Ad- 
vantages, and order'd theſe immenſe Spoils to be 
tranſported to Tauris. He continued yet ſome 
time along the Eupbrates to obſerve his Enemy's 
Motions; but being inform'd that he was return- 
ing into his own Territories by long Marches, | he 
caus'd his own Army to file off flowly towards 
his Capital, where he was receiv*d with infinite Ac- 
clamations: His People having found to their 
Coſt, the Difference between the Government of 2 
tender, ſenſible and generous Monarch, and that 
of an ambitious, covetous, and cruel-Conqueror. 
The firſt Care of I/mael was to reſtore to every 
one what belong' d to him, giving an Equivalent 
for whatever was loſt, out of the Booty gain'd 
from the Turks. The Reſt was equally diftributed 
amongſt his Army, which he ſent to winter in 

ood Quarters, to recover the Men from their 


As for Selim, he continued his March haſtily, 
and paſs'd Mount Taurus in a Chagrin, thatborder'd 
upon Deſpair; inſomuch that thoſe Courtiers who 
us' d before to be moſt familiar with him, durſt no 
longer approach him or ſpeak to him. Being ar- 
riv'd at the Plain of S%afe, he made a Halt, and 
having conſider' d his Loſſes both before and after 
His Victory, his Army being reduced to a ſixth 
Part of what it was on its ſegting out for Perſia, 
he flew into ſuch an exceſſi ve Rage againſt the 
Sophy, that he ſwore he would levy ſuch powerful 
Armies, and attack him in ſo many different 
Places, that he would not leave him one Corner 
| of his Kingdom for a Retreat; nc 


** 
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NEVERTHELESS what the wiſe and 
experienced Baſſa Chendemen had forewarn'd him, 
which to his Coſt he had found to be but too true, 
made him judge that it would be difficult for him 
to put his Projects in Execution. But as his Paſ-. 
fion always got the better of his Prudence and 
his Reaſon, when his Troops had taken ſome Re- 
freſhment, he march d them on to Burſa, where 

he diſmiſs d them. As for himſelf, he waited the 

Return of the Spring in that great City, and 
iſſued out Orders for the Preparations of - next 
Campaign, which were ſo well executed, that his 
Army was ready; and arriv'd at the general Ren- 
dexvous, in the Beginning of April. | 


"HERE UPON he reſolv'd to attack Uſaſel, 
the King of the Aladulians, who not being con- 
tented with having refuſed him Aſſiſtance, when 
he paſs'd thro* his Territories, had laid ſeveral 
Ambuſcades, wherein his Troops had ſuffer'd 
very much : And when Selim complain'd of theſe 
Violences: Uſtaſel anſwer'd, that they were certain 
Mountaineers, who liv'd only by Rapine, that 
thus harraſs'd thoſe Twurks whom they could ſur- 

ize unawares, promiſing that he would make 
rict ſearch after them, and puniſh them ſeverely. 
But not long after he gave Orders to his Troops 
to poſt themſelves on the Mountains, in the 
ſteepeſt and moſt difficult Places, thro* which he 
knew the Ottomans mult neceſſarily paſs, and 
cauſed them to be attack'd there ſometimes in the 
Front, and ſometimes in the Rear, whilſt the 
Turks being ſurpriz'd, and endeavouring only to 
make their Eſcape, made but very little Reſiſtance 
in theſe diſmal Places: Inſomuch that neither 

Selim, nor his Council, nor the Valeur of his 4 
Forces, could find any other Remedy againſt this 

Trx!eachery, 
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Treachery, but to diſſemble the Knowledge of 
it, although Selim was not unacquainted with all 
the Proceedings of hs King of the Aladulians; 


'WHEREFORE that he might take Re- 
venge for all theſe Injuries, he commanded Sinan 
Baſſa, that brave Warriour, to whom he was in- 
debred for the Victory at the Battle of Zalderane, 
to march with his Van-Guard againſt Ufafel, 


whilſt he follow'd cloſe after with — Reſt of the 


Army. The King of the Aladulians having No- 
tice that Selim was marching againſt him, deſired 
Aſſiſtance of Iſnael; but this Monarch could not 
comply with Uſa/#Ps Requeſt, being at that Time 
obliged himſelf to maintain a War, which Selim 
had fomented againſt him with the Curdes, a Tar- 
tarian Nation. Theſe People had made an In- 
curſion into his Dominions as far as Diarbect, to 
- which they had laid Siege, which the Prihce of 
Or mus forced them to raiſe, after Raving gain d a 
"bloody Battle over them. | 1 
| USTASE L therefore aſſembled his Fares, 
and diſtributed them up and down the Defifes 
and Paſſes, Places that were naturally ſtrong: by 
their very Situation; the Turkiþ Army being 
6blig'd to paſs the Taurus, and Anti Taurus, which

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he turn'd the Stratagems of the Aladulian upon 
' himſelf ; and knowing the Avenues where this 
Prince had poſted his Troops, as well as after 
what Manner they were divided, he fell upon them 
ſo much to his own Advantage, that ſurrounding 
them on all ſides, he cut them to Pieces. The 
King of the Aladulians fell alive into his Hands, 
as well as the three Princes his Sons, whom Sinan 
ſent to Selim; who being charm'd with an Oppor- 
tunity to exerciſe his barbarous Humour, caus'd 
them inſtantly to be beheaded. 


' THIS Conqueſt was ſo very grateful to him, 
that he highly extoll'd Sinan Baſſa, tho? he was 
uſually very . of his Commendations to his 

Generals, whom he envy'd the Glory they ac- 
quired in ſerving him; and it has been often ſeen 
that too much Merit and Virtue has been ſuſpected 
by him, and that a fatal Death has been the Re- 
ward of ſuch, to whom he has had the greateſt Ob- 
ligations. He left then the whole Country to the 
Diſpoſal of Sinan, who divided it into Sangiacks, 
and Timariots, wherewith he gratify*d the braveſt 
Commanders in his Army, according to the 
Ciuſtom of the Turks. e 


THIS done, Selim march'd againſt the City 
of Keman, belonging to the King of Perſia, and 
ſituated at the fartheſt Part of Armenia. To this 
Place he laid Siege, and his Artillery having made 
a conſiderable Breach in the Walls, he gave the 
Aſſault, which laſted ſix Hours, but was repulſed 
by the Valour of the Garriſon and the Inhabitants; 
however, ſeeing that Selim was preparing for a ſe- 
cond Attack, they ſurrender'd on Condition of 
- having their Lives ſpared, which was promis'd. 
15 no ſooner was this Monarch Maſter of the 

City, 


than he bent all his Thoughts on violating 
I 2% 8 his 
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his Word, and caus d all the Men, from the oldeſt 
to the Infants in the Cradle, to be utterly de- 
ſtroy'd ; alledging that he had granted their Lives 
only to the Women. Then knowing that the So- 
advanced by long Marches, to force him to 
raiſe the Siege, he had it fortify'd, provided it 
with a ſtrong Garriſon, and all Things neceſſary 
to make a vigorous Reſiſtance, after which Jaan: 
all the Merchandize, and other Effects in general, 
that he found there to be pack d up, he ſent them 
to Burſa, and from thence to Conſtantinople :\ This 
done, as the Sophy was marching on, he retired, 
not being ſtrong enough to reſiſt him. . 
ISMAEL arriving ſome Days after the De- 
parture of his Enemy, and knowing him to be 
too far diſtant to be able to annoy him, ſat down be- 
fore Keman, and beſieg' d it ſo cloſely, that in 
eight Days Time he was in a Condition to give the 
Aſſault. Accordingly he did ſo; and began his 
Attacks at the ſame Place where Selim had made 
his Breaches, which not being well repair'd, were 
ſoon open'd, and the Efforts of the Perſians were 
ſo vigorous, that they carry'd the Town by Storm. 
Hereupon © 1/mael revenged himſelf of all the 
Cruelties which Selim had exercis'd there; the Turks. 
were every Man put to the Sword, without ſhowing - 
Mercy to one; after which having blown up the 
Fortifications, he ſent on all ſides large Bodies of. 
Troops into the Dominions of the Ottoman Em- 
peror, who put all to Fire and Sword. Thus the 
unfortunate People became the Victims of the 
mortal Hatred theſe two Princes bore each other. 
This done, Iſinael ſet out for Tauris, where the 
Prince of Ormus had arrived jult before, cover'd all

ao! till then had had none but frivolous Amuſe-

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ments, and had made Love only like a Sovereign, 
to whom all Hearts e it a Glory to ſubmit, 
was ſmitten with her Charms, and conceiv'd a 
Paſſion for her, which was ſo much the more to 
be dreaded by his Rivals, as he had it in his own 
Power to make himſelf happy. The ambitious 
Milla ſaw with Joy this Effect of her Beauty; 
wherefore without tranſgreſſing the Bounds of an 
exact Modeſty, ſhe left no means uneflay*d, which 
might ſerve to redouble the Flame of this young 
. we 


PRINCE Neradin was too curious an Ob- 
ſerver of his Siſter's Actions, not to perceive Zai- 
fadin's Love, and all that paſs'd in that Princeſs's 
Heart. Hetrembledat this Diſcovery, and could 
not conſtrain himſelf ſo much, but that the vir- 
tuous Axara was ſoon inform'd of the Truth. 
This Princeſs had a great and magnanimous Soul; 
but a Throne, as reſplendent as it is, could not 
dazzle her, when it was not fill'd by a Prince 
whoſe Virtues could heighten its Luſtre. 


SHE lov'd Zaifadin, becauſe he was her Ne- 
phew; but her Love to Prince Tor, his Brother, 
was accompany'd with an Eſteem, which the Vices 
of the King of Ormus had prevented her conceiving 
for him; and on this Occaſion the Hero ſeem'd 

to her preferable to all the Monarchs upon Earth. 

She was ſenſibly afflicted to find her Daughter's 

Sentiments on this Head, ſo different from hers ; 

and in the little Intervals which Zaifadin gave to 
the repeated Entertainments, wherewith he regal'd 
his Court, ſhe found means to ſpeak very ſtre-

Hereupon Zaifadin, who till then had only fol- 
low'd his natural Inclination, which led him on to 
Pleaſure, without troubling himſelf to ſet it off 
with that refinꝰd Delicacy, wherein all its Charms 
conſiſt, found to his Aſtoniſhment, that he was 
ſeiz*d with a Paſſion that required more Circum- 


ſpection, than he had hitherto obſervꝰd in his other 


amorous Purſuits. 


T HE Rank of the Princeſs herſelf, the Virtue 
of her Mother, and the Reſpect he ow'd her, 
oblig'd him to make very ſerious Reflections; and 
foreſeeing that he ſhould never be able to be Ma- 
ſter of his Deſires but by Marriage, he reſolv'd 
to ſpare no Pains to arrive at that Happineſs. But 
as he fear'd Atar, and that Miniſter ſtill retain'd 
an abſolute Authority over him, he reſoly'd to 
keep Silence till he had gain'd Noradin over to his 
Intereſt, 'and had rais'd him to ſuch an eminent 
Degree of Power, that the Eunuch's Authori 


| ſhould not be able to ſtand in Competition with 


him. To this End, there were no Marks of 
Friendſhip, which he did not ſhew Noradin, during 
the Courſe of the Diverſionsat Orfacan ; he ſpoke 
only to him, conſulted none but him, and repoſed 
ſuch an entire Confidence in him, that the Prince 
eaſily apprehended, that Zaifadin deſign'd to begin 
by him, the Conqueſt of his Siſter's Heart.

powerful, and he heap'd ſo many Favours upon 


Noradin, that the Eunuch Atar took a violent 
Umbrage thereat; and his Penetration having 
made him diſcover that Monarch's Love to Milla, 
he did not in the leaſt doubt but he was ruin'd, if 
he did not find means to thwart this growing Paf- 
ſion. This ambitious Miniſter, who had uled his

-THIS new Paſſion for a - Princeſs of the 
Blood, whoſe Alliance could not but be agreeable: 
to the whole Kingdom, made him reſolve to leave

mation. With this Thought, Atar, tho? he was 
a Witneſs of the Diverſions that reign'd at Orfa-. 
can, follow'd the King with the greateſt Exact- 
neſs, and often interrupted that Prince's Conver- 
ſation with Noradin and Milla, by his importunate 
Preſence, On the other Hand, Noradin, wha 
hated Atar, on Account of the Diſorders he had 
caus'd in the Kingdom, by rendering Zaifadin 
deſpicable to all his Subjects, reſolv'd to take Ad- 
vantage of the King's Favour to ruin the Eunuch; 
and to render himſelf potent enough to give Law 
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to his Sovereign, in Caſe he ſhould attempt to

ALTHO' Mills had fully expected this De- 


claration, and her Pride had even made her wiſh 


for it, the Love ſhe had for the Prince of Ormus 


maintain'd at that Inſtant ſuch an obſtinate Diſ- 


pute with her Ambition, that ſhe could not avoid 
being in Confuſion : However, having m_ an 
| ort 
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Effort to recover herſelf, Forgive my Lord, ſaid 
ſhe, forcing him to riſe up, the Excels of my Sur- 
prize; the King of Ormus, till this Hour, has 
ſeem'd ſo little ſuſceptible of a ſerious Paſſion, 
that I-could not help being aſtoniſh'd at the pre- 
cious Gifts he has juſt offer d me; nevertheleſs the 
Honour your Majeſty does me is too great, not to 
make that Return to it which I ought; and I be- 
lieve I comply with the profound Reſpect I have 
for you, and the Laws my Duty exacts from me, 
when I affure you, that if the Princeſs my Mother 
conſents to what you call your Happineſs, you 
ſnall find in me an intire Submiſſion to her Will. 


AH Madam! cry'd out the Amorous Mo- 
narch, go on, and render my Felicity compleat, 
by giving me Hopes, that Obedience will not be 
the only Motive which will induce you to make 
me happy. I would obtain your Hand of the 
Princeſs Axara, but I would be indebted for your 
Heart only to Love. My Lord, reply'd Milla, 
(who already repented of the Conſent ſhe had juſt 
given, and who felt her Affection to the Prince of 
Ormus increaſe, in Proportion as ſhe approv'd of 
his RivaPs Flame, ) require nothing more of a Prin- 

- , ceſs who as yet knows only the noble Pride of an 
Auguſt Extraction, and permit me to rejoin the

AT theſe Words, giving him her Hand, ſhe 
advanc'd with him towards that Croud of Cour- 
tiers, whom their Reſpect and Complaiſance had 
kept at a Diſtance.

PRINCE Noradin had not loft one Word of 
this Converſation; and if he was a little pleas'd to 
find that Milla had promig'd only to acquieſce with 
what Commands Axara ſhould lay on her, he was 
ſenſibly afflicted at her having given ſo ſpeedy a 
Conſent to the King's Paſſion; and being afraid of 
that Prince's explaining himſelf to his Mother, be- 
fore he had appriz d her of what had paſs'd, he 
return'd back by an Alley that led to the whole 
Court: But not ſeeing Axara amongſt them, he 
apply'd himſelf ſo cloſely to follow Zaifadin, that 


i chat Prince had had any ſecret Deſign, he could

BUT whilit the King was thus declaring his 
Sentiments to Milla, there paſs'd a Converſation 
between Atar and the Princeſs Axara, which was 
not leſs affecting.

trious Birth; Atar, ſaid ſhe to him, I would not 
have you ignorant that your Manner of educating 
the King my Nephew, has given me an Inſight in- 
to the Extent of your Ambition; the whole King- 
dom is acquainted with it, and being, as I am, 
nearer the Throne than others, you may well lte

that not one of your Actions has eſcap'd my Ob- 
ſervation; your Fortune and your Power are 
at their greateſt Height; injoy them, Atar, we are 
not jealous of them, but don't think to extend 
your Authority over my Familiyrxr. 


BEING, as it is, independent of your Power, 
regard it with the Reſpect you owe it, and do not 
incite the King by your Counſels to ſeek for A- 
muſements in my Houſe, which my Rank, my 
Birth, and my Virtue, make me look upon as 
a Diſhonour. The Love of Zaifadin to my Daugh- 
ter becomes publick, and is thought real, in- 
ſomuch that it alarms'me, and fince that Prince 
regulates his Inclinations only by your Defires, ex- 
tinguifh a Fire, the Flame whereof may ſpread e- 
ven to you, and deſtroy in an Inſtant that For- 
tune and, Advancement, which you have taken fo 
much Care to procure yourſelf. hens ants 


THE haughty Atar, who ſince his Greatneſs 
had met only with ſervile Flatterers, was pretty 
much ſurpriz d to hear himſelf talk'd to after that 
manner; but as he was a greater Maſter of Diſſi- 
mulation than any one, and deſign'd to diſcover 
the Princeſs Axara's moſt ſecret Sentiments, he 
affected a profound Submiſſion, and when ſhe had 
ceas d ſpeaking ; Madam, reply'd he, I could ea- 
ily juſtify myſelf as to the Ambition whereof Tam 
accus'd; having never had any other but that of 
ſerving my Sovereign well: But the Reſpect which 
I ſhall always retain for you, prevents my entring 
into a particular Inquiry, which might perhaps 
diſpleaſe you, by letting you know that J Have leſs 
contributed to his Majeſty's applying himſelf ſo 
little to the Affairs of State, than his own natural 
Inclination. As to his Paſſion for the Princeſs, I 
have no other Information thereof than what he has 
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given the whole Court; I have not in the leaſt 
been inſtrumental to its Riſe, the exquiſite Charms 
of the incomparable Milla, ſtand in need of no o- 
ther Aid but themſelves to captivate Hearts; ſhe 
has ſhown herſelf, and the King has ſeen her, is 
not that enough to inſpire Love? As to the Ap- 
prehenſions, with Reſpect to your Conſequences of 
this Paſſion, I dare aſſure you they cannot but be 
unjuſt; his Majeſty will know how to make a vaſt 
Difference between his paſt Amuſements, and a 
Princeſs of the Blood; and if he loves her, he will 
certainly marry her: Then this Union cannot but 
be glorious to you, and beſides it will fill all the

NO, Altar, (cry*d out the Princeſs haſtily, inter- 
rupting him,) no, Milla is not deſtin'd for Zaifa- 
din; let him ſcek amongſt - the Monarchs his 
Neighbours an Alliance that may be much more 
advantageous for the Welfare of his Subjects, and 
leave me in quiet the Diſpoſal of my Daughter; 
this is what I require of you, extinguiſh this Love, 
prevent this Marriage, and be aſſured of my Ac- 


knowledgment. 


As Atar was ignorant of the ſecret Motives 
which made her dread theſe Nuptials, and thought 
all the World as deceitful as himſelf; he imagin'd 
that Axara ſpoke to him after this manner, only 
to penetrate into his Soul, and ruin him intirely. 
Being firmly prepoſſeſs'd with this Thought, by 
Reaſon of the great Degree of Favour which No- 
radin then injoy' d, he immediately came to a Re- 
ſolution; and determining to deſtroy Noradin 
himſelf, perſiſted in diſſembling, and repreſented 
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to her in the ſtrongeſt Colours the Advantages of 
ſuch a glorious Alliance, But finding her continue 
ſtedfaſt in reſolving to oppoſe it, he at laſt pro- 
mis*d to leave no Stone unturn'd to ſatisfy her, 
fully determining within himſelf to keep his 
Word, but by ſuch Methods as ſhould be capable 
of ruining all that Auguſt Family, which began 
already to give him too much Umbrage, not to 
endeavour its Deſtruction. 


NEVERTHELESS- he diſſembled fo ex- 
quiſitely, that Axara thought ſhe” had found in 
him a certain Support againſt Zaifadin's Intentions, 
Hardly had they ended their Converſation; when 
they ſaw that Prince appear with all his Court, 
which was gather*d about him, and return'd into 
the Apartments, where after having ſpent ſome 
more Time in different Pleaſures, every one ſepa- 
rated, to enjoy the Sweetneſs of a ſoft Repoſe.

- HEREUPON Aar, who deſired no more, 
aſſured him of his Care, and conjur?d him to ob- 
ſerve an inviolable Secrecy, and be upon his 
Guard with Milla and Noradin; which done, 
he left him, after having concerted together pro- 
per Meaſures, to inform him gf what Diſcoveries 
he ſhould make, The Reſt of the Night was ſpent

ALL theſe things being enfrely regulated, 
the King of Ormus, whoſe new — — 4 only 
increas d his Love, bent all his Thoughts on lay- 
ing both his Heart and his Crown at the feet of 
Milla. Wherefore he had no ſooner diſengag'd 
himſelf from his moſt important Cares, than he 
went to that Princeſs, who receiv'd him at the Head 
of all the Princeſſes of the Blood, and Ladies of 
the Court; and he found her Beauty ſo much im- 
prov'd ſince he had ſeen her, that he was dazzled 
with its Luſtre. The haughty Milla felt a ſecret 
Joy at this Effect of her Charms; and the Affec- 
tion ſhe had for that Prince, made her then know, 
for the firſt Time, the Difference of the Pleaſuze 
that is.caus'd by a mutual Love, and that which 
proceeds only from Ambition. 3 


HERE UP ON the King of Ormus, who no 
longer pretended to mike a Secret of his Paſſion, 
advancing towards her reſpectfully; Icome, Ma- 
dam, ſaid he, to offer you a Crown which Hea- 
ven has deſign'd you; reign, and begin to diſpoſe 
of the Deſtiny of your Subjects, by determining 
the Fortune of the moſt amorous and moſt faithful 
of Mankind. e 


MY Lord, anſwer'd Milla, it belongs only to 

you to pronounce the Deſtiny of thoſe who are ſub- 

ject to your Laws,, and ſince my Rank has placed 

me at the Head-of them, do you command, and 

I will ſhow them an Example of Obedience. At 

theſe Words, preſenting him her Hand, Re 2

6 , — 
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ducted her into her Cloſet, whither they were 
followed by none but Saine : There it was that Tor 
giving himſelf up to the Violence of his Paſſion, 

fel at the Princeſs's Feet, and gave her ſuch a 
lively Deſcription of his Love, his Fears, his Suſ- 
picions, and the Torments he had ſuffer d, that 
ſhe found herſelf obliged to make her Pride give 
Way to the Violence of her Affection; and being 
upon the Point of injoying the utmoſt of her 
Wiſhes, ſhe thought ſhe ought not to conceal 
from him what paſs'd in her Soul, the more be- 
cauſe ſhe did not doubt but Noradin had already 
partly inform'd him of her Love. Wherefore, over- 
coming her natural Haughtineſs; My Lord, (ſaid 
ſhe, when he had ceas'd ſpeaking) all that the 
Prince my Brother has told you, ought to have 
incourag*d you; and if that is not yet enough, 
continued ſhe, bluſhing, I muſt add thereto a fin- 
cere Acknowledgment of the moſt perfect Eſteem 
and Affection that you can deſire. | 


| T HE Kingof Ormus had almoſt expird with Joy 

at theſe Words; his Diſcourſe, his Actions, and his 
Looks were nothing but Flames and Tranſports; he 
imbraced her Knees; he return'd Thanks to Heaven; 
he call'd 1/mae! to be Witneſs of his perfect Hap- 
pineſs; inſomuch that at laſt the ambitious Milla 
ſaw her Triumph perfect, and only ſtudy'd how to 
render it ſolid and durable, by taking Advantage 
of the Charms where with Nature had adorn'd 
her, to increaſe every Hour a Paſſion, which was 


to make her Sovereign Arbiter of the King and 
Kingdom. * * 


AFTER having beſtow'd ſufficient time 
upon their mutual Satisfaction, they rejoin'd the 
Court, to whom that Monarch declar'd that he 
intended to eſpouſe the Princeſs ; and reſolving not 

to 
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to delay his Happineſs, he immediately order d 
the Ceremony to be ſolemnized the next Day hut 
one; for Preparations: having been made for the 
- Marriage of Zaifadin, it did not require above. 
a Day to get all Things in Readineſs. This ſo 
much wiſnh'd for Moment being at laſt arriy'd, 
the King of Ormus, and the Princeſs Milla were 
united for ever. Theſe Nuptials were celebrated 
with ſuch a Pomp and Magnificence as ſurpaſs d all 
that had been ſeen in thoſe Parts for many Ages; 
the Profuſion of Gold and Jewels where wich every 
one was adorn*d ; the majeſtick Air of the King ; 
the exquiſite Beauty of the Queen; the Joy of 
the Courtiers; and Acclamations of the People, 
made all together a Sight worthy of Admiration. 


T HIS great Day was follow'd by divers mili- 
tary Feſtivals, and gallant Diverſions, wherein the 
Courtiers ſtrove to outvie each other in diſplaying 
the Elegancy of their Taſte, their Addreſs, and their 
Magnificence. But altho? the Joy of the Court was 
notto be parallePd,that of the King very much ſur- 
7 it: This Monarch being intoxicated with his 

ove, ſeem'd to have forgot the Reſt of the World, 
and forgetting even himſelf, never thought any 

Hours ſo ſweet or ſo dear, as thoſe he ſpent at the 
Queen's Feet. To ſee her, love her, and adore 
her, became his moſt important Cares; and this 
artful Princeſs knew ſo well how to take Advan- 
rage of the Power of her Eyes, that of a King, 
ſhe made him her Slave. . | 


ACCORDINGLY this Prince who was 
ſo great, and ſo prudent ; this Hero, for whom 
Glory had ſo many Charms; being hurry*d on by 
a fatal Inclination, gave himſelf up without Re- 
ſerve to the Love wherewith he was poſleſs'd, and 
being contented with ha ing intruſted the Admi-

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niftration of Affairs to Noradin, ſhut. himſelf 
up in his Palace, that he might mjoy undiſturb'd 
the Beauty which held him in Fetters. He no 
longer ſhow'd himſtif but ſeldom to the People 3

THE ambitious Mitts was not "IOW. of

- Judging'that her Authority would be leſſen d, 


the King fhould examine more narrowly into the 
Affairs of State, ſhe took Care to remove from 
about his Perſon, all thoſe who could inform him 
of what paſbꝰ d; no Favours were obtain'd but 
thro* her Means, nor were any diſtributed, but 
thro? her Hands, or Noradin's ; one Look of the 
Queen's being ſufficient to make Tor conſent to 
whatever ſhe deſired. 


..SUCH is the Misfortune of virtuous Princes, 
who ſuffer themſelves to be prepoſſeſod, in Favour

not commit any. And being blinded by the Inclina«

An Error which 3 is very preju- 
dicial to great Princes; and which evidently ſhews 
that they cannot make too ſtrict a Tryal, of thoſe 


Orb they chooſe for their Favourites. 


I the es of Demes had examintd? into the 
Characters of Noradin and Milla, Love and 


Friendſhip. would not have ſo far inſlaved his 


Mind, as to make them the Depoſitaries of his 
Repoſe, his Glory and his. Authority, His Vir- 
tue would have oppoſed his Paſſion — a Princeſs 
ſo little worthy to inſpire it; he would have look'd 

upon Noradin with Horror and his Subjects 
would have beheld in him the greateſt of Heroes, 
whereas 5, now only ſaw a Man 9 with 


che ſame Weakneſſes as others. 


WHAT does it avail a Monarch to be prü- 
dent and valiant, to be indu'd with Clemency 
and Humanity, and to love his People and the 


Glory of the State, if he acts as if he was not 


Maſter of any of theſe fine 2 and ſuffers 
himſelf to be govern'd by thoſe who have them 


not? Tis not enough for a Man to be virtuous, * 


he muſt make it appear that he is ſo. A King 
ought to diſplay his Wiſdom in the leaſt of his 
Actions; and the moſt glorious Proof, that he 
can give of it, is in the Choice he makes of his 
Miniſters, and Favourites; tis by that he ſhews 
his Prudence and Dif cernment, 


THE 


- THE king of Ormus was born with all the 
Virtues that form a great, Man ; nevertheleſs he 
had only aſcended the Throne by the Crimes of 
his Friend, and the Diſſimulation of his Miſtreſs. 
Being abſent both from the one and the other, he 
was ignorant of their Intrigues, Ambition, and 
Artifice'z/ the Beauty of the one had captivated 


him, Abſence had conceaPdher Faults and the Poſ- 


ſeſſion of ſo many Charms had blinded him. On the 
other Hand, the Zeal and evident Services of the o- 


ther had deceiv*d him, inſomuch, that he thought he 
could never do enough in Acknowledgment of 


them; and with this Imagination, the Queen and 
Noradin were the only Deities whom he adored. 
Such was the Condition of that Prince, who was 
ſo much the more to be lamented, as no body 
doubted but he was worthy to reign. — 


IN che mean while, Prince Noradin had been fo 
much uſed to govern, that Ambition began inſen- 

fibly to take Poſſeſſion of his Heart; and as he 
was capable of the moſt odious Vices, this Paſſion 
being join'd to his other Failings, inſpired him 
only with freſh Crimes: The firſt he had com- 
mitted had fucceeded ſo well with him, that he 
thought he might be able to perpetrate yet more, 
without incurring any Danger. His Eyes, which

Noradia 
had too good Intelligencers in Ormus, not to 
know that he alone was the Object of the publick 
Hatred, and that the King was only accus d of 
having too much Goodneſs: Such Sentiments in 
the Minds of the People were not favourable to 
his pernicious Deſigns, and altho* he was ſole 
Maſter there, he judg'd that he could not attempt 
any thing, without being well ſeconded;;  - 


HE had ſhar'd the Adminiſtration of Affairs 
with three Brothers, his near Relations, Hudefur, 
ales, and Hamedes. Hamedes, who was the 
youngeſt, was full of Wit, Ambition, and Know- 
7 in all Sorts of Affairs; he was cunning and 
artful, had been educated: by the Eunuch Aar, 
and had jmbib'd all his Politicks. He had ma- 
nag d ſo well by his Intrigues, that he had diſco- 
ver d Who was the Author of that Miniſter's 
Death ; and that he might be yet better aſſured 
of it, be had affected an extraordinary Value for 
Mrudin, making his Court to him very exactly, 
entring into all his Deſigns, and ſtriving to put 
them in Execution with ſuch an ardent Zeal, hat 
the Prince could not refuſe, him his Confidence, 
Accordingly, he had obtain d it to that, Degree, 
4 that upon letting ſome Words fall, as if by Chance,

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4IMPRUDENCE i the moſt uſual Faiting 
of wicked Perſons,; they diſtruſt, and repoſe . a 
Confidence with equal Facility. Hamedes was no 
ſooner aſſured that Noradin had deſtroy'd Atar, 
than he vow'd within himſelf to be reveng'd of 
him. The Deaths of Nagard and Zaifadin having 
follow'd ſoon after, he did not in the leaſt doubt 
whence fuch terrible Strokes, proceeded: But like 
a prudent Politician, he preſerv'd theſe fatal Secrets 
in his own Breaſt, not to make uſe of them till a 
favourable Opportunity, being willing firſt to 
dive into the Character of the new King, and ma- 
nage ſo as to diſcover if he had not himſelf been 
concern'd in Noradin's Villanies; reſolving to re- 
main ſilent the reſt of his Days if it were ſo, or to 
ruin the Prince if he was the only Criminal. 


_ .. WITH. this Deſign, Hamedes continued his 
Aſſiduities about Noradin, and by his Cares and 
Complaiſance gain'd his Love ſo effectually, that 
he was one of the firſt for whom he ſpoke to Tor 
on his Acceſſion to the Throne: Being belov'd by 
the Prince, and recommended by Milla, nothing 
more was wanting to render Hamedes very dear to 
that Monarch. Wherefore this ſubtle Faliican 
having attain'd to the Degree he had deſir'd, took 

upon himſelf the Charge of the principal Affairs 
of the Miniſtry, that he might have more Oppor- 
tunities of ſpeaking to the King; and having by 
his good Offices gain'd himſelf many Creatures, 
and won the Hearts of the Soldiers, he put him- 
ſelf in a Capacity to make Head againſt Noragin., 
To this End he acquitted himſelf of every thing he 
had undertaken ſo much to the Satisfaction of the 
King and the Publick, that he was ſoon look'd 
upon with a general Eſteem. 1

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| HOWEVER, not forgetting his firſt Deſign; 
he examin'd Tor very carefully, and finding in 
him a Fund of Virtue which nothing could alter, 
but which ſeem'd to be obſcured by his Love and 
Friendſhip, he did not ſcruple being perſuaded that 
Noradin had perpetrated all his Crimes without 
the King's Privity, and that he might deſtroy that 
perfidious Wretch,. without affecting the Glory of 
that Monarch. nend 4 


"BUT not to give any Suſpicion of his Deſigns, 
he only ſpoke in publick of the Prince's Ability in 
the Diſcharge of Affairs, extolling his Wiſdom and 
Conduct inceſſantly; tho ſecretly he caus'd ſome 
Perſons who were devoted to him, and whom he 
had gain'd over to his Intereſts, to repreſent to the 
King the Faults that were every Day committed 
in the Government, whereby, without naming 
Noradin, they hinted indirectly that he was the 
Author of the Diſorders that crept into the State. 
Some there were who were even bold enough, to 
diſcover to him that Prince's moſt ſecret Vices, 
and in myſterious Terms, to mention the Aſſaſſi- 
nation of Zaifadin, as an Act that muſt neceſſarily 
have been authoriz'd by ſome Perſon of very great 
Power, ſince no body had been able to diſcover 
how, or by whom it had been eommitted. But 
the King of Ormus, whoſe Soul was great and ge- 
nerous, never carry'd his Thoughts fo far as No- 
radin, it not being in his Power to imagine that a 
Prince of his Blood could commit ſuch execrable- 
Crimes; however, he did not fail making Reflec- 
tions on all that had been ſaid to him, and as he 
was a Man of great Penetration, he eaſily 
comprehended that ſome Perſon in his Court was 
ſuſpected of this Outrage. Wherefore, that he 
might examine into the Bottom of this, he reſolv'd 
Arte ts 
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to apply himſelf to Hamedes, as ſeeming the mgſt 
vigilant, and moſt active of all his Miniſters, and 
to know of him at the ſame time, whence proceed- 
ed the Diſorders that were ſaid to be in the Affairs 
of State. Whilſt he was thus imploy'd in ſeeking 
how to diſcover ſo matiy Things of ſuch Impor- 
tance to his Glory, Noradin bent all his Thoughts 
on concerting proper Meaſures to aſcend the 
Throne; and judging that to this End the Aſſiſ- 
tance of Hamedes would be neceſſary, he ſhew'd 
him yet more Eſteem and Confidence than uſual : 
And as he was inform'd on all Hands that this 
oung Miniſter never ſpoke of him but with an ex- 
8 Zeal, he did not in the leaſt queſtion 
but he ſhould prevail on him to enter into his De- 
ſigns. Hereupon Hamedes penetrating into his 
Views, ſeem'd to give intirely into them, by his 
Aſſiduity, his Affection, and his Complaiſance; 
in ſhort, Matters were carry'd on with ſo much 
Art on both Sides, that Noradin being perſuaded 
that Hamedes was wholly. devoted to him, would 
no longer defer diſcloſing himſelf to him. 
T O this End, he one Day made him come to his 
Apartment on Pretence of conſulting with him on 
ſome ſecret Affair which the King had given him in 
Charge; and there, after having aſſured him ofa moſt 
tender Friendſhip, he enter'd into a particular Ace- 
count of the Cares of the Miniſtry, and expreſ# 
a great-Concern at his having been deceiv'd with 
reſpect to the King; adding, that he had believ'd 
him an active, vigilant, and warlike Prince, Who 
would undertake great Things, and render his Peo- 
ple happy; but that on the contrary, he was yet 
more weak than Zaifudin; that the latter diſ- 
play*d at leaft ſome Greatneſs of Soul in the Enter- 
tainments he made for his Court and his People, 
whereas Tor ſuffer'd none to be Partakers of his 
| 22 Diver- 
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© Diverſions but his Favourites, and ſhutting him- 
ſelf up in his Palace, at the Queen's Feet, was 
wholly immers'd in an unmanly Idleneſs. 


- HA MEDES foreſeeing whither this Diſcourſe 
- tended, enter'd into all, his Sentiments; and la- 
- mented his having given himſelf ſo much Trouble 
to place the Crown upon the Head of a Prince 
- who knew not how to wear it; adding, that it was 
an Evil for which there was no Remedy, and that 
he thought he ought to take Advantage of that 

Monarch's Weakneſs, to amaſs Riches and Trea- 
fures, which might comfort him far whatever 
might happen. | 


- HEREUPON Noradin, being incourag®d 
by theſe Words, anſwer'd that his Views went yet 
: farther, but that it was neceſſary for him to be ſe- 
conded in the Execution of his Deſign. Upon 
which, Hamedes without Scruple reply'd, That 
having the Honour to be his neareſt Relation, and 
being oblig*d to him, for the Poſt he injoy'd, 
he couldnot, without doing him an Outrage, ad- 
: dreſs himſelf to any one in the Kingdom, who 
would be more faithful or more devoted to him 
than himſelf; that he had already ſecured himſelf 
ſeveral Friends, who were ready to undertake any 
thing, and on whom he could rely; and that in 
ſhort both himſelf and his Friends would aſſiſt him 
implicitly in all his Enterprizes. : 


NORADIN being charm'd with the Ardour 
of his Zeal, imbraced him, and promis'd him the 
- firſt Dignities in the Empire, if ever he ſhould at- 
tain to what he deſir d. After this, he reprefented 
to him that having had the good Fortune to rid 
himſelf eaſily of Atar, Nagard, and Zaifadin, with- 
out any Perſon's having the leaſt: Suſpicion —_ 
* 4 
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ke might well judge that 1t- would not be more 
difficult to him to diſpatch Tor; that he would him-' 
felf find out the Means, without defiring any other- 
Perſon to be concerr'd therein; but that fearing the 
Intrigues of the Queen, and the Power of the King 
of Perſia, who would perhaps make himſelf Maſ- 
ter of the Kingdom of Ormus, after the Death of 
his Friend, or at leaſt preſerve it by Force for his 
Widow, it was of the laſt Conſequence to him, 
that ſome Man of Underſtanding ſhould underhand 
gain the Soldiers and the People, in order to diſ- 


poſe them to reſiſt his Enemies. 


THE diſſembling Hamedes immediately offer*d 
himſelf to execute this great Project, and naming to 
him the principal Officers inthe Army, as Men on 
whom he might depend, he flatter'd Noradin with 
Hopes which ſeem'd ſo much the better founded, 
as he had himſelf very powerful Friends. Where- 
fore he charg*d Hamedes to ſet about that Affair 
as ſpeedily as poſſible; which done, they parted, 
after having {worn an inviolable Secreſy to each 
ether. Although [ſamedes was not indued with 
more Virtue or leſs Ambition than Noradin, his 
Inclinations did not prompt him to ſuch enormous 
Crimes; he was willing to aggrandize himſelf, but 
he was not inclin'd to imbrue his Hands in the 
Blood of his Sovereign. - 


NO R AD IN's execrable Attempts fill'd him 
with Horror, but his laſt Deſign chill'd his very 
Blood with Terrour. I his Opportunity of re- 
venging the Death of Atar, whom he had lov'd 
like a Father, together with the Glory of ſaving 
both the State, and his Maſter from Deſtruction, 
made him reſolve to venture all, to inform the 
King of what paſs' d. Nor was he long at a loſs 
to find the Means; for this Prince, whom the re- 
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peated Diſcourſes of his Courtiers began to diſturb, 
reſolving, whatever it coſt him, to extricate him- 
ſelf from the Trouble which they gave him, ſent 
Orders ſecretly to Hamedes, to repair to him to- 
wards the Cloſe of the Evening, which was the 
Time that Monarch uſually took to retire into 
his Cloſet, to write to Perſia, or to read the Let- 


ters he receiv*d from thence. 


HAME DES obey'd, and was no ſooner in- 
troduced to the King, but that Prince looking 
on him with that Air whereby he knew how tq 
win every Heart; Hamedes, ſaid he to him, 
tho“ nothing is more difficult for Kings, than to 
find Subjects who are ſincere, I have a Mind to 
make Tryal upon you, whether I have any better 
Fortune than the Reſt. This ſaid, he acquainted 
him with all the Hints that had been given him 

both about the Diſorders of the Miniſtry, and. 
the Aſſaſſination of Zaifadin. 


AS for the firſt, continued he, you can inform 
me of the Truth, ſince your Imployments pur it 
in your Power to know all Things, and to find 
whence the Faults proceed, whereof ſuch Com- 
plaints are made; and as for the ſecond, having 
the Penetration which you have, it will not be 
difficult for you to diſcover it, and to apprize 
me upon, whom my People fix the execrable Im- 
putation of ſuch a barbarous Villany. But both 
in the one and the other you muſt uſe Sincerity, 
you mult not be reſtrain'd by any Duty, or any 
Conſideration 3 in fine, you muſt look upon me 
as your ſole Friend, and only Relation, and be 
perſuaded that *tis from me alone, that all Fa- 
vours, good Offices, and Rewards proceed. Speak 
then Hamedes, and ſacrifice your deareſt Intereſts 
to your Sovereign, ſince he ought to be to you in- 
ſtead of every Thing. :

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MY Lord, reply'd te him this able Politician,

THESE few Words, pierced Tor's Heart 
to the very Bottom; wherefore imagining that 
| ſnot neceſſarily have ſomething extraordinary 
ſtrange to bring to light, and ſome Perſon of very 
conſiderable Note to name to him, he found him- 
ſolf in an extreme Agitation, and looking atten- 
tively upon Hamedes : No, anſwer'd he, do not 
fear any Thing; I will be acquainted with all, I 
will believe you; and if I ſhould ſeek for any far- 
ther Information, with Regard towhatyou tell me, 
it ſhall only be to act with the more Juſtice. ' 


MY Lord, reply'd again Hamedes, I am go- 
ing to touch you in ſuch a ſenſible Part, that I 
cannot reſolve upon ſpeaking, without you abſo- 
lutely command me. Speak then, cried the 

King, interrupting him, I command you; and 
ſhould you accuſe even what is deareſt to me, I 
will not be left in Ignorance of any Thing. He 
pronounced theſe Words with fo, much Authority, 
that Hamedes could no longer reſiſt, but falling at 
his Feet, he began his Diſcourſe, with Part of 
the Tranſactions that happen'd at the latter End 
of the late King's Reign. Amongſt the Reſt, 
he acquainted him with the extraordinary Death of 
Atar, the Murther of Nagard, Governour of 
Ormus, bringing up the Rear, with the Aſſaſſina- 
tion of Zaifadin. After this, he inform'd him of his 
Suſpicions of Noradin, with his Manner of Beha- 
viour to him, to dive into his Secrets; and in ſhort,

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the laſt Converſation he had with that Prince, wh- 
out concealing from him one ſingle Word. 


T Hs done, as a Proof of all bis Cries, 
he gave him manifeſt Evidence that he had not 
in any one Thing follow'd the Plan of Govern- 
ment, which he had given him; and that being 
wholly wedded to his own Intereſts, he only im- 
ploy'd his Power in making himſelf Creatures; 
that the greateſt Part of the principal Officers of 
the Army, the Court and the City, were devoted 
to him; that the moſt conſiderable Imployments 
were poſfſeſsd by Perſons of no Merit, who after 
the Example of their: Benefactor, bent all their 
Thoughts only upon inriching themſelves, and 
lending him Aſſiſtance in his pernicious Deſigns, 


THESE, my Lord,continued he,arethe melan- 
choly Truths which you would know; this is what 
I had reſolved to have told to you by another, rather 
than tomake the Diſcovery my ſelf, finceIcould not 
accuſe the Prince, without reproaching my ſelf 
in ſome Meaſure of Ingratitude, for the Benefits 
1 have receiy*d from hin, and giving you a very 
terrible Wound. 


NEVER was Aſtoniſnment comparable to 
that of the King of Ormus, on hearing of ſo many 
horrible Crimes, committed by a Man whom he 
lov'd fo perfectly; and never: was Grief more 
lively than his, on finding that he ſhould be 
oblig*d to deliver up to the Rigour of the Laws, 
a Prince of the Blood, and the Brother of his 
Queen. Long time he kept Silence, with his 
Eyes fix*d upon the Earth, like a Man oppreſs'd 
with the moſt mortal Sorrow; at laſt raiſing them 
up, and looking ſtedfaſtly upon Hamedes, who 
had all the while NG kneeling : *Tis done,

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faid- he, Noradin mall die. However, my dear 
Hamedes, | don't think it ſtrange if I reſolve my 
{elf to be convinced of all his Crimes. I dort 
make the leaſt doubt of what you have told me;

him be of what Rank he will, a King cannot be 
too circumſpect. | Nap + 2 


M Lord, anſwer'd he, your Majeſty's Wiſ- 
dom always acts conformably to itſelf, and I can- 
not but admire the Laws it preſcribes you. But, 

my Lord, if you hearken to the Pr ince, you will 
find him innocent, and I ſhall become the only 
Criminal. Your Friendſhip, for him, the Tears 
of the Queen, in ſhort, all will conſpire againſt 
me; and altho* your Majeſty ſhould oppoſe my 
Deſtruction, it will be inevitable, if either the 
Prince or the Queen ſhould come to know that 
I have diſcover*d to you his execrable Conſpiracy; 
and neither the one or the other can doubt of it, 
ſince IJ am the only Perſon intruſted with the Se- 
cret.

Tor approv'd of this Expedient, and aſk'd what 
Method he could take to conceal him from the 
Eyes of Noradin? Hamedes anſwer'd, that no- 
thing was more eaſy, becauſe the Prince lodged 
in Atar's Apartment, whoſe Cloſer open'd upon,

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a Pair of Back-Stairs, which led up to the Royal 
Bed-Chamber ; he added, that this Commuini- 
cation had- been made with 'Zaifadin's Conſent, to 
the End that Aar might fee him at any Hour of 
the Day or Night, whenever Occaſion ſhould re- 
quire; that Noradin had it ſtopp'd up on his fide, 
but that it was not ſo towards the Royal Cham- 
ber, ſo they call the Room where the King lies, 
theſe Back- Stairs being actually uſed by the Gen- 
tlemen of the Chamber, to carry up whatever 
was neceſſary againſt the King's going to Bed: 
And that from thence he might overhear all that 
ſhould be ſaid in the Prince*s Cloſet, the Door be- 
ing only cover'd with the ſame golden Hangings 

which adorn'd the Reſt of the Apartment. | 


THE King of Ormus made fo great a difficul- 
ty of condemning Noradin, without being aſſur'd 
of his T reaſon, that he readily conſented to all that 
Hamedes propoſed to him, Wherefore he diſmiſs'd 
him, after having promis d him to repair to the 
Back-Stairs at the Time appointed, and ſworn 
that the Queen ſhould never know one Word of 
what he had inform'd him. Hereupon Hamedes 
withdrew, very well ſatisfy'd with having put 
Things in a Readineſs to revenge Atar's Death, 
and ſecure his own Fortune, whereof he could no

AS for that Prince,' he continued alone yet 
ſome Minutes longer, revolving in his Mind the 
Crimes of Noradin; and the more he reflected 
thereon, the more he thought him worthy of a 
thouſand Deaths.

However, as the 
Diſcourſe of Hamedes had given him to underſtand, 
that his Conduct might be blamed by Men of Ho-

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NOTHING could be more amiable than 
Milla; ſhe had the Art of charming and pleaſi 
to the higheſt Degree; and one may ſay, that 
had it not been for the exceſſive Ambition 
which ſway'd her, ſne would have been the 
molt perfect Woman of her Time: But this Paſ- 
ſion gain*d-ſuch an Aſcendant over her Reaſon, | 
that ſhe was capable of attempting any Thing to 
ſatisfy it; however, ſhe knew ſo well how to diſ- 
guiſe it from Tor, that he took that for a Greatneſs 
of Soul, which was only an inſatiable Thirſt of go- 
verning. | 2285 


HE anſwer' d theſe flattering Careſſes with all 
the Love wherewith ſhe had inſpired him; and 
finding himſelf at Eaſe in that reſpect, he found no 
Difficulty in concealing what diſturb'd him other- 
wile, but knew ſo well how to conſtrain himſelf, that 
no body perceiv'd any Alteration in him. Where- 

fore he conducted Milla back to her own Apart- 
ment, whither Noradin coming alſo, he diſcours'd 
him as uſual, with that Freedom of Mind which 
great Men alone are capable of retaining on ſuch 
Occaſions.

But, my Lord, anſwer'd 
Hamedes, Time is precious, there is no Room for 
Delays, the Thoughts of the Poiſon makes me 
tremble, and ſtrikes me with inexpreſſible Hor- 
rour, your Life is in Danger from this very Mo- 
ment; the Prince who ſees you, ſpeaks to you, 
and approaches you at all Hours, will imploy no 
Hand but his own to execute his monſtrous Villa- 
ny: Why, my Lord, do you deter his Sentence, 
what can make you heſitate? Sik 


J would fave the Queen, reply'd Tor, from the 
diſmal Spectacle of her Brother's Puniſhment; I 
would have the Memory of his Crimes bury*d be- 
tween us two, ſo as not to come to the Knowledge 
of any one; in ſhort, I would my ſelf avoid the 
horrid Neceſſity of condemning a Prince of my 
own Blood to an ignominious Death. 


WELL then, my Lord, anſwer'd Hamedes, 
you muſt be ſarisfy*d ; nothing is difficult to me 
to ſhield my Sovereign from the Danger to which 
Ike him expoꝰ d; be pleas'd to rely upon me, 
Noradin's Crimes ſhall for ever remain unknown, 
neither ſhall his Death reflect any Shame upon the 
auguſt Blood from which he is deriv'd.

Tor blamed them highly for having 
deliver d the Murtherers from his Fuſtice ; after

. THIS great Prince, being neither willing to 
abaſe himſelf ſo much as to feign a Sorrow which 
he did not feel, nor to appear fatisfy*d, with ſuch 
a ſudden Death, return'd into his Palace, with a 
Countenance full of Majeſty 3 and not doubting; - 
but the Queen was overwhelm'd with, Grief, he 
went to her Apartment, after having given Or- 
ders for ſolemnizing the Prince's funeral Obſequies, 
with a Pomp- ſuitable to his exalted Rank. He 
found that Princeſs in Tears; which Sight made 
him likewiſe ſhed ſome Drops in ſpite of himſelf, 
and this Effect of his Love to Milla, was ſoon 
interpreted by every one, as a lively Sorrow for 
NMoradins deplorable End.

He alſo gave notice, that from 
that Inſtant, his Palace ſhould be open to all, 
who wanted either to make their Court to him, 
aſ him any Favour, or implore his Juſtice.

ting and following exactly whatever Rules that pre- 
ſcrib'd him.

UNDER the Reign of Zaifadin, Luxury 
and Idleneſs were che only Deities adored by 
People; they were neither afraid of Ales 
him, or of -being; puniſh'd, if they gave themſelves 
up to the moſt mnordinate Pleaſures, becauſe he 
was the firſt who devoted himſelf to the ſame.

ſtrain'd to beg him to make Peace with the Portu- 
gueze, Every thing ſucceeded according to his 
Wiſh, the People being alarm'd at the Arrival of 
this F leet, ſent a Deputation to the King, to con- 
jure him to ſave their City from utter Ruin. 


U PON this, Hamedes, ing that the Settle- 
ment of the Portugueze at Ormus would put an End 
to his Authority, uſed his utmoſt Endeavours to 

rſuade Tor to refuſe the Inhabitants, and put him- 

elf in a Poſture to defend himſelf; fince the Inte- 
reſt of the Kingdom rather required a vigorous | 
| Refiſtance; than a diſhonourable Peace which 
the Citizens deſired. Moſt Part of the Miniſters 
were of his Opinion; but in ſpite of all their Re- 
monſtrances, the King pretending to be mov'd 
with the earneſt Intreaties of his Subjects, granted 
them their Demand, and the e e were in- 
troduced 1 into the Town. 


ACCORDINGLY: the old Fort was deli- 

ver'd to them as a Preliminary, where they took 
up their Reſidence; whereupon Hamedes, who 
was ignorant of the ſecret Motives which induced 
the King to act thus, was infinitely ſurpriz'd to 
ſee him obſerve a Conduct ſo very contrary to his 
own Intereſt and Glory. Wherefore he continually

whom he found, to his great Aſtoniſhment, to be 


the ſame Perſon, whom he had known under the” 
Character of the Perſian Embaſſador in his former 


Voyage. 


THIS Monarch behav'd himſelf with ſo much 
Diſcretion in this Undertaking, that neither any 


of his Miniſters, nor the Queen herſelf, had any | 


Knowledge of his Deſigns, or his Interviews wi 


the Portugueze, However, he had given the 50 
phy Notice of Abuguerquès Arrival, and begg'd 


him to ſend Embaſſadors, furniſh'd with the ne- 
ceſſary Powers, to put a Conclafion to the Treaty, 


No ſooner had Inde receiv'd this Advice, 


but he order*d Preparations to be made for ren- 


dering this Embaſſy as magnificent as poſſible, 
and every way worthy of the Royal Majeſty. In 
the mean while, Albuquerque having diſcover'd, 
that of all the Miniſters of the King of Ormus, Ha- 
medes was the Perſon who oppoſed the Treaty the

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moſt vigorouſly, ſet all his Engines at work to 
win him over to his Party, without being able to 
prevail upon him: This Miniſter, notwithſtand- 
ing all his Sollicitations, oppos'd him the more re- 
ſolutely, inaſmuch as his own private Intereſt was 
interwoven with that of the State. En 


WHERE FORE the Portugueze General, 
fearing that this Politician would make the King 
alter his Mind, and looking upon him as a moſt 
dangerous Enemy, by reaſon of his being a Fa- 
vourite with that Monarch, reſolv'd to deſtroy 
him. Accordingly, having given Orders to that 
Effect to ſome Soldiers, the unfortunate Hamedes 
was aſſaſſinated in his Palace, almoſt within Sight 
of his whole Family. | 


A fatal Return of the Murther of Noradin, 
whom this Miniſter had caus'd to be put to Death 
Juſt after the ſame manner ! The King of Ormus 
was ſenſibly afflicted at the Loſs of Hamedes 3 and 
altho? he was not ignorant of all his Faults, never- 
theleſs, as his Zeal and Fidelity had. outweigh'd 
his Failings, he had really lov'd him. The Suſ- 
picion fell unanimouſly upon Albuquerque, neither 
was Tor inſenſible of the whole Shock of this hei- 
nous Outrage; however, he took a Reſolution to 
diſſemble his Knowledge thereof, and made a 
Sacrifice of the Indignation which ſuch a baſe 
Action had rais*d in him, to the King of Perſia 
that he might not be oblig'd to come to Extremi- 
ties, which would have broke all the Meaſures he 
had concerted with Albuquerque. 


THIS General ſoon found that the Death of 
Hamedes had wrought the deſired Effect; for the 
other Miniſters, who had been wholly influenc'd 
by him in oppoſing the Portugueze, no longer ha- 


ving 
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ving ſuch a conſiderable Supporter to ſecond and 
ſtrengthen - their Reaſons, acquieſced with Albu- 
guerque, and fo left the King at Liberty to con- 
clude whatever Alliance he ſhould think proper. 
Thus all Difficulties being remov'd, Tor and Al- 
buquerque were the only Miniſters who terminated 
this great Affair, to the Satisfaction of the three 
Monarchs concern'd. One of the Conditions of 
the Treaty was, that to avoid all Diſorder, and 
for a more perfect Security of the Alliance. mutu- 
ally ſworn, Albuquerque ſhould fend to Goa, the 
thirty Princes of the Blood, whoſe Eyes the cruel 
Noradin had put out, and that they - ſhould be 
there treated according to their Rank, 'at Ema- 
nuel's Expence, which was accordingly executed. 


NOT long after, the King of Perſia's Em- 
baſſadors extraordinary arriv'd at Ormus, where 
they were receiv*d with all the Honours due to the 
great Monarch whom they repreſented. Tor ſent 
out the head Officers of his Court to meet them; 
and the General Albuquerque caus'd- them to be 

accompany'd with the Flower of the Portugueze 
Nobility, who were on board his Fleet. The 
Arab Abencaro, in his Account of this Entry, re- 
ports, that the Day when they arriv*d was one of 
the fineſt that could be ſeen; that the King of 
Ormus with his Court, and all the Poriugueze were 
magnificently dreſs'd'; that the Embaſſadors, when 
they enter*d Ormus, were preceded by fix Gentlemen 
of the Horſe, mounted upon Perſian Steeds, and 


having each of them behind them their Panthers 
ready for the Chace, 


THESE were follow'd by an hundred led 
Horſe, compleatly arm'd, and magnificently ca- 
pariſon'd. Next to them came an hundred Horſe- 
men, bearing in Silver Baſons the Sophy*s Preſents

ſiſting of all that was moſt valuable in his Empire. 
After them appear d the Embaſſadors carry'd' 
upon a oo over which was a magnificent Cano-

with Diamonds and other precious Stones, Which 
they held againſt their Breaſts. 


-AROU ND them match*d” their principal 
Officers, carrying each of them the Badge of their 
particular Employments. This pompous Caval- 
cade was cloſed by four Hundred of the Nobility 
of Ormus,* richly, dteſs'd and finely mounted, ri- 
ding four by four, and having between them 
two Portuguexe, and two Perſian or Arabian No- 
blemen. In this Order they rode thro? the whole 
City, and were receiv'd with a general Diſcharge 

of all the Artillery of the Port and the Ram- 
parts, after which they arriv'd at the Palace, where 
the King was upon his Throne, having Abu 
querque by his Side, ſeated upon a Sofa, cover'd 
with the ſame Canopy as the Throne.

A FTER the Embaſſadors had complimented 
the King of Ormus in the Name of Iſniael, they 
addreſs d themſelves to Albuquerque, and. aſſured 
him, in the name of their'Emperor,. of his Deſire 
of becoming the Friend and Ally of a King, 
whoſe Reputation was diffuſed throughout che U. | 
niverſe ; and preſented him the Golden Caſker, 
wherein were 1mae!'s Letters, which Albuquerque 
receiv'd with a profound Reſpect. This done, 
they made him an eloquent Harangue in the Sa- 
pby*s Name, containing a Panegyrick on his Bra- 
very, and the Glory he had acquired in the Indies, 
by the Conqueſt of Goa, and other Places, which 
ſecured the King of Portugal's Authority in pes

vaſt Regions, and render'd him Sovereign. of all 
the Eaſtern Seas.

ALBU9QUERY9UE receiv'd this Encomium 
with great Modeſty, but yet like a Hero; after 
which, the Embaſſadors laid before him the Pre- 
ſents" deſtin'd by the Sophy for King Emanuel, 
and for himſelf, confiſting of Perſian Carpets, 
the richeſt that are wrought in that Kingdom, 
and imbroider'd with Gold; the moſt uncommon 
and coſtly Indian Stuffs; Scymeters inrich'd with 
Diamonds of a moſt incomparable Luſtre; and a 
Veſt for the King of Portugal, intirely cover'd. 
with Pearls, and precious Stones of ineſtimable 
Value. All. theſe Preſents were given and re- 
ceiv'd on both Sides, with an Air of Grandeur 
and Freedom becoming the Majeſty of the Perſons 
repreſented. | | 

THIS Audience being thus ended, the King 
of Ormus made ſumptuous Entertainments for the 
Embaſſadors during ſeveral Days, wherein he diſ- 
play'd both his elegant Taſte, and his Magnifi- 
cence. Albuquerque likewiſe gave another on 
board the Admiral's Ship, which was the -moſt 
ſplendid that could be 1imagin*d ;- but what ren- 
der'd it more magnificent than all the reſt, was a 
Veſſel adorn'd with Fire-works, exquiſitely con- 
triv d being Tor's own Invention, to give an a- 
greeable Surprize to the Portuguese General. : 


FR OM the Head to the Stern of this Ship, 
the King had caus'd Emblems to be drawn, repre- 
ſenting the Union and Friendſhip of the three Mo- 
narchs : Thereupon was likewiſe artfully deſcrib'd:

MIL LA, together with the Luſtre of an in- 
comparable Beauty, had ſuch a noble and ma-

THE King of Ormu knowing how ſenſibly 
pleas'd Iſmael would be with the Execution of this 
Treaty, diſpatch'd a Courier to him, to give him

the other hand, Albuguerque being willing to make 
a ſuitable Return to the Honour done him by the

Accordingly theſe 
Troops ſet forward, with Orders to march with 
the utmoſt Expedition; being accompany' d with

THESE Orders were ſo punctually put in 
Execution, that the Army arriv'd by different 
Routs upon the Mogol's Frontiers, before that 
Emperor had drawn. his —__ together, Here- 
upon the King of Ormus loſt no time, but at- 
tack'd his Provinces, - carrying Fire and Sword 
every where, and his Army having acquir'd a 
conſiderable Booty, he ſent all the Spoils into 
Perſia; reſolving not to be incumber*'d with them 
during the Courſe of the War, and that he might 
-incite in his Troops a — Deſire of gaining 
new Conqueſts. This prudent Precaution ſoon 
prov d of great Advantage to him, for he receiv*d 
Information, that the Emperor of the Mogols was 
marching in Perſon againſt him, at the head of a 


. ACCORDINGLY, his Scouts having ap- 
priz d him that the Enemy was approachipg, and 
that their Army conſiſted of an Hundred and Fifty 
thouſand Men, both Horſe and Foot, with Two 
hundred Elephants train'd up to War; he prepar'd 

himſelf to receive him with his uſual Intrepidity. 


THE Perſian Forces were vaſtly inferior to 
them in Numbers, conſiſting only of Eighty 
thouſand Men; but they were veteran Troops, 
form'd and diſciplin*d by Jinael, and their valiant 
General: Who finding that his Soldiers, far from 
being daunted at the Multitude of the Mogols, 
thirſted eagerly after coming to an Engagement, 
0 . N as 
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as being aſſur'd of the Victory, reſoly'd to take 
advantage of this Ardour, and drew them up in 
Order of Battle, juſt where the Plain of Geminy 
begins to contract it ſelf, and goes on growing 
leſs and leſs to the Foot of the Ramparts of the 
City Eliza, whereof the Perſians had made them- 
ſelves Maſters; and there being two riſing Grounds 
on the right and left of his Army, the King of 
Ormus placed thereon his Twenty Pieces of Cannon, 
Twelve on the Right, and Eight on the Leſt, 
ſo that they commanded that large and fine Plain. 


THE Army of the Mogol, which was in- 
camp'd there, ſeeing that the Perſians did not ad- 
vance, took the Prudence of the King of Ormus, 
for the Effect of his Fear. Being prepoſſeſs'd with 
this Thought, the Emperor caus'd his Men to 
march out of their Camp, drew them up in Battle- 
array, and advanced in good Order towards the 
Perſians, who that they might not be ſurrounded 
by their Multitude, expected them reſolutely 

within their Poſts, The Mogo! marching ſtill on 
ſlowly, till he approach'd within half a Bow- 
ſhot of the Enemy, the Perſians Beine a great 
ſhout, — pour upon them a Deluge of Ar- 
rows, and the Mogols did the ſame, inſomuch 
that the Heavens were darken'd with the Clouds 
of Arrows that were let fly on both ſides. 


BUT the Succeſs of the latter prov'd vaſtly 
different from that of their Enemies; for the Per- 
ans being arm'd Cap-a-pe, as well as moſt of 
their Horſes, receiv d the Arrows without being 
wounded, and the Shafts falling upon their Armour, 
only made a Noiſe, and were blunted ; whereas 
the Mogol's Men being half naked, ſuffer'd in- 
finitely by thoſe that were ſhot by the Perſians. 
However this manner of fighting did not as yet

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decide the Victory; and the Emperor made his 
Troops. ſtill adyance, when the King of Qrmus 
percew'd that he caus d his Army to open, to 
give Paſſage to Two hundred Elephants, with 
each of them a Caſtle on its back, wherein were 
ſix Men arm'd with Bows and Arrows.

» THESE terrible Animals held each of them 
in their Trunk, a 1 and ſharp Scythe, which 
they managed with ſo much Dexterity, that the 
Perſtans began already to conſider which way to 
avoid them, when the King of Ormus commanded 
them to open their Ranks alſo, to let the Ele- 
phants paſs, and then pour upon them a ſhower of 
Arrows. He likewiſe gave Orders to his Artillery, 
which flank' d the two Wings of his Army, to 
point the Cannon croſs-wiſe againſt che Magen, 
and diſcharge their firſt Fire upon che Elephants. 

T HIS was executed ſo juſtly, and with ſo 
much ſucceſs, that one might ſee theſe unwieldy 
Mountains fall at every diſcharge; and ſuch as 
were only wounded breaking their Ranks, betook 
themſelves ſome of them to Flight, without 

hearkening to the Voice of their Conductors, whilſt 
others were driven upon the Perſians; where they 
put them into ſome diſorder, / 1 S 


IN the mean while, the Emperor of Mogol, 
in'Spite of the Artillery, caus'd his Men to attack 
the Perſians on all ſides; but whatever Efforts 
they made, they cou'd neither break them, nor 
force them to give Ground one Foot. However, 
the King of Ormus, who had his Eyes every where, 
ſeeing that the Elephants caus'd a ſort of Tumult 
amongſt his Troops, detach'd thither Twenty 
Gunners arm'd with Muſquets, who ſoon deſtroy*'d 
ſuch of them as had penetrated into his Army.

 WHEREFORE, no fooner had the Spring 
ain brought the fine Weather, but the King of 
ee Orders for his Army*s marching to- 
wards the Caſpian Sea; whither he likewiſe ſent 
all the Artillery, that had been left at Tauris'; 
after which he ſet out himſelf from thence, with 
Intent to join Iſnael, whom he found at Derbent, 
very buſy in giving Orders for the building a good 
Fleet. To this End, he had commanded divers 
Veſſels to be put upon the Stocks in all his Har- 
bours; but eſpecially in the Province of Milan, 
where great 8 are found of Timber, that 
is fit for this Uſe, and of ſuch a Nature, that the 
Worms can never deſtroy it. n 


THE Saphy came out to meet Tor, and oblig'd 
him to make an Entry into Derben, that was 
truly Royal; beſides which, he made ſeveral 
ſumptuous Entertainments for him. But theſe 
two great Men did not often indulge themſelves 
in Pleaſures, being only intent on mutually com- 
municating to each other their Thoughts, about 
the War with the Tarlars. Wherefore Iſmael de- 
clared: to the King of Ormus, the Deſign he had 
form'd to carry his Arms into the Heart of the 
King of Aſtracan's Dominions, by the Means of 
his Fleet; and even to attack his Capital City, 
if it were poſſible. He added, that he deſign'd 
him to command in this glorious Enterprize 3 and 
that the Zar ſars had ſo often experienced his Cou- 
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rage to their Coſt, that he hoped he would re- 
venge upon them the Sacking of his Provinces, 
which theſe People had ravag'd and laid waſte 
with Fire and Sword, + | ” 


OR examin'd the Plan of this Project, and 
thought it admirable 3 but as great Men are ap- 
prehenſive of being deceiv'd by Speculation, which 
generally is very different from Practice; Expe- 
rience teaching them that human Underſtanding, 
let it be never ſo diſcerning, fails very often in 
eſſential Things, which make the beſt-concerted 
Defigns miſcarry ; they apply*d themſelves very 
ſeriouſly, to bring their Project to Perfection. 


As their principal Deſign was upon the City of 
Aſtracan, they - provided their Fleet with every 
Thing, that could contribute to the taking of that 
important Place. They fitted out twelve Men 
of War, upon which they put fifty Pieces of 
Cannon, with two Companies of Portuguese Gun- 
ners and Artificers. This done, twenty thouſand 
Men were put on board three hundred Tranſports, 
which were diſpersd up and down the Coaſts; 
and when they were furniſh'd with every Thing 
neceſſary, the King of Perſia appointed their Ren- 
dezvous in the Road of Niezova, which is the 
ſafeſt and moſt convenient of any upon the Coaſts 
of the Caſpian Sea. | | | 


WHEN this Navy was arrived at the Place 
of Rendezvous, the King of Ormus took his leave 
of the Perſian Monarch, and ſet out from Derbent 
for Ni-zova, on board a Veſſel call'd the Eagle; 
and the Weather being fair, the whole Fleet 
weigh'd Anchor, and et fail with an Eaſterly 
Wind. All the Coaſts were full of Multitudes, 

who were gather'd together to ſee this Aſſemblage

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of Ships, the like whereof had never before 
cover'd the Caſpian Sea. All the People gave a 
thouſand Bleſſings to the King of Ormus, and 
made Vows for him; even the Sophy himſelf, who 
had follow'd chither with his web Court, to ſee 
his Navy paſs by, jein d his Voice to that of his 


Subjects, which made this Sight as moving as it 
was warlike. 


THE Wind prov'd ſo favourable, that the 
Fleet enter*d the Volga on the eighth Day, and it 


continuing alwa 2 ſterly, they caſt Anchor 


within Sight o of Aﬀracen. This City was then 
inhabited by the Noghaian Tartars, a People much 
more accuſtom'd to Commerce N ar; and 
being then unprovided ing beſt Soldiers, Who 
were in the Army with their „they diſpatch'd 
ſeveral Couriers to him, to inform him of the 
Arrival of the Perſian Fleet, and the Condition 
of his Capital, which was infallibly going to fall 
into the Hands of the Per frans. 


A Prince of the Blood Royal, had at a Time 
the-Command of the Place. and in this cruel Ex- 
tremity, he caus'd all the Inhabitants, who were 
able, to take up Arms; he likewiſe made ſome 
trivial Intrenchments, to hinder the Enemy's land- 
ing, and took all the Meaſures in his Power, on 


ſuch an urgent Occaſion, to gain Time till it could 
be reliev'd. 


THE City of Aſtracan, was then ſurrounded 
with a double Wall, flank'd with Towers, and a 
great Ditch : It is ſituated in an Ifland, form'd by 
the Volga in the forty cig ighth Degree of Northern 

85 fourteen Leagues from the Mouth of 
"that River. The King of Ormus went in Perſon 
to reconnoitre it, and made his Fleet advance, after

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were intrenching themſelves. 


. THIS done he landed his Troops, in ſpite of 
the Clouds of Arrows, which they ſhot from all 

Parts; and marching forwards towards the City, 
he inveſted it, making his Approaches by Tren- 
ches, which were ſo much the more eaſy to be 
caſt up, becauſe it was upon a ſandy Soil; and 
reed a Battery of twelve Pieces of Cannon, 
which ſoon made a conſiderable Breac. 


HER EUPON, the Governour thinking to 
amuſe him, ſent out to him, two Taxtarian Lords, 
with ſome Overtures of Peace; but as they were 
not- furniſh'd with any Powers, Tor ſent them 
back into the City, with Orders to tell the Go- 
vernour, that if he did not ſurrender the Place in 
fix Hours, he would give no Quarter to any one, 
but would put all the Inhabitants to the Sword. 
This News being publiſh'd in the Town, pofleſs'd 
every Heart with Fear and Deſpair ; and the Ki 

of Ormus having fill'd up the Ditch, and the 
Breach being very large, prepar'd all Things for 

giving the Aſſault. oo 1 


THE Day appointed for this great Action, 
which was one of the fineſt that could be ſeen, had 
no ſooner diſpell'd the Darkneſs, but the intrepid 
Tor caug'd fix thouſand Perſians to approach, who 
march'd boldly up to the Breach, notwithſtanding 
the vigorous Reſiſtance of the Tartars, who 
fought like Men animated with Deſpair for two 
Hours, But the King of Ormus ſuſtaining the 
Beſiegers with freſh Troops, they carry'd the 
Breach the firſt Attack. The Perſians lodg'd 
themſelves thereon, and enter d the City, where 
they again met with ſome Reſiſtance ; but they 
| Aa 3 fought 
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fought with ſo much Valour, that ſoon made 
themſelves Maſters thereof, and Tor having taken 
Poſſeſſion of the principal Places, to ſecure his 
Conqueſt, gave no Quarter to any one whom he 
found with Arms in his Hand; after which he 
made Slaves of all the young Men of twenty Years 
old and under, and caus'd them to be carry'd on 
Board his Shipss. | 4 5 


THIS done, he ſent thither the immenſe 
Riches wherewith this City abounded, by reaſon 
of the great Trade which the Armenians had 
eftabliſh'd there for ſeveral Ages; and the Reſt 
was deliver'd up to be plunder'd by the Arm 
who by an unprecedented Cruelty,  finiſh*d 
Deſtruction of the Reſt of the Inhabitants, whom 
they put all to the Sword. Czernoyard, Czazitka, 
and Sarutofs, three more Cities ſituated upon the 
Jaga, underwent the fame Fate; the Country 
likewiſe was wholly laid waſte, and all that was 
found along that River, was deſtroy'd with Fire 
and Sword. mt | 


THE King of Aſtracan arrived upon the 
Banks of the Volga, juſt as the King of Ormus 
was ſetting ſail from thence, to return to Perſia. 
Whereupon this unfortunate Prince, ' ſeeing his 

City and Palace laid in Aſhes, the Perſtans having 
ſet Fire to it on their Departure, could not ſurvive 
this Deſolation, but fell ſick with Deſpair, and 
died in a few Days ; leaving the Crown to one of 
his Sons, who was not more fortunate than his 
F OR the Mu ſcovites in Alliance with Iſinael, 
knowing that the Noghaian Tartars had ſuffer'd 
ſuch a conſiderable Loſs, attack d them on all 
ſides, and gain'd a great Battle over them, on the 
Ne 3 a 8 
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Banks of the River Don, after which by Degrees 
they made themſelves Maſters of the whole Coun- 

try. And at laſt, after a very tedious War, in 
the Year. 1834, the Czar, Joby Baſilowitz took 
the City of Aſtracan, and ſubdu'd the Reſt of 
the Kingdom, cutting off the whole Royal Fa- 
mily. This done, he fortify*d Aftracan, drove 
out the Noghaian Tartars, and peopled it with, 
Muſcovites, ..as well as the other principal Cities, 
where they have-eſtabliſh'd a very conſiderable 
Commerce with Perſia, Turky, and the Indie.

HE likewiſe diſpatch'd Couriers to the Great 
Cbam of Tartary, Who was then at Samarcand, to 
conjure him to ſend him a ſpeedy and powerful

his own Troops; but it was only to be Witneſſes of 
the burning of the famous City of Bolara, Which 
vas taken, plunder'd, and reduc'd to Aſhes by 
the Perſians, to puniſh the King of the Lhecłs, for

NOT being contented with theſe ſucceſsful 
Exploits, the King of Ormus caus'd his Fleet to 
advance as high as Surcapam, a very rich City, on 
the Road to Samarcand, fortify'd with great Poſts 
conjoin d together; the vacant Spaces between 
being fill'd up with a clayiſh Earth, cover'd with

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Turf, which according to the Notion of thoſe Peo- 

ple, render'd it ſtrong enough to ſuſtain a Siege, 
It ſery'd as a Rendezvous for the Caravans which 

went to the Eaſtern Tartary and China; the Muſ- 
covite, Perſian, Armenian, and Tartarian - Mer- 

chants aſſembling there, and cauſing their Effects 

to be tranſported thither by the Caſpian Sea. 


THE King of Ormus arriv'd there, juſt at the 
Time when ; is m 3 64 5 105 was 
daring to ſet out; and t ing of the Uſbecks 
had placed a ſtrong Garriſon therein, for the Se- 
curity of the Town and the Merchandize, the Du- 
ties whereof made the greateſt Part of his Reves 
mues. Hereupon the Per /ians being animated with 
the Deſire of Plunder, attack'd it Sword in Hand, 
contrary to the Orders of the King of Ormus, ho- 
ping to carry it eaſily. But they were puniſh'd 
for their Temerity ; for the Tartars, under the Co- 
ver of their Intrenchments, receiv'd them very 
Py, and repuls'd them with a very conſidera- 
ble Lofs, + AR be? 


TOR perceiving the Diſadvantage of his Troops, 
caus'd a Retreat to be ſounded, and puniſh'd ri- 
gorouſly all thoſe who had not follow'd his Com- 
mands. This Prince was ſo ſevere with Regard to 
Surprizes, or Diſobedience to his Orders, that no- 
thing could fave the Life of Kyumadincha. who had 
commanded this Attack; for he had him behead- 
ed, altho' he was was one of greateſt Lords in the 
Perſian Empire.

BUT as he knew as well how to reward magni- 
ficently, as to puniſh reſolutely, they could not 
blame him for this Rigour ; which was ſo much 
the more neceſſary amongſt this Nation, as they

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puff d up by good Succeſs, as often to neglect and 
Vp Hen emies, and rather follow the Dic- 
tates of their own unbridled Courage, than the 
Commands of their General. As it happen'd on 
this unfortunate Occaſion ; where the Per/ians loſt

. their Commander Kumadincha, to whom Tor had | 


only given Orders to make himſelf Maſter of a 
Defile, to prevent the King of the Uſbecks from 
coming to the Relief of the Place.

BUT Kumadincha having paſs'd within Bow- 
ſhot of the Enemy, imagin*d he could carry the 
City by main Force with his Detachment, and gain 
immortal Honour by the Conqueſt, which he 
thought inevitable; an unhappy Raſhneſs, which, 
after having occaſion'd the Loſs of abundance of 
brave Soldiers, was likewiſe the Cauſe of his own 
Death. Were there not a Thouſand ſuch Exam- 
ples in ancient and modern Hiſtory, this one might 
be ſufficient for thoſe young Warriours, who thro? 
+ . Vain-Glory, ſuffer themſelves rather to be govern'd 
by their undaunted Courage, than by the Expe- 


rience and Prudence of thoſe who are appointed to 
command them, | 


T HE King of Ormus ſeeing his Deſign miſcar- 
ry thro this Fault, immediately form'd another; 
which was to advance with his Men of War as near 
the City as he could, and batter the Intrenchments 
in Front and Rear. The Succeſs even ſurpaſs'd 
his Expectation ; for in two Days the Fortifica- 
tions were intirely raz'd towards the River; and 
the Tartars being terrified at the Effects of the Can- 
non, wherewith they were not as yet acquainted, 
abandon'd the City; neither nila the Orders 
of the King of the Uſbecks Brother, who comman- 
ded, reſtrain them, but they bore him along with 
them in their Flight, | RE- 
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 HEREUPON the Perfans taking Advan- © 
tage of their Cowardice, deſcended from their Veſ- 
fels, and being drawn up in Battle- Array, for Fear 
of a Surprize, enter'd the City, where they met 
with no Reſiſtance. The Inhabitants and Stran- 
gers wherewith it was fill'd, begg d their Lives 
on their Knees of the King of Or mus, who conten- 
ted himſelf with making them Slaves, But as he 
was always apprehenſive of the King of the Uſberks 
having Recourſe to ſome Stratagem, ſince he 
was advancing with his Troops to relieve, or re- 
cover the Place; he caus'd Twenty Pieces of Can- 
non to be landed, and placed them upon Plat- 
forms, which Domingo Alvarez, a Portugueze En- 
gineer had caus'd to be.rais'd in great haſte, to bat- 
ter the Defile before-mention'd,which was the only 
Way the Tartars could come to Surcapam. © , _- 


* THIS done, the Breaches were repair'd as well 
as their Conveniency and Time would permit: This 
Precaution was very prudent; for theſe Works were 
ſcarcely finiſh*d, when they ſaw the Army of the Tar- 
tars appear upon the Hills, Wherefore they ſuffer'd 
them to enter the Defile before they fired one Shy 
at them; but as ſoon as Domingo Alvarez Lake 
that they began to open, he play'd his Artillery 
upon them ſo ſucceſsfully, that one might ſee Men 
and Horſe fall at every Diſcharge. 


THIS put the Tartars into ſuch Diſorder and 
Confuſion, that they could neither adyance nor re- 
treat, the one hindering the other; inſomuch 
that the Cannon, and the Arrows of the Per/ians 
had ſoon fill'd up the Defile with dying Men and 
dead Bodies. Wherefore the King of the Uſbecks,be- 
ing aſtoniſh'd at che Noiſe of the Artillery, whoſe 
| Ef he was unacquainted with but by Hearſay, 
advanc'd with the principal Officers of his Army, 
to have a nearer View of theſe infernal WES

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which Men have invented to deſtroy themſelves 


THE Portuguzze Gunners ſeeing this Body of 
Officers; and judging. that the King of the Ubecks, 
or ſome: Perſons of Diſtinction were amongſt them 

. to obſerye them, pointed ſome Pieces of Cannon at 
them; which at the firſt Diſcharge, took off di- 
vers Officers of Note, and ſeveral Horſes which 
fell dead at the King of the Uſbecks Feet, There- 
upon that Prince deſpairing of ever being able to 
recover the Place, retired with his Heart full of 
Sorrow and Rage. 


THE King of Ormus ſecing himſelf ſecure of 
his Conqueſt, and having no longer any thing to 
fear, caus'd all the Riches which he found in this 
unfortunate City, to be tranſported on Board his 
Ships; the Inhabitants being oblig'd themſelves to 
carry their own Goods to their Enemies: A diſ- 
mal and melancholy Extremity, to which People 
are often reduced by the Ambition of one Man. 
This done, the Perſians put on Board all their 
Slaves, . whereof there was an infinite Number ; 
beſides which, the Ranſoms they receiv'd from the 
rich Merchants who happen'd to be at Surcapam, 
amounted to an immenſe. Sum, and what they could 
not carry away, they committed to the Flames, 


ALL the Towns and Cities ſituated upon the 
Oxus were burnt, and the Inhabitants made Slaves 
in ſhort, Deſolation and Slaughter was carry'd to 
an Exceſs in theſe unfortunate Countries, in ſpite 
of the natural Goodneſs of the King of Ormus. 
But he commanded Men who were exaſperated 
and who refolv*'d to puniſh the Perfidy of the U/- 
becks, for having violated the Peace to pleaſe the 
greateſt Enemy of Pera, who did not then think 
of the Calamities which he had occaſion'd. 2 


* 
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AFTER this the King of Ormus fell down 
to the Mouth of the Oxus, having doubled the 
Number of his Fleet, by the Veſſels or Barks 
which he had taken at Botara, Surcapam, and the 
Towns along the River, He then ſer ſail for Der- 
bent, where he arriv'd with a fair Wind, which

The King of Ormus preſented them to the Sophy, 
who recerv*d them with Diſtinction, and welcom*d 
them with a great deal of Goodneſs; and being 
very impatient to ſee their Troops, appointed the 
next Day but one for the Review. Hereupon 
Evanglycha and Abougkamcha being overjoy'd 
that this Monarch furniſh'd them himſelf with ſuch 
a fair Opportunity, return'd to the Camp full of 
Rapture, and having concerted Meaſures that no- 
thing might prevent them, put their Troops in a 
readineſs to appear before the Sophy, 


S THE 
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TH E being come, Tha, the of 
Ormns, and all the moſt conſiderable 4; th King in 
the Army and the Court coming to the Camp, 
— Co {rene led their Troops out of their 
| | ek er Mien, their Maytial Air, with 
FA e Nauty 2 their Horſes and their Arms, eausꝰd 
a Thoufand Acclamations. Iſmaet loaded them 
with Praiſes, and when the Military Exerciſe was 
over, that 3 Prince following * Dictates of 
his Generofity, caus d the two Lords td approach 
him, and order*d them to make him a Liſt of the 
Names of - the old — —— their Troops, 
that he might give them all the Recompences 
deſerv d, 155 reward them for the Services — 
had done him at the Battle of Geminy. And as 
for you, continu d he, young Warriors, your Dili- 
gence and the Eſteem wherewith: .you have inſpir'd 

me, ought alſo to make you ſenſible of my Fa- 
8 1 wherefore, Evanglycha, T appoint you Go- 
vernour of the Province of Kellen, and Ahoua- 


kamcha of Armenia. 


NEVER was Abbe equal to that of 
theſe two Heads of the — > fo ; | 
nours and Favours ſhower'd upon them, {je the 
very Man whoſe Life, were going to take 

away, excited ſuch a Trouble w Confaſion in 
-their Souls, that they could with Difficulty conceal 
it: But Tſmael only aſcribing it to theit Modeſty, 
accompany'd his Gifts with ſo many Careſſes, that 
recovering themſelves pretty ſoon, they return'd 
him Thanks for his Goodneſs, in Terms which in- 
" ſpite of them teſtify d the Exceſs of their Ke. 


ledgment. 


WHEN they had reconducted their Troops to 


the Camp, they return'd to Derbent, and went he 
3 the

— 
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the Palace of the King of Ormus to thank him for 
the Sophy's Favours, thinking it was only to him 
that they ow'd ſo many good Offices: But this 
Monarch, who, far from leſſening the Value of 
IſmaePs Actions, was rather willing to ſet them 
off with greater Luſtre, ſoon undeceiv'd them. 
No, faid he to them, you are indebted only to the 
Sophy's own Inclination for the Gifts he has con- 
ferr'd upon you, his Generoſity alone ſpoke for 
you; judge by that of the Pleaſure one ought to 
feel in ſerving ſo great a Prince. 1 


LET his Goodneſs be an Exnmple to you; 
your Merit and your Zeal, have made him forget 
that you are of a Family which his Juſtice had pro- 
ſcribd; wherefore, brave Warriors, let his Fa- 
vours blot for ever out of your Memory the Miſ- 
fortunes which he caus'd in ſpite of him, and which 
were become neceſſary to ſecure his lawful Right 
to the Empire: And if you imagine you owe me 
any Acknowledgment for what J have done for 
you, you cannot teſtify 'it better to me, than by 
ſerving the Sophy with Zeal, Love, and Fidelity; 
that is the only Return I require of you.  1ſmae! 
is great, generous, and humane, neither ever did 
any Prince know better how to diltinguiſh true 
Merit; let that touch youyg, Hearts, and animate . 

you with freſh Courage. 


T HIS Diſcourſe, which was ſpoken with a 
Majeſtick Air that inſpir*d Virtue into the moſt. 
abandon'd Minds, wrought ſuch an Effect upon 
theſe Warriors, that they could hardly make any 
Anſwer to the King of Ormus. He would not 
have fail'd taking Notice of their Perplexity, if 


he had not been interrupted by a Crowd of Noble- 
Cc F +>" "On 
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men and Officers, who came to make their Court 
to him. * 


HEREUP ON they both took this Oppor- 
tunity to retire, and return'd to the Camp, with 
their Minds agitated by a thouſand different 
Thoughts, and without ſpeaking one Word to- 
each other. When they were arriv'd at their 
Tent, and at Liberty to diſcourſe together 
without being overheard, they look*d upon each 
other with a Sigh, and Evanglytha breaking Si- 
lence ; You are confounded, ſaid he to Aboua- 
kamcha, I am not leſs ſo ; we are united to each 
other by Blood, and by Friendſhip, are we not 
ſo likewiſe by our Sentiments? Diſcloſe your 
Mind, fear nothing, and give me the Liberty to 
confeſs to you, what paſſes in my Soul. 


DO you ſpeak, reply*d he, my dear Evangly- 
cha; and to induce you to it, know that I no 
longer look upon 1/mael as my Enemy, but as 
my Maſter and my King, for whom J will live 
and die; yes, continued he, (as if he would in- 
courage himſelf in his virtuous Sentiments) our 
Deſign ſtrikes me with Horrour, I abhor the 
Contrivers, and I abhor my ſelf for having con- 
ſented to it. Heavens! cry*d out Evanglycha, in- 
terrupting him, how great is my Joy, to ſee your 
Repentance as ſincere as mine]! Abouakamcha, 
continued he, Jnael's Favours, and the wiſe In- 
ſtructions of the King of Ormus, have pierced me 
to the very Soul, and I ſhudder as well as you at 
the Crime we were going to commit. 


THEN theſe two' Friends, diſcovering the 
inmoſt Receſſes of their Hearts, confeſs'd mu- 
tually che Remorſe they had felt during the I gi 
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of the Sopby's Careſſes, and the Diſcourſe of Tor; 

and comparing /maz!'s Picture, ſuch as he really 

was, with that the Queen of Ormis had drawn 
for him, they thought that Princeſs ſo criminal, 
and that Monarch ſo worthy of Reſpect, that 
they took the generous Reſolution to reveal the 
whole Conſpiracy. Fen) 


THEIR only Uncertainty was to know to 
whom they ſhould addreſs themſelves, to Iſnael, 
or Tor; but Evanglycha having reminded his 
Friend, that they had ſuch terrible Things to diſ- 
cover againſt Milla, that it was not poſſible to 
addreſs themſelves to the King of Ormus, and that 
it would be better to expoſe themſelves to the So- 
pby's juſt Anger, by ſpeaking to himſelf, that 
Abouakamcha conſented thereunto, and took upon 
himſelf to deſire a private Audience of 1/mael. 
This was the more eaſy to him, in as much as this 
Prince did not follow the Maxims of his Predeceſ- 
ſors, who but ſeldom ſhew'd themſelves to their 
Subjects, and who were very difficult of Acceſs, 
by Reaſon of the Ceremonies that were to be ob- 
ſerv'd. On the contrary, - [/mael was viſible at all 
Times, . eſpecially to the Army, never being bet- 
ter pleaſed than when in the midſt of his Soldiers, 
ſpeaking to one and to the other with that Affabi - 
lity, whereby great Men know ſo well how to 
win Hearts, 


WHEN theſe two Warriors had _confirm'd 
themſelves in this Reſolution, they felt within 
themſelves a ſecret Satisfaction, which they con- 
tels*d they had not injoy'd, ſince they had ingag' d 
in, the Conſpiracy. But not doubting bur they 
had Spies about them, that they might give no 
Suſpicion, they affected, when they were in Com- 
EY Cc 2 pany 
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pany with the Conſpirators, to be overjoy'd that 
the Sophy, by the Governments he had conferr'd 
on them, had put it in their Power to make them- 
ſelves Maſters of the moſt conſiderable Provinces 
in Perſia, Kilan was Evanglycha's Country, where 
he aſſur'd them that he had an infinite Number of 
Creatures, who would favour his making an In- 
ſurrection, as ſoon as it ſhould be neceſſary, All 
theſe Things were exactly communicated to Milla, 
who: likewiſe imparted them to her Confidants. 
This criminal Princeſs burnt with Impatience to 
hear of Jmael's Death, and founding her Happi- 
neſs and Glory thereupon, there were.certain Mo- 
ments when ſhealready imagin'd herſelf Queen 
of Perſia, and abſolute Miſtreſs of that powerful 
Empire. 


IN the mean while, the Sophy following his 
warlike Inclinations, return'd to. the Camp a few 
Days after the laſt Converſation between the two - 
Friends. Whereupon theſe young Lords wefe the 
moſt eager in making their Court to him, and as 
he had really taken a Friendſhip to them, he was 
continually ſpeaking to them. Abouakamcba taking 
Advantage of this Goodneſs, and ſeeing that the 
King of Ormus was imploy'd in making Evangly- 
cha obſerve ſomething, laid hold on that Mo- 
ment, being near enough to //mael to be heard 
only by him. 


M Lord, (ſaid he to him, with Precipitation, 
for fear of being interrupted,) Evanglycha, and I 
conjure your Majeſty to grant us a private Au- 
dience by yourſelf, for an important Affair, 
whereof you ought ſpeedily to be inform'd. He 
could not pronounce theſe few Words without an 
Emotion, which was perceiv'd by 1/mael ; that 

RD | Prince 
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Prince obſerv*d him attentively, and ſeeing in his 
Countenance all the Marks of the Trouble of his 
Heart, made no Scruple of believing it to be a 
Matter of Conſequence; and as he never neglected 
any Thing, I grant it you, reply'd he, the Mira- 
kor-Bachy ſhall bring you my Orders in the Even- 
ing. 


THE Sophy had too much Penetration, not 
to perceive that the young Abouakamcha had waited 
till the King of Ormus was imploy'd elſewhere, 


before he ſpoke to him. This Caution gaye him 


a Moment's Diſquiet ; and his Friendſhip for Tor 


made him feel ſome Reluctance, to make a My- 


ſtery of this Adventure to him. But reflecting, 
that ſince the two young Lords had not addreſs d 
themſelves to him, they muſt have ſome ſtrong 
Reafons to the contrary, he reſolv'd to know their 


Buſinefs, before he communicated it to the Kin 
of Or mus, .

* HERE UPON theſe two Monarchs rejoin'd 


each other, and return'd to Derbent, whither 
Evanglycha and Abouakamcha follow'd them, to 
wait the Sophy's Orders; not being willing that 
the Mirakor-Bachy, which in Perſian ſignifies the 
Maſter of the Horſe, ſhould come for them to 
the Camp. The King of Perſia, who was as 
impatient to know what they had to divulge to 
him, as the two Lords had to declare it, no ſoon- 
er enter'd his Palace, but he order'd the Maſter 
of the Horſe to bring Evanglycha and Abouakam- 
cha to him, after the third Prayer, which is at 
Sun- ſct, and to conduct them into his Cloſet, 
without being ſeen by any one. The Mirakor- 

Bachy, being too much honour'd with this Mark 
of Confidence, acquitted himſelf of this Com- 
3 ee miſſion 
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miſſion in ſuch a Manner, as might teſtify his 


Zeal, and Care; and when the third Prayer was 


ended, he went to the two Friends, to whom he 


told his Orders, and conducted them by private 
Ways, even to the Sophy's Cloſet, who was wait- 
ing there for them, ſeated upon a Sofa. 


AS ſoon as the Maſter of the Horſe had in- 
troduced them, he ſhut the Door upon them, 
and ſtaid without to forbid the Courtiers Entrance; 
and no ſooner. did Evanglycha and Abouakamcha 
ſee themſelves alone with /ſmael, but they fell at 
his Feet, and fixing their Eyes upon the Earth, 
not daring to raiſe them: to him: My Lord, ſaid 
Evan eG, pon behold two Criminals, who come 
to offer up their Lives to your Majeſty's 27 755 5 
too happy if our Blood can waſh away the Hor - 
rour of our Crime. Theſe Words aſtoniſh'd the 
Sophy, and made him ſuſpect Part of the Truth; 
but being always wiſe and prudent, Take Cou- 


rage, ſaid he, and ſpeak, whatever you are guilty 


of, a ſincere Repentance ſhall meet with Mercy. 


THEN Abouakamcha aſſuming the Diſcourſe, 
made him an ample Relation of the Deſigns, Con- 
duct, and Conſpiracy of the Queen of Ormus, 
giving him an Account of all ſhe had done to 

ain them over to her Intereſts, as well as the Ei- 
madoulet and the Sadre-Caſſa, which laſt was a Spy 
for Selim, at the Court of Perſia. They likewiſe 
inform'd him of the Offers, that Emperor had 
made to ſupport the Conſpirators; adding, that 


they had undertaken to aſſaſſinate him, and had 


only got themſelves. order'd to the Camp, with 
that Intention : but that his Favours and Good- 
neſs, together with the wiſe Exhortations of the 
King of Ormus, had made them return * 
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Duty; that they were ſtruck with Horrour at 

their execrable Plot, and that the ſame Inſtant 

they had reſolv'd to come and offer him their 

Heads, and acquaint him with this horrible Con- 

ſpiracy; that they had not addreſs'd themſelves 
to the King of Or mus, becauſe they were oblig'd 

to accuſe Milla, whoſe inordinate Ambition agreed 

ſo ill with the Diſintereſtedneſs of that Prince, 

that ſhe was certainly convinced thereof, ſince ſhe 
had order'd them above all Things to take Care, 

that he ſhould not diſcover any Thing of their De- 
ſign. | 


AFTER this, Evanglycha preſented to the 
Sophy, a Copy of the Plan of the Confpiracy, 
under Milla's own Hand, which ſhe had given 
them at parting, that they might govern them- 
ſelves by thoſe Inſtructions ; the Names of all the 
Conſpirators being written there according to their 
Rank, with the Manner how they were to behave 
themſelves, This whole Diſcourſe was intermix*d 
with the moſt lively Sorrow, for having ſuffer'd 
themſelves to be ſeduced by this Queen, conjuring 
the Sopby to take their Lives for tne Expiation of 
their Crime, and that in ſuch reſpectful Terms, 
and with ſuch Marks of a ſincere Repentance, that 
altho* Iſnael was not naturally compaſſionate, he 
could not help being moved. 


BUT if he had not the moſt tender Heart, he 
was full of Magnanimity, and lov'd to make 
himſelf known by great Actions; beſides, he 
ſaw ſuch a great Stock of Virtue ſhine in theſe 
young Warriors, through their Fault, that ge 
thought it concern'd his Glory, to pardon them ; 
wherefore taking the Papers they had preſented 
him: Riſe, ſaid he, and without fearing the Ri- 
Ces gour 
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gour of my Jultice, experience the Effects of my 


Clemency. Your Sorrow and your Sincerity blot 
out your Crime ; live, and injoy the Gifts I have 
conferr'd on you, and imploy for the future, the 
Life I give you to teſtify your Fidelity to me. 


AT theſe Words, Evanglycha and Abouakam- 
cha fell proſtrate at his Feet a ſecond Time, 
and ſwore they would only live to laviſh their 
Blood in his Service, and againſt his Enemies ; af- 
ter which, IJnael order'd them to get ready to ſet 
out with him, and obſerve a profound Silence a- 
bout what had paſs'd : Then calling the Miraker- 
Bachy, he commanded him to conduct them back 
with the ſame Secrecy as he had brought them, 


NO ſooner did this great Prince ſee himſelf a- 
lone, but he reflected very ſeriouſly upon the hor- 
rid Plot that had been diſcover'd to him; and as 

he did not one Moment queſtion the Innocence of ' 
the King of Ormas, he lamented his loving a Prin- 
ceſs ſo little worthy of his Affection. He was even 
doubtful whether he ſhould acquaint him with this 
Conſpiracy, for Fear of giving him a mortal 
Wound, by diſcovering Milla*s Crimes to him; 
but knowing the Greatneſs of his Soul, he reſolv'd 
upon it, not being able to find any other Way to 
reward the Services of that Monarch, but by the 
unparallel'd Confidence he was going to repole in

WITH this Deſign, he took a Pocket- Book, 
and after having written his Intentions therein, went 
to Tor's Apartment, with the Papers they had left 
him, without caſting his Eyes on them, and ap- 
pear'd with as compos'd an Air, as if he had been 
convinc'd of the inviolable Affection of his Sub- 
jects, But-the King of Ormus judging that he did 
not 
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not come to him ſo late but for ſome Buſineſs of Im- 
portance, conducted him into his Cabinet; and when 
they were enter d, Iſingel looking on him with 
Eyes wherein his Friendſhip was painted to the 
Life: 


« HERE, ſaid he, preſenting him the Papers; 
« Milla conſpires againſt me, ſhe has a Deſign a- 
« cainſt my Life, and betrays you; read this fa- 
<« tal Plan, written with her own Hand; but 
ce firſt know, that my Heart like thine, entertains 
e no Thoughts of you, but what you would think 
« of me on the ſame Occaſion; that being aſſur'd 
« of your Probity, your Zeal, and your Affection, 
<« by a Thouſand glorious Actions, to which I 
«< owe my Grandeur and my Empire, I ſeize with 
- £6 Toy on this Opportunity of giving — a ſignal 
„Proof of my Acknowledgment. I ſet out to- 
„ morrow with an Army to march againſt the 
4 Tartars, and I leave you with your Troops ab- 
<« ſolute Maſter of my Dominions; chaſtiſe, for- 
give, deſtroy, or exalt, I give you a full Power; 
«© deliver into your Hands my Empire and my 
„Life, as a Proof how well I am aſſur'd of your 
« Virtue, and how dear you are to me. There, 
« continued he, giving him the Pocket-Book, is 
e an Order to my Council, wherein I declare you 
© Regent of the Kingdom, with an unbounded 
Authority; I will even be ignorant of the Con- 
e tents of this fatal Writing, I will rely upon your 
«« Prudence, and be affur'd that 1/mael eſteems 
* himſelf greater, and more glorious in having 
you for his Friend, than in being Poſſeſlor of 
the moſt powerful Empire in Afia.” At theſe 
Words, imbracing him tenderly, he went out with- 
out waiting for his Anſwer, and inſtantly gave Or- 
ders for his Departure at Break of Day. 
| | | ONE 
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ONE may eafily judge of the Surprize of the 


King of Ormus; the Sophy's Diſcourſe had pierc'd 
him with Grief, and fill'd him with Admiration : 
But as he knew that Prince's Temper, he did not 


in the leaſt doubt but he had ſpoken his real 


Thoughts. Wherefore that he might anſwer his 


Confidence with the ſame Magnanimity, he began 


by giving Orders for his ſetting out the next Mor- 
ning for Tauris; and 1ſmael having ſent him Word 
that he had left him a Detachment of two Thou- 


| ſand Horſe, to diſpoſe of at his Pleaſure, he com- 


manded all to be ready to march whenever he 
ſhould think proper. Then ſhutting himſelf up in 
his Apartment, he examin'd the Plan of the Con- 


ſpiracy, which ſtruck him with ſuch Horror, that 
if Milla had been then with him, ſhe would not 


perhaps have eſcap'd his Fury. | 


HIS Heart was rent with the moſt exquiſiteTor- 
ments on reading thoſe fatal Papers ; the Violence 
of his Love, his Glory, and his ardent Friendſhip 
for the Sophy,, occaſion'd the moſt cruel Conflicts 
in his Breaſt: But not being able to comprehend 
how it was poſſible for Heaven to place ſuch a de- 
teſtable Soul in ſuch a perfect Body, all his Ten- 
derneſs was turn'd into Indignation, and being in 
haſte to puniſh ſignally the Crimes of this ambitious 
Princeſs, he no ſooner heard the Signal of 1/mae!'s 
Departure with the Army, but he ſet out himſelf 
at the Head of a Detachment of Cavalry, and 
marching Night and Day without halting, us'd 
ſuch Expedition, that in Spite of the Length of 
the Way, he arriv'd at Tauris when he was little 
expected there, 7 
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HIS firſt Care on entring that City, was to 

cauſe: the Palaces of the Etmadoulet and the Sadre- 

Caſſa to be inveſted, and to ſecure their Perſons, 
which was executed with a ſurprizing Secreſy. 


THEN the King of Ormus going himſelf to 
their Houſes, ſtruck an incredible Terror into 
them by his Preſence, and his juſt Reproaches for 
their unworthy Treaſon. As tis natural for Vil 
lains to be depreſs'd under any Misfortunes, their 
Baſeneſs alone making them project Crimes, which 
they neither have Courage to maintain, nor Virtue 
enough to deteſt, theſe Wretches were ſoon con- 
victed; and Tor had no need to have Recourſe to 
Tortures, to be inform'd of all this horrible Com- 
bination: Wherefore he put them under a good 
ſtrong Guard, and the ſame Inſtant went on to his 
Palace, whither he was preceded by a Thouſand 
Acclamations, 


MIL LA, who was ſurrounded by the prinei- 
1 Ladies of Perſia, and moſt of the greateſt 
FOE of that Court, no ſooner heard the Name 
of Tor reſound, but imputing all to her criminal 
Deſigns, ſhe believ'd that IJſinael was dead, and 
that her Conſort was come to aſſume the Reins of 
the Empire. With this Idea ſhe went to meet him, 
accompany*d with her ſplendid Retinue, and advan- 
ced to embrace him with her Heart full of Joy. 


BUT this Prince looking upon her with a ſe+ 
vere Eye, and refuſing her Careſſes: Perfidious 
Wrerch, ſaid he, *tis no longer a tender Husband 
and a ſubmiſſive Lover, that appears before you, 
tis your King, your Maſter, and your Judge, 
who comes to puniſh you for the moſt execrable 
Plot that was eyer hatch'd, Barbarian ! is this the 

Reward 
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Reward you reſerv'd for my Love? Is this the Re- 
compence of the Grandeur to which T have rais'd 
you? Ambitious Princeſs! my Kingdom is not 
large enough for you, you muſt likewiſe have that 
of your Benefactor, of a Hero, whoſe Life you 
know cannot be attempted, without ſhortening m 
Days. Ingrate ! return Thanks to the blind F od. 
neſs I had for you, that my Arm does not waſh 
your Crime away in your Blood, | 


THE unfortunate Queen of Ormus ſcarce! 
heard theſe laſt Words before being ſeiz'd wit 
Aſtoniſhment, Fear, and Deſpair, ſhe fell motion- 
leſs into the Arms of the Women who ſurrounded 
her. The Heart of Tor was mov*d at this Sight; 
but calling to his Aſſiſtance all his Reſolution, he 
order'd her to be carry*d to her Apartment, and to 
' be ſtrictly kept there, till the Time he had appoin- 
ted for ſending her to Ormus, and that ſhe ſhould 
neither be permitted to write or ſpeak to any one ; 
and as Ofar his Lieutenant was preſent at this me- 
lancholy Interview, and would have ſpoken ſome 
Words in Favour of Milla, he commanded him 
Silence, ordering him to draw together his Troops 
which were in the Neighbourhood of Tauris, and 
bring them to that City, to be ready to ſet out 
with the Queen, 0 


THE King of Ormus was not more affable, 
tender, and compaſiionate, when it was conſiſtent 
with his Glory, than he was terrible when. he was 
incenſed ; therefore no Anſwer was to be made to 
His ſupreme Commands, it was neceſſary to obey ; 
the Queen, was guarded, Ofar ſet out to aſſemble 
his Troops, and all the Court followed Tor, Whilſt 
this Monarch was ſummoning the Council, and 

producing 1/maz/*s Orders to them, the unfortu- 
n | nate 
0 
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nate Milla recovering from her Swoon, and ſeei 
no body about her but Saine, and ſome Women 
who were moſt neceſſary to her, was then ſenſible 
of all the Horror of ſuch a ſudden Change. 

BEING precipitated from the Height of Glo- 
ry, toan Abyſs of Misfortunes, ſhe made the moſt 
cruel Reflexions; but what afflicted her moſt grie- 
vouſly, was the melancholy Remembrance of her 
Husband's Reproaches, in the Preſence of a Court, 


whereof ſhe had been the Love and Delight but a 
Moment before. 


SHE recalPd to Mind the terrible Air of the 
King of Ormus when he accoſted her, and finding 
but too plainly by all Circumſtances, that ſhe 
had for ever loſt the Heart of that great Prince, a 
Flood of Tears ſtream'd down her charming Face. 
In vain did the zealous Saine indeavour to comfort 
her, and make her hope that Time, and her Re- 
pentance would appeaſe her Husband; nothing 
could aſſuage her Grief. But when Saine had infor- 
med herthat Tor intended to ſend her back to Ormas, 
together with his Army, ſhe dry'd up her Tears, 
and inſtantly reſolving what Courſe to take, conju- 
red that Confidant to go to the King, and ingage 


him by all that was capable of moving him to grant 
her one Hour's Audience. 


SAINE obey'd, and went to that Monarch's 
Apartment, where ſhe waited till his Return from 
Council, where he was declar'd Regent of the King- 
dom, according to the Sophy's Pleaſure, with in- 
conceivable Joy, As ſoon as Tor had receiv'd the 
Oaths uſually taken on ſuch Occaſions, he diſco- 
ver'd to them the Crimes of the Eæmadoulet and 
Sadre-Caſſa, who were both unanimouſly con- 


demn'd 
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dernn'd to Death. Then the King of Omi draw” 
ing out the Plan of the Conſpiracy, burnt it in full 
Council, and order'd a general Amneſty ip be 
publiſh'd for all the Conſpirators; exhorting them 
to return to their Duty, aſſuring them that Inael 
was ignorant of their Names, and that he alone 
was acquainted with their Number and their Qua- 
lity; adding, that he only accus'd them of Impru- 
dence, in having ſuffer'd themſelves to be ſeduced 
by an ambitious Woman, and two Miſcreants, 
whoſe Heads were going to pay the Ranſom for 
them all. | 


THIS Clemency wrought ſuch an Effect upon 
their Spirits, that there was not one of them but 
was aſham'd of his having ſwerv*d from his Duty; 
and as there were ſome of the Conſpirators even in 
the Council, they were ſo much moved with this 
Action of the King of Ormus, that on going out 
of that Aſſembly, they diſparch'd Couriers upon 
Couriers into the Provinces to their Accomplices, 
to apprize them of it, and bring them back to the 
Allegiance they had ſworn to the Sopby. 


NO ſooner was the King of Ormus return*d to 
his Palace, but Saine appear*d before him, and 
imbracing his Knees, implor'd him, even in the 
Name of 1/mae!, to grant the Queen an Audience 
before her Departure. Twas with extreme diffi- 
culty that Tor conſented ; but Saine preſs'd him ſo 
urgently, aſſuring him that Milla Fad things of 
Importance to impart to him, that he at laſt pro- 
mis'd to ſee her next Morning. Hereupon 
this Lady us'd her utmoſt Efforts to induce him 
not to defer this Interview, but to appoint the ſame 
Day; but Tor, who reſolv'd upon puniſhing the 

Etmadoulet and Sadre-Caj/a, before he would hear 
*" kn any 
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any Thing, perſiſted in his. Reſolution. Accord- 


ingly theſe two Chiefs of the Conſpiracy were be- 
headed in the publick Market- place; after which 
their Palaces were raz d, and their Familys degra- 
ded and made Slaves. e 


THE ſame Inſtant that they died, was pub- 
Iiſh'd the general Amneſty. granted in 1/mael's 
Name to all the Conſpirators ; whereat the People 
were ſo well pleasd, that they beheld, and heard 
of the Puniſhment of the Etmadoulet and Sadre- 
Caſſa, with an extreme Joy. This done, the King 
of Ormus bent all his Thoughts upon ſending back 
Milla, and his Troops into his own Dominions ; 
and as he made himſelf exactly obey*d, all were 
foon ready to march at the firſt Command. 


WHEREF ORE next Morning being come, 
he went to Milla's Apartment, where that Princeſs 
no ſooner ſaw him enter, but ſhe fell at his Feet 
and taking hold of his Hands, in ſpite of his En- 
deavours to draw them back, bath'd them in 
Tears, and conjur'd him to pardon her, and not 
deprive her of his Preſence and his Love. Had 
not that Queen been ſo guilty as ſhe was, and Tor 
ſo well convinc'd thereof as he was, it would have 
been impoſſible for him not to have been mov'd 


with the Condition wherein he then ſaw her. 


NEVER had ſhe appear'd more beautiful; 
and her Grief and her ſuppliant Air having ſoften'd 
her natural Haughtineſs, render'd her only more 
worthy of pleaſing. Tor was not ignorant of the 
Danger, but turn'd away his Eyes, that he might 
not ſuffer himſelf to be touch'd with Pity. Milla 
obſerv*d it, and flattering herſelf with Hopes that 
her Charms were going to ſurmount his Reſiſtance, 
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ſhe ſpar'd no Pains to juſtify herſelf, or at leaſt to 


ſeem leſs criminal, laying her Fault upon the Sol- 


| licitations of the Ermadoulet, and the Sadre-Caffa, 


who had ſeduc'd her Youth, the one under pretence 
of Religion, and the other by the Charms of 
Greatneſs. 


BUT Tor, who knew the contrary, and that 
ſhe alone had gain'd over thoſe two Officers of 
the Empire to her Intereſts, felt his Indignation 
revive again at this new Artifice ; wherefore, look- 
ing upon her with an angry Eye, he particulariz'd 
to her even the moſt minute Circumſtances of the 
Conſpiracy, with all ſne had done to render its 


Execution infallible. Then reminding her of his 


Love, his Complaiſance, the Goodneſs of I/nael, 
the Honours ſhe had receiv'd from him, the Fa- 
vours he had heap'd upon her, and the Power he 
had given her in Tauris, he reproach'd her with 
her Ingratitude and Ambition in the ſharpeſt 
Terms; and concluded with aſſuring her that 
there was no Return to be expected for her in his 


Heart, that her Crime had for ever baniſh'd his 
Love, and that ſhe ought to return him Thanks 


that he did not carry his Vengeance yet farther, 
after having deſign'd to diſhonour him, in making 
him an Accomplice in ſuch an execrable Attempt ; 


which ſaid, he would have gone out that Inſtant. 


'BUT the haughty Mila catching hold of 
him, and re- aſſuming all her Pride: Well then, 
sc ſaid the, ſince nothing can move you, and it 
« is in vain for me to juſtify my ſelf, hear all 
« my Crimes, ſince you alone are the Cauſe 
« of all.“ ; 
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« I lov'd you, and I was refoly'd to reign,” 
<« wherefore I made the unfortunate Zaifadin tall 
« a Victim to theſe two Paſſions; the Death of 
<« that King's Miniſters,» was [likewiſe the Effect 
« of my Counſels, and my Brother follow*d them, 
ce to place you upon the Throne: Your Exploits, 
e with the Lad the Perſians bore you, made me 
<«< believe, that the Perſian Empire ought to be 
<« the Reward of them. I put to death the firſt 
« Sadre-Caſſa for having reveal'd my Secret; I 
« have done all, and directed all; I ſhould have ſa- 
<< crificed even my Father to the Greatneſs of my 
« Ambition, and I now look upon Death with 
% Toy, ſince I can no longer ſyrvive after having 
« loſt my Honour and your Love.“ At theſe 
Words ſtabbing herſelf with a Ponyard, that hung 


at her Girdle, ſhe fell down, weltring in her 
Blood. | 


THE. Aſtoniſnment of the King of Ormus, 
had been ſo great at the Confeſſion of ſo man 
Horrors, and the Wound ſhe gave herſelf was ſo 
ſudden, that he had not time to recolle& himſelf, 
and prevent her ; wherefore he gave a great Cry, 
which fetch'd the Women and Guards of this 
unhappy Queen. 0 


HE took her in his Arms, and this fatal Ob- 
ject rekindling his Love, he could not refuſe ſome 
Tears to one who had ſo long been Miſtreſs of his 
Heart. He neglected no means that might reſtore 
her to Life ; but in vain, for ſhe expir'd as they 
were imploy'd in ſtanching her Blood. This ter- 
rible Accident being ſoon diffuſed all over Tauris, 
all the Noblemen haſten'd to Tor, and forc*'d him 
from Milla's Apartment.
